TRYING T0 GAIN TIME 


Spanish Commissioners Engage 
In a Weak Game. 


Havana, Oct. 3.—Spanish officials and 
army men do not seem to realize that 
they will have to give up Cuba. The 
Spanish peace commissioners, acting 
upon instructions from Madrid, keep 
trying to gain time by opposing every 
proposal of the Americans, and finally 
Surrendering one little detail at a time, 
ag in the case of the Comal and the in- 
troduction of food free of duty. They 
announce that they are acting with per- 
fect courtesy toward the United States, 
but they are very careful not to infringe 
upon what they call “Spain's rights,” 
mor do they agree with the Americans 
upon the date for the evacuation, 

The incident of the Comal was dip- 
lomatically intended to gain time; so 
Was the affair of the guns of the Alfonzo 
XII, and the heayy artillery dismounted 
by the Spaniards from the forts and bat- 
teries. Many big guns are now in the 
arsenal, as if they were to be taken back 
to Spain. It is common talk among the 
Spanish government's friends that the 
forts will be left without artillery. The 
dismounting of the guns was stopped 
Saturday evening on account of an 
American protest, and as another “act 
of courtesy,” but now the diplomatic 
duel over the matter begins between the 
American and Spanish commission- 
ers. 

As for the inferior Spanish officers 
and the rank and file of the army, noone 
seems to understand what has hap- 
pened. They simply ignore the United 
States and the presence in Havana of 
the American commissioners to arrange 
for the evacuation. At the AfPion 
theatre a play is performed every night 
in which Spanish cavalry, infantry and 
artillery appear on the stage. They 
sing somethjng like this: “Here is the 
heroic Spanish army that never has 
been beaten and fights until it wins or 
perishes.” The house is crowded by 
military men, who cheer enthusiastically 
without realizing that under the cir- 
cumstances the song is decidedly humor- 
ous. 

Captain Brooks, the commission dtz- 
burser, und aCptain Page of General 
Butler’s staff returned Saturday even- 
ing from a trip through the centre of the 
island, particularly in the northern séc- 
tion of Santa Clara province. They 
found conditions of extreme want inp 
most of the Cuban camps. The con- 
ditions wer worse in Santa Clara, where 
the death rate is 400 per nionth, main- 
ly from starvation, having fallen from 
a rate of 1000 a month, chiefly through 
the diminution of human material to 
provide victims. 


Ta'tk With Shafter. 

New York, Oct. 3—When asked if ha 
expected to retain his new command long, 
General Shafter said: “I expect to be with 
the department of the east until General 
Wesley Merritt arrives from Manila. 
On his arrival I expect he will assume 
command of the department, and I will 
return to the Pacific coast and reassume 
charge of the department of the Pacific. 
I like California, and I want to make it 
my permanent home. During my com- 
mand there, I made many friends, and I 
like the climate and associations there.” 

When the general was asked if he 
knew that General Gillespie was re- 
ported to have said he knew nothing of 
Shafter’s appointment, General Shafter 
said: “I know nothing whatever of the 
matter; I haven't met General Gillespie 
yet, and do not know whether he is at 
Governor's !sland, in this city, in 
Washington.” 

When General Shafter was asked if he 
had been summoned to testify before 
the commission to investigate the army 
matters he said: “I have not yet been 
notified to appear. When I am notitied 
to appear I will do so. I do not know 
what I could say of importance. but if 
I am wanted I shall certainly respond to 
any notification.” 

When asked if he thought the present 
army was held in readiness without 
mustering out any more soldiers for tha 
purpose of awaiting the decision of the 
Paris council, he said: “There are not 
enough soldiers now to grrison all the 
posts. There is need of 19000 soldiers 
for that purpose. I do not know what 
the intention of the war department is. 
It may be that the soidiers are being 
held in the event of trouble occurring in 
the Philippines, Cuba or Porto Rico. 
Everything isin abeyance now. I have 
no definite knowledge of what the war 
department Intends, but it Is certainly 
safe to hold a large number of soldiers 
in readiness.” 

Concerning the controversy between 
General Miles and the war department 
he said: “I have no statement what- 
ever to make. I have noth'rg whatever 
to complain about. I did my duty asl 
thought best, and tried to do it faith- 
fully for the best interestsofall. It wil! 
be time enough to make statemrents 
when my superiors complain and call me 
to account. There is no use stirring up 
matters.” 


What the Spanish Expect. 

Madrid, Oct. 3.—The conciliatory and 
cordial spirit shown by the delegates 
to the Paris conference has produced a 
favorable impression. The newspa- 
pers, discussing the proceedings of the 
conference, affect to believe that the 
United States, besides respecting Span- 
ish sovereignty in the Philippines, will 
also allow Spain to have a share in the

Surgeon Makes a Protest, 

Santiago, Oct. 3—When the Obdam 
left Porto Rico many on bvard were sick, 
yet the first quartermaster refused to 
furnish wine for their use, but supplied 
them with hardtack and canned food, 
saying that he had no authority to do 
more. Surgeon Se3_nan said he would 
hold him responsible should any deaths 
occur, and finally succeeded in obtain- 
ing suitable food for those who were ill. 
He asserts that the ship had every man 
that she could carry, and that if she 
reaches New York without any deaths 
she would be lucky. 

Hearing that a number of other sick 
soldiers were to be sent aboard her, the 
Surgeon major made a protest, but he 
was informed by General Lawton, he al- 
leges, that his protest showed lack of 
discipline, and that an officer had been 
appointed to see how many additional 
Men the Obdam could carry. 


Aguinaldo Refused a Gift. 

Manila, Oct. 3.—The nationalassembly 
at Malolos, at a recent sitting, voted 
Aguinaldo a civil list of $75,000, but the 
leader declined to receive anything until 
the army should have been paid. An 
attempt was made by Paterno, the 
speaker of the house, to have inserted 
a clause granting him an allowance be- 
cause of the office, but the proposal was 
rejected. The assembly is now engaged 
in discussing the constitution. 

The Spanish community is telegraph- 
ing to Madrid in an endeavor to secure 
the enforcement of the release of prison- 
ers. Personal investigations made in 
the provinces emphasize the determina- 
tion of the insurgents to obtain a specific 
guanantee of favurable terms before 
releasing the prisoners now in their 
hands, and it is certain that they will 
never cheaply relinquish their dearly 
bought conquests. 

Everywhere is seen evidence of ap- 
palling struggles. Popular opinion fav- 
ors autonomy, which it is generally ex- 
pected will be established. The people 
rather distrust the Americans, who, be- 
ginning to realize this fact, sent the 
Raleigh to the northeastern ports for 
the purpose of showing the American 
flag and making friends with the na- 
tives. The cruiser’s officers endeavored 
to arrange an interchange of hospital- 
{tles. but the natives ac*first were un- 
willing to visit the ship unless hostages 
were landed. Finally, however, friend- 
ly feeling was established, and the na- 
tives were agreeably surprised at the 
American attitude. 


Bryan Has Recovered. 

Washington, Oct. 3.—Colonel William 
J. Bryan has sufficiently recovered from 
his attack of fever to return to his regi- 
ment, and this he intends to do in a few 
days. He will leave Washington for 
Hot Springs, where he will stop two or 
three days. He will then go on to Pablo 
Beach, Fla., where his regiment is sta- 
tioned. Mrs. Bryan will accompany the 
colonel. 
BEGINNING TO FEEL UNEASY. 
Republicans View .he Coming Elections 

With Anxiety. 

Boston, Oct. 3.—The Washington cor- 
respondent of The Herald says: Presi- 
dent McKinley and the Republican lead- 
ers are facing the congressional elections 
this autumn with a good deal of anxiety. 
The president, with his usual cheerful 
optimism, is more hopeful than some of 
his advisers that the Republicans will 
retain control of the house, but he ap- 
preciates the necessity for earnest effort 
for insuring this result. His conferences 
with Senators Hanna and Elkins and 
other political managers last week were 
to this end. 

The loss of congress means a great 
deal to the administration. It means 
not only the moral rebuke implied in 
party defeat, but very serious embar- 
rassment in the elaborate program which 
will be laid before congress this autumn 
for action. This program cannot be 
carried out during the three months of 
the short session. Hardly more thana 
beginning can be made. 

The fact is dawning upon the Republi- 
can leaders that there is very little net 
capital for theminthe war. Even Col- 
onel Roosevelt, with the glamor of the 
successful charge at San Juan hill 
around him, is not proving the tower of 
strength which the politicians expected. 
The crucial question is, how the gold 
Democrats will vote, 

The real strength of the Republican 
campaign lies in the importance of main- 
taining the gold standard and prevent- 
ing a check to business prosperity. In 
the matter of electing members of the 
house of representatives the Republi- 
cans propose to call attention to the 
really essential requirement that the 
house shall be organized for sound 
money. The Republicans propose to 
make this more conspicuously the issue 
during the remaining weeks of the cam- 
paign, and to ask gold Democrats to 
pause and consider whether they shall 
contribute by their votes to putting 
young Mr. Bailey or some other silver 
extremist in the chalr of Speaker Reed. 
Control of the speakership means the 
control of the committees, the shaping 
of legislation and the absolute decision 
of the question whether sound legisla- 
tion or bad shall come before the house. 


—A great political agitation is immi- 
nent in Havana. A petition is being 
circulated and signed by many mer- 
j chants, sugar planters and wealthy 
persons, addressed to President Mc- 
Kinley, asking that the United States 
annex the island immediately.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to G, and today’s 
instalment is the last of the H’s:

The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Oct. 3.—Rev. Dr. Nathan E.

An Awful Tragedy. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Oct. 3.—A special 
from Murfreesboro to The Times says: 
“An awful tragedy has occurred in the 
north portion of Cannon county, about 
80 miles east of this city, in which five 
are reported to have been savagely as- 
sassinated. John Hillingsworth killed 
@ man by the name of Higgins in that 
county over a year ago. A suit was 
brought against Hollingsworth and a 
judgment obtained by the family for 
$700. When the men went to carry out 
the proceedings and had gathered in the 
barn, Hollingsworth and his friends 
fired into them with double-barrelled 
shotguns, killing four men and wound- 
ing another so badly that he will hardly 
recover. The names of the unfortunate 
men are: Killed—Rev. A. C. Webb, 
Samuel Webb, his son, and Joeff Hig- 
gins; fatally injured, James Vincent. 

Excitement is running very high. The 
men who were killed were of the most 
prominent families of this section. 
The sheriff and a posse are now in pur- 
suk of Hollingsworth and his party. 


Robbed by , Negroes. 

Boston, Oct. 3—At 9:30 last night 
William V. Broughton of Cambridge 
was held up near the Cottage Farm sta- 
tion by three colored men, who robbed 
him of an open-face gold watch. Mr. 
Broughton was not injured and kept the 
three fellows in sight until he met an 
officer from station 16, to whom he re- 
lated his adventure. 

The officer gave chase to the thieves, 
and at last succeeded in catching one 
of them, the others escaping. At the 
station the prisoner gave the name of 
John Smith, and later said he was John 
Nelson. He told the officers he had no 
home, and that he came here about three 
weeks ago from Halifax. Then he said 
he came here from New York. 

When he was searched, a gold watch, 
not Mr. Broughton’s, was found in his 
stocking, and he also had four razors, 
a pair of hair clippers, a gold stickpin 
and two pieces of old-fashioned scrip, 
one 25-cent and one 50-cent piece. From 
his actions the officers were convinced 
he was a professional thief.

MAGNATES AS AUTOCRATS. 
Novel Construction of the Tangible Value 
of a League Franchise. 

St. Louis, Oct. 3.—The National league 
has decided to apply a method to im- 
prove the baseball situation in St. Louis. 
This decision, it is said, will result in the 
elimination of Von Der Ahe and all the 
interests allied with him in the present 
organization, and will give the franchise 
to Frank Robison of Cleveland, who 
will transfer the Cleveland team bodily 
next year. 

The league holds that the franchise 
consists ierely of the consent of the 
different ciubs to play with one an- 
other, and if 11 of the clubs agree to 
withdraw this consent to play either at 
home or abroad with a 12th club, the 12th 
club has no redress. Under this ruling 
a franchise is considered to be a thing 
of no tangible value, and each so-called 
franchise or agreement to play games 
is the property of the whole league and 
not of any club, 

This description of the value of a fran- 
chise was advanced by John T. Brush 
during his visit to this city last week 
during a discussion as to the fate of the 
St. Louis players. Mr. Brush said that 
the magnates feel that the interest of 
the league demands a strong team in St. 
Louis, and to bring this about they have 
determined to withdraw their consent 
to play with the present St. Louis club 
and transfer it to the Cleveland team 
when it is located in St. Louis. 

Saturday the New Yorks were easily 
beaten in a double-header at Washing- 
ton, but managed to keep ahead of the 
Philadelphias because the latter were 
outplayed by the Bostons. The Balti- 
mores won two close battles from the 
Brooklyns.

For miles in every direction around Sa- 
vannah the lowlands along the rivers 
are submerged. Only one fatality has 
so far been reported—the drowning of 
a negro while attempting to reach the 
mainland from a small island near 
Thunder light—but heavy loss of life is 
feared from the South Carolina sea isl- 
ands, where awful loss of life occurred 
during the great tidal storm of 1893. 
The conditions now are similar to those 
during that storm. Owing to the sub- 
merged country and the isolated loca- 
tion of the islands no news can be had 
from them until the water subsides. 

For eight miles north of Savannah the 
entire country is a lake. At noon Sun- 
day the water was eight feet above the 
highest tide. Driven on shore by the 
northeast storm, it filled the islands, and 
swept off banks and dams, carrying 
away the remnant of the rice crop that 
was left by the August storm and had 
not been gathered, and wiping out farm 
crops. The loss to rice growers alone 
will be from $50,000 to $75,000. Of the 
entire rice crop along the Savannah 
river, valued at $250,000, all but about 
15 percent was lost in this and the pre- 
ceding storm.

Warrants Issued For Arrest 
of Four. 


District Attorney Speaks of Showing 


Up ‘‘Rottenness.” 


Senator’s Colleague on “Char- 


acter Assassination.” 


Philadelphia, 4.—Warrants were 
issued charging Senator M. 
S. Quay, his son, Richard Quay, ex-State 
Treasurer B. J. Haywood and Charles 
R. McKee with conspiracy with John S. 
Hopkins, formerly cashier of the Peo- 
ples’ bank, to make use of the state’s 
funds in stock speculation. Hopkins 
conimitted suicide last March, and an 
examination of the bank's condition 
showed that the assets had been im- 
paired, The bank at once went into 
liquidation, and the president obligated 
himself personally to protect all credi- 
tors. 

Senator Quay and his son came up 
from Atlantic City as soon as they heard 
of their intended arrest. They promptly 
surrendered themselves, and Magistrate 
Jermon held them in $5000 bail each for 
a hearing at noon next Thursday. By 
advice of their attorney they declined 
to discuss the case. Mr. Haywood isin 
Montana and Mr. McKee in New York. 

The warrants were made out on Sat- 
urday at the instance of District Attor- 
ney Graham and on the affidavit of 
Charles F. Myers of the district attor- 
ney’s Office. Myers is a detective and 
acted on information furnished by Thom- 
as W. Barlow, receiver of the People’s 
bank. The affidavit on which the war- 
rants were issued is as follows: “Charles 
F. Myers, being sworn according to law, 
doth depose and say that Matthew Stan- 
ley Quay, Benjamin J. Haywood, Rich- 
ard R. Quay and Charles H. McKee and 
other persons to this deponent unknown, 
did unlawfully combine, confederate, 
conspire and agree to and with each other 
and the said persons unknown to use the 
public moneys of the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania for their own use, and also 
did combine, confederate, conspire and 
agree to and with each other and divers 
persons to this deponent unknown, and 
to and with John 8. Hopkins, deceased, 
formerly cashier of the People’s bank of 
Philadelphia, a corporation duly credited 
and existing under the laws of the com~- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, to unlaw- 
fully buy and sell stocks, that is, shares 
of stock in divers corporations, and did 
unlawfully use and employ the moneys 
of the People's bank, within the county 
of Philadelphia, and within two years 
last past.” 

The district attorney said: “I propose 
to have a hearing as quickly as possible, 
and to produce at that hearing all the 
facts necessary toa bindingover. Some 
of the facts will be reserved until the 
time of trial. If the state of affairs as 
represented to me is true it ought to be 
exposed. This rottenness ought to be 
shown up, no matter upon whom it re- 
flects. It is not my practice to speak in 
advance of the trial of a case, and I will 
say nothing further as to its merits. It 
was brought to my knowledge on Fri- 
day. Although Mr. Barlow is assistant 
district attorney, none of these facts was 
given me by him. He always kept his 
duties as receiver entirely separate from 
his duties in this office. When sent for 
in connection with evidence we sought, 
he cheerfully and willingly delivered up 
what was in his possession.” 

James McManes, formerly president 
of the defunct People’s bank, said he had 
known the warrants were to be issued, 
though he had nothing to do with the 
action. He asserted ignorance of any 
transactions justifyingit. Mr. McManes 
added: “Senator Quay and his son, Rich- 
ard, both had their personal notes dis- 
counted at the bank, the last of which 
matured after the bank had closed its 
doors.. These notes were all promptly 
paid when due, and neither Mr. Quay nor 
his son is indebted to the bank one dollar 
that I know of. My feelings toward Mr. 
Quay and the other men are of the most 
friendly character. Mr. Quay andI had 
our differences in days gone by, but they 
were patched up long ago.” 

The People’s bank suspended business 
on March 24 and it presently developed 
that Cashier Hopkins had committed 
suicide. At that time the state had on 
deposit in the bank $505,000 and the city 
$52,000, but the institution was insolvent. 
President McManes agreed to make good 
the amount of liabilities, and most of it 
has been paid. 

The news struck politicians of all 
shades of faith like a thunderbolt, anda 
variety of explanations were given and 
discussed throughout the day. Secre-} 
tary of the Commonwealth Martin knew 
nothing beyond the newspaper state- 
ment.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to H, and today’s 
instalment gives those of I and J:

George W. Rook, chief engineer of the 
transport, Mohawk, fell into the hold, 
a distance of 40 feet, in Bath, and died 
from the result of his Injuries. He wa 
40 years old.

Ponce, Oct. 4.—It is the unanimous 
opinion of the medical staff of the army 
in Porto Rico that the condition of the 
volunteer forces necessitates their re- 
moval north. Sickness is increasing at 
an alarming rate. The sick report 
shows over 270@ in hospitals or in quar- 
ters out of a total command of 10,000 
men; that is, over 25 percent of the 
troops are on the sick list. This, how- 
ever, does not mean that there is an 
effective strength of 700 men. The sol- 
diers discharged from the hospitals as 
fit for duty in nine cases out of 10 are 
incapable of service, and if ordered on 
duty are almost invariably back in the 
hospitals within a few days. The medi-

There is a wide disparity between the 
sickness in the volunteer and regular 
commands. In the tworegular infantry 
regiments, the Nineteenth and Eleventh, 
the sickness averaged only about 10 per- 
cent, while in the volunteer regiments it 
averages 34 percent. Undoubtedly the 
wide disparity between the percentages 
is largely due to the fact that the regu- 
lars are better able to care for them- 
selves. Most of them are veterans who 
understand the rules of health in camp, 
and their officers from the very outset 
have enforced with untiring energy the 
sanitary regulations necessary for the 
preservation of health. More than that, 
the regulars are making soldiering a 
business, and they look upon their as- 
signment for service in Porto Rico 
philosophocally and make the best of the 
situation. The volunteers enlisted for 
two years, but with the almost universal 
expectation that they would be mus- 
tered out when the war closed. Almost 
to a man they desire to go home, and 
ever since the protocol was signed they 
have lived in the daily hope of being re- 
called. Home sickness depressed their 
spirits and made them easy victims to 
the malarial conditions. It is said that 
some of them who did not fall sick na- 
turally actually exposed themselves to 
the wet, or ate freely of tropical fruits 
that they might become ill and be sent 
home. Some, it is alleged, even feigned 
sickness, and quite a number of these 
succeeded in their designs. The other 
day a number of men from one of the 
regiments who had been ordered home as 
convalescents came into Ponce miles 
ahead of their wagon train, singing and 
making merry at the prospect of their 
release. Some were college athletes. 
They appeared to be more capable of 
service. than hundreds of the soldiers 
who remained. 

The medical staff of the army has 
labored unceasingly to stay the progress 
of disease and sickness, but the sick re- 
port grows longer at the rate of 50 or 60 
a day. Every tent on the island was 
provided with a board flooring by the 
order of General Brooke; and camps, 
cooking places and sinks were carefully 
inspected time after time until their 
sanitary condition today seems perfect, 
yet the number of sick swells daily. The 
worst feature of the situation the 
steady increase in the number of typhoid 
eases, which today reaches over 400. 

It is possible that when the troops 
cross the mountains after the evacuation 
of the island is completed by the Span- 
iards, and get into barracks out of the 
rain, which falls almost daily, their con- 
ditions will improve; but as to this the 
physicians are very skeptical. There 
are spacious barracks in the large towns 
intheisland. In most of the towns there 
are also fairly well equipped hospital 
buildings. It is said to be the opinion 
of many of the general officers that the 
volunteer organizations could be with- 
drawn and that the two regular regi- 
ments, with the three troops of cavalry 
and the four batteries of artillery now 
in the island, would be amply sufficient 
for garrison duty. The Eleventh and 
Nineteenth have already been informed 
that they will remain here, and prepara- 
tions are being made by the officers to 
bring their families and regimental 
property. It is not improbable that one 
or, perhaps, both of the infantry regi- 
ments, if they are to remain, will have 
to be mounted, as the real service of our 
troops during the period of reconstruc- 
tion and perhaps for many years must 
be to preserve order in the interior.

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corruption and mismanagement in the 
state, the more remote, though far 
greater, economic questions would be 
lost sight of, and thus an independent 
fight would not stand on the merit of its 
principles, but get only such scant atten- 
tion in the public eye as might be di- 
verted from the fight over political de- 
bauchery.

He returned to New 
York in 1891, and has since been in vari- 
ous financial businesses here.

Reports That Conflict. 

Brockton, Mass., Oct. 4.—The manu- 
facturers continue toreport an increased 
output of goods, and the unions claim 
that they are constantly inducing men 
to come out, notably from the larger 
factories. The entire 616 machines under 
control of the union are now dismantied. 
The strike ordered in all districts out- 
side of Brockton wiil affect only hand 
lasters. The list calls for a uniform 
price on machine lasting, and the ma- 
chines, being already dismantled, the 
hand lasters will have to come out if the 
list is not accepted. 

A committee appointed from the con- 
ference committee of the Lasters’ union 
met the exeeutive committee of the 
board of trade at the latter’s rooms. 
The visiting committee returned the 
proposition of the board and stated that 
it could not be accepted, as it was con- 
trary to the constitution of the union. 
A long discussion ensued on the proposi- 
tion. The committee from the union 
said that it would like to have the manu- 
facturers organize and send accredited 
representatives to the conferences with 
the union, but the latter would not ad- 
mit that it was ready to make any con- 
cessions. 

The outlook is that most of the shops 
will accept the list. The machine com- 
pany is still pursuing the even tenor of 
its way, and claims that through its ef- 
forts six of the larger shops are lost to 
the union, and that as soon as these six 
shops are running a little more satisfac- 
torily the company will aid other shops 
as fast as they need help.

Roosevelt Defines Issues at 
Speech in New York. 


New York, Oct. 5.—In accepting the 
nomination for governor yesterday, Col- 
one! Roosevelt said to Mr. Depew and the 
other mernbers of the 
notification: ‘‘National issues are para- 
Mount this year.

out regard to national issues than it was 
possible so to conduct one in 1861 or 1863. 
As it was then so it now is—the interests 
of the whole nation are of vital and ab- 
sorbing interest to each citizen. Then, 
as now, the Republican party was forced 
to find new issues, to confront new prob- 
lems. Then, as now, it was forced not to 
follow, but to make precedents. In 1861, 
we had to preserve the republic for its 
great destiny; in 1898, we have to takea 
long stride towards the accomplishment 
of that destiny. Ths Republican party 
therefore in its state platform does well 
to reiterate the promises under which it 
was possible to elect a Republican presi- 
dent, pledges which made it possible to 
restore prosperity to our country and to 
put the nation where it is possible to 
work out the glorious future, which is 
now before a reunited nation. 

“The Issues for honest money, for pro- 
tection to American industry, for the 
upbuilding of a merchant marine, ade- 
quate to carry the commerce of the 
world, and to form a naval militia in 
times of war are as vital this year as 
they were in the great contest which 
Was so successfully fought in 1896.

BAY STATE DEMOCRATS. 
Judge Corcoran Bounced From an Hon- 
orary Office. 

Worcester, Oct. 5.—So smoothly ran 
the wheels for the first three hours of 
the Democratic convention Tuesday 
that it looked to the observers as if 
no discordant voice would be raised be- 
fore the convention broke up. A short 
and rather sharp debate on an insignifi- 
cant resolution, protesting against the 
method of letting contracts for public 
work by the state, seemed to whet the 
appetites of the remaining members of 
the convention for a still warmer de- 
bate, so that when, just as the conven- 
tion was about to adjourn, a motion was 
brought forward declaring the position 
on the national committee held by John 
W. Corcoran vacant, the delegates 
plunged in with the usual vigor. The 
debate, however, only lasted about half 
an haur, and the motion was carried by

a close vote. The ticket nominated Is 
as-follows: For governor, Alexander 
B Bruce of Lawrence; lieutenant gov- 
ernor, Edward J. Slattery of Framing- 
ham; secretary of commonwealth, Harry 
Lioyd of Boston; treasurer and receiver 
general, Peter Bonvoulier of Holyoke; 
auditor, Dr. Chmrles F. Parker of Bos- 
ton; attorney general, Patrick F. Kil- 
roy of Springfield. 

The doctrines promulgated in Chicago 
in 1896 were reaffirmed, imperialism was 
denounced, and the following reference 
was made about the treatment of the 
soldiers: 

The military administration duri ing the 
recent war has been a stigma on the 
history of the republic and a disgrace 
to civilization. The army which sprang 
into existence has been made the prey 
of incompetents and favorites, who have 
fattened on the sorrows of American 
soldiers. The brave young men whe 
fought our battle in the West Indies 
were left without adequate food, medi- 
cines or surgical assistance; they were 
deprived of the abundant provisions 
which a generous and patriotic people 
had made for their support and encour- 
agement. They were obliged to perform 
menial services under intolerable hard- 
ghips They were put under incompetent 
commanders, and were left to suffer and 
die with undressed wounds and.burning 
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fevers Ana nunareds Or their comrades, 
who have returned alive, have come 
back emaciated and ghostly, to stagger 
through the streets as living witnesses 
against those who are responsible for 
their sufferings. We demand that a 
thorough investigation by congress, not 
by an administrative committee made 
up to acquit, shall expose the guilty, and 
drive them mercilessly from the offices 
which they have disgraced. 


Greeting to Thelr Townsman. 

Lawrence, Oct. 5.—A. B. Bruce, Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor, was given 
an enthusiastic reception on his arrival 
from Worcester. As he alighted from 
the train he was cheered to the echo by 
the immense throng which crowded 
every avenue leading to the railroad 
etation. A brass band was In waiting 
and carriages to convey Mr. Bruce and 
party to the Franklin House were also 
athand The candidate was cheered all 
along the line. Essex street was bril- 
liantly illuminated, and Democrats and 
Republicans alike turned out to honor 
their fellow townsman. A public recep- 
tion followed. 


“An Ideal Leader.” 

3rooklyn, Oct. 56.—Judge Van Wyck 
verbally announced his acceptance of 
the Democratic nomination for governor 
when notified officially last night by the 
committee, the spokesman for which 
said: “Your love of Democracy, your 
spotless private life and your eminent 
judicial career make you an ideal leader 
in this fight. The affairs of the people 
of the state have been scandalously 
maladministered during the past four 
years by the Republican party. It seeks 
to escape from its odious record by 
hiding behind a candidate whose record 
in the war was honorable, but who, alas, 
in public life has shown that he has no 
sympathy with the toiling masses and 
the honest taxpayers, who will decide 
this momentous issue.” 

Lost Its Identity. 

Frankfort, Oct. 5.—The national, or 
gold, Democratic organization in Ken- 
tucky towns seems to have practically 
lost its identity as a party in this state. 
Senator Lindsay and nearly all the 
leaders of that pamty, as well as a ma- 
jority of the rank and file, have reg- 
istered as Democrats, disregarding dis- 
tinctions such as “gold” and “national 
Democrat.” Reports from everywhere 
show light registration as compared 
with 1896 and last year, and the Goebel 
election law, which received its first 
test, seems to have given no cause of 
complaint to either side. 


Lynn M: 2 Defeated. 

Everett, Mass., Oct. 6.—After an al- 
most continuous session of 10 hours, the 
Seventh district conyention nominated 
Senator Roberts of Chelsea for con- 
gress. It took 20 ballots to decide who 
should be the nominee, but, although the 
contest was a bitter one between Messrs. 
Harwood and Allen of Lynn, at the 
close the nomination was made unani- 
nous. 

For 19 ballots the diferent candidates 
held their own. Harwood’s vote varying 
from 53 to 66, while Roberts’ vote Jumped 
from 41 to 47, and then back to 41. 
Allens’ vote ballot after ballot was 33, 
and a few times jumped to 36. 

When the seventh ballot was taken, 
after the intermission at 5 o’clock, Elihu 
B. Hayes of Lynn loomed up as a dark 
horse with seven votes, and Congress- 
man William E. Barrett came in with 
three votes. At 10 o'clock Sweetzer of 
Lynn asked for an intermission of 15 
minutes for the Allen and Harwood men 
to confer and settle on one of the Lynn 
candidates. 

The 20th ballot was taken after an in- 
termission and Harwood jumped up to 
75, only three votes less than the re- 
quired majarity of 78. The 22nd ballot 
gave Harwood 75, Roberts 74 and Allen 
2. On this vote the Allen men broke, 
and their vote was divided between Har- 
wood and Roberts. The final ballot 
was: Roberts, 81; Harw ood, 73. 


Ancients A iQuabes. 

Quebec, Oct. 6—Yesterday was a 
proud day for Major Duchesney and the 
members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery company. 

Their reception Monday night was cor- 
dial, but it was nothing compared with 
that of Tuesday. 

At the welcome three cheers were 
given for the ancients and for the pres- 
ident of the United States by the Can- 
adians, the band playing “Yankee Dov- 
dle,” and then the men from Massa- 
chusetts gave three cheers for Queen 
Victoria and the band played, “God 
Save the Queen.” 

It was in the evening that the ancients 
had their triumph, it being their turn 
toentertain. Their annual banquet was 
one of the most successful and brilliant 
events that has ever taken place in the 
city. It was attended by some of the 
most talented men of the two countries. 


Reorganiziog In Brockton. 

Brockton, Oct. 5.—President Tobin of 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union has 
reorganized the treers’ union and also 
the sole leather workers, both securing 
their old charters. Reorganizing has 
practically taken in all departments 
of the shops, as other branches will or- 
ganize this week. The fact that the 
unions are being organized is significant 
from the fact that the present strike has 
not been brought to a settlement as soon 
as many of them thought would be. 
The lasters now claim to be masters 
of the situation, but will not call on 
the other branches unless it is necessary, 
and they think it will not be. The 
lasters claim to have pulled out 20 men 
yesterday. Among these were several 
Armenians, who returned to Boston. 


Bryan's Regulars. 

Washington, Oct. 5.—No orders have 
been issued to Colonel Bryan to return 
at once to his regiment. When Bryan 
left Jacksonville he had leave of absence 
for seven days. That leave has about 
expired. He has made no application 
to the war department to have his leave 
extended. 

The request for the discharge of a num- 
ber of men of his regiment who desire to 
return to their homes was granted by 
the secretary of war in about 18 cases.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to H, and today’s 
instalment concludes the Is and Js in 
Wards Four, Five and Six.

Washington Relics. 

| One of the most interesting relics in 
| the National museum and one that is 
|attracting especial attention during 
these days, when warlike matters inter- 
est so many visitors to the capitol, isthe 
camp chest used by Washington 
throughout the Revolution. Itisa com- 
pact affair about the size of a tourist’s 
wicker chest for cooking, of the present 
day, 244 feet long, 2 feet wide, 1 foot 
| high, and it contains an outfit consist- 
| ing of tinder box, pepper and salt boxes, 
bottles, knives, forks, gridiron and 
| plates. Every bit of the outfit save one 
bottle, which is broken at the shoulder, 
| looks strong enough to stand another 
| campaign. 

| Near by are the tents used by Wash- 
lington, three in number. One is a 
sleeping tent, 28 feet long, with walls 


6 feet high and a roof with a six foot 
pitch. It is made of linen. The other 
two are marquee tents of smaller size, 
one with walls, the other a shelter tent 
open on the sides. That the tenting ma- 
terial of Revolutionary days was good 
| stuff is proved by the excellent condi- 
tion of these tents, which sheltered the 
great commander through all his severe 
campaigns. 

Here is Washington's uniform, 
| worn by him when he gave up his com- 
mission as commander in chief of the 
army, at Annapolis, in 1783. It con- 
sists of a big shadbelly coat of blue 
broadcloth, lined and trimmed with soft 
and orna 1 broad, 
buttons; buckskin waistcoat 
and breeches. The size of the garments 
(which are in a state of excellent pres- 
| ervation) testify to the big stature of 
the Father of His Country and sug- 
gest that he had an eye to a fine appear- 
ance in his dress. 

A Good Word For the Czar. 

“‘The world has not yet heard the 
last of the proposal of the czar of Rus- 
sia in regard to cutting down the huge 
standing armies of Europe,’’ said Gen- 
eral George B. Williams. General Wil- 
liams is a most competent authority on 
| international subjects. He has visited 
| Russia time and again and but recently 
sojourned several months in St. Peters- 
burg. 

‘*In making this announcement to the 
powers the czar was absolutely sincere. 
He believes, along with other humane, 
wise and philanthropic men, that the 
time for disarmament is ripe. He can 
| See no reason in the system that makes

NO BASIS FOR CHARGES 


That the Inference From 
Wheeler’s Statements. 


Officials Not Remiss In Looking After 
the Men, 


Life In Field and Camp Devoid 
of Alleged Horrors. 


Slight Suffering in Santiago From a Scarcity 
of Supplies. 


Untrue Statements by Women as to the 


Hospital Conditions at Wikoff. 


Washington, Oct. 5.—General Wheeler 
was the only witness before the war in- 
vestigators at their sitting Tuesday, oc- 
cupying the entire time. General Beaver 
conducted the examination. The wit- 
ness let it be understood that as far as 
he knew, nobody was remiss, and that 
the sufferings were incidental to sucha 
war as was waged in Cuba. 

The supplies in Santiago he considered 
sufficient except in a few instances, and 
in those instances the deficiency was 
only temporary. “General Shafter,” 
he said, “deserves great credit for the 
zeal he displayed in this respect. He 
devoted himself to the task, and I think 
there is no doubt that he succeeded. 
We used pack trains, and there was 
comparatively little suffering because 
of the shortness of quartermaster’s 
supplies.” 

Speaking of the medical department, 
he said that at times there were com- 
plaints, but that they were not serious. 
On occasions there was a shortage of 
surgeons, some of the surgeons being 
sick or wounded. According to General 
Wheeler's belief the wounded in battle 
were promptly cared for. General 
Wheeler had no control over any of the 
supplies which were taken to Saatiago 
on the transports when he left Tampa. 
This was attended to by the different 
staff officers. He only knew from con- 
versation with those that there was an 
abundance of the supplies of all char- 
acter. Only two regiments had re- 
ported a shortage of rations, and he had 
immediately telephoned to the rear, and 
the shortage, which was due to accident, 
had been adjusted. There was suffer- 
ing when the men were compelled to 
lie in the breastworks. The meat was 
poor, and they had no bread but hard- 
tack. They were forced to lie in the 
Sun and water alternately, and neces- 
sarily there was much sickness. While 
they had the full quota of doctors and 
nurses, be thought that if more had 
been furnished the men would have been 
better cared for. As for rations, three 
days’ supplies were generally issued. 
Whenever the troops went into action 
they would throw their food away as 
well as their packs, and they often did 
not recover then. 

General Wheeler took up the common 
report that the Cubans stole everything 
thus discarded. It was not fair, he said, 
to thus accuse the natives, for there was 
so much cf this flotsam and jetsam that 
hungry and poorly clothed as the Cu- 
bans were, they were not to be blamed 
for helping themselves. He said he had 
seen among the 22,000 people who came 
out of Santiago many ladies of refine- 
tnent emaciated and evidently hungry. 

In reply to questions, he stated he 
never had heard of any shortage of com- 
missary or ordnance supplies in San- 
tiago, but he had been told that the med- 
ical supplies were short. He had no 
personal knowledge on this point. He 
had seen some wounded men crawling 
to the rear in the engagements, but asa 
rule as soon as a man fell in battle he 
was carried to the hospitals by the 
medical corps. As a rule the quality 
of the hardtack was good. When there 
was any deterioration it was due to local 


rains and not to the fact of original 
inferiority. The spirit of the army was 
such that there was no disposition to 
complain. “They were all proud to 


be there and willing to undergo hard- 
ships.”’ 

Captain Howell asked to what he 
attributed the development of disease 
after the capitulation of Santiago, and 
General Wheeler replied that it was due 
to the climate and to the exposure. 
All the men seemed to be more or less 
affected by the conditions, He had 
known of no instance of a sick or wound- 
ed man dying from want of care from 
the physicians. So far ashe knew there 
was general commendation of the med- 
ical corps except that on one or two oc- 
casions there had been some grumbling 
in regard to general conditions. He 
thought there was deficiency in the num- 
ber of ambulances, but this deficiency 
was due to the exigencies of the cam- 
paign. His memory was not distinct as 
to complaints from officers in his com-| 
mand as to the scarcity of medical sup- 
plies, but he thought there were such! 
complaints, and in such cases he had 
them supplied as promptly as possible. 
There had been difficulty in getting the. 
transports to lie as near in shore as was’ 
desirable, rendering it difficult to get’ 
at supplies promptly. In this connec-! 
tion General Wheeler revealed the fact 
that he had felt somewhat hurt that his 
had been the fourth command ordered to | 
be landed ~vhen he thought his rank 
entitled him to the first landing. Gen-! 
eral Shafter had given the order which 
thus affected him. 

The tents had been left on the trans- | 
ports because of the feeling that no time 
should be consumed in removing them. | 
“We were there for business,” he said, ; 
“and we felt that prompt disembarka- 
tion and a speedy movement to the! 
front would impress the enemy more! 
than anything else we could do.” If 
they had had the tents they would have 
used them. There was also a shortage 
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at this time of transportation facilities 
towards the front. His own illness 
had been caused by the exposure, and he 
himself had not been supplied with a 
tent. “I was more shifty than some 
of the soldiers,” he said. ‘I stretched a 
little ollcloth from a tree to protect my 
face from the dew, but any soldier could 
have done the same thing.” 

Referring to the sleeping apartments 
of the transports, General Wheeler said 
they were quite warm and there was 
some discomfort. He had often gone 
down among the men at night and found 
that there was comparatively little com- 
plaint excspt for the heat. He recom- 
mended that in the future hammocks 
should be used instead of cots for the 
transportation of troops. Coming back 
from Santiago to Montauk, he had sailed 
on the Miami, having chosen it because 
it was said to be the worst. He had 
found it to be very comfortable, and 
when they landed there were only 34 
sick, and only three or four of these were 
too ill to stand up forinspection. There 
was plenty of water on the vessel anda 
sufficiency of ice for the sick, though 
not for others. 

At Camp Wikoff the surgeons at his 
request had made a list of special articles 
to be purchased for the sick. This 
he had asked them to do in obedience 
to the president's desire. . The list of 
articles included evaporated fruits, 
green corn in cans, sugar cured hams, 
oatmeal, fish, ice, canned peas, prunes, 
soups, pickles, lemons, oranges, ¢&&5s, 
tea, milk and many other articles in 
addition to their regular rations. “The 
people came with many kinds of food, 
and I undertake to say,” he declared, 
“that no army on earth was ever s9 
abundantly supplied with luxuries.” 

The transportation facilities of the 
camp Were poor. There was but one line 
of railroad, and that a single track and 
without adequate terminal facilities. 
The camp could have been supplied by 
water, but unfortunately there was a 
contract with the railroad company 
owning the land which gave it the con- 
trol of all transportation except on gov- 
ernment transports. This contract had 
been made, he understood, in return for 
the use of the land. He did not know 
who had made the contract. 

He stated that visiting ladies had 
made frequent complaints to him of 
specific cases in which sick men were not 
properly cared for, but he found upon 
investigation in.each case that the 
physicians said the ladies were mis- 
taken. As a rule when the parents or 
other relatives came to visit the sol- 
diers they expressed satisfaction at the 
care the men were given. He knew of 
no complaints from relatives. General 
Wheeler explained that the reason there 
Was so much complaint about the burials 
Was that the burial ground was 80 near 
and so plainly in view. Only 260 of the 
men had died in the existence of the 
camp. He knew nothing of the details 
of interments, and could not say wheth- 
er any bodies had been buried without 
clothing. Upon the whole he thought 
the fact that there had been no spread 
of yellow fever from the camp was quite 
marvellous. One of the greatest dif- 
ficulties he had encountered was to prop- 
erly control the removal of sick soldiers 
by their relatives, in cases where sym- 
pathy and affection often acted instead 
of discretion He had no medical di- 
rector, but gave his orders to various 
physicians, who seemed to be equally in 
charge. General Wheeler considered 
the hospital facilities ample after the 
erection of the division hospitals. There 
were times when they were crowded fora 
day or two, but, on the other hand, there 
were many times when the buildings 
were not filled. 

Replying to Dr. Jenkins, as quoted in 
the New York World's specifications, 
General Wheeler said that if the sol- 
diers had not been landed at some iso- 
lated place, such as Montauk point, the 
fear of yellow fever would have caused 
a general outcry. The experts had dif- 
fered in opinion as to whether there had 
been any yellow fever at Wikoff. Even 
at Santiago he had found that the ex- 
perts were unable to determine wheth- 
er a patient had yellow fever. He 
thought it would have been cruel to have 
sent the men home within five days 
after their landing, as Dr. Jenkins had 
suggested. As a matter of fact many 
of them were sick men and needed at- 
tention in the hospitals. They would 
have fallen sick on trains and attracted 
general attention to the situation. The 
distress was due to the topographical 
or climatic conditions. Ninety per- 
cent had the fever in them, and the 
officers suffered as much as the men. 
Montauk point, he thought, was neces- 
sary for quarantine purposes. 

He had read to the regular soldiers the 
assertion that they had been in an al- 
most starving condition, and they 
laughed at the report. The men as- 
serted that the only trouble was that 
they had too much, and as a matter of 
fact no soldiers had ever been so well 
supplied. It was true that some of the 
employes had used articles intended for 
the sick, and he had been told by some 
ladies that physicians had used some of 
the articles, including appollinaris 
water, provided for the hospitals. He 
had issued an order for the arrest of 


those engaged in such a practice. He 
had himself seen a boy distributing 
oranges among his _ fellows. “There 


were undoubtedly’ individual cases of 
suffering and of neglect, but they were 
the exception..” He had investigated 
the charge that the hospitals were over- 
crowded and he was satisfied that such 
was not the case. -He made almost 
daily visits to the hospitals, and if he 
had found them overcrowded the de- 
ficiency would have been made good im- 
mediately. 

“We had no redtape about this or any 
other matter,” said the general, “but 
we ordered a thing done, and it was 
done. Our aim at Wikoff was to supply | 
the necessities of the men, and we at- 
tempted to do so without resorting to 
the formalities necessary in times of 
peac aad

Successful Launching of the 
Big Battleship. 


§mmense Concourse Cheered the Craft as She 
Left the Ways. 


Newport News, Oct. 56.—Amid the en- 
thusiastic plaudits of nearly 40,000 in- 
tensely interested people, the salutation 
of steam whistles from many boats and 
the strains of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” the first-class battleship, the 
Illinois, slid into the water Tuesday. 
The launch was a brilliant success in 
every particular. The assemblage of 
spectators was unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Drydock company, The sponsor of 
the vessel, Nannie Leiter of Chicago, was 
accompanied by Governor Tanner of Il- 
linois, his staff in full uniferm and a 
crowd of distinguished Chicagoans. 

As the hour for the christening of the 
battleship drew near, the approach of 
the christening party was heralded by a 
chorus of voices, and as Miss Leiter and 
party ascended the galiy dec orated plat- 
form alongside the prow of the vessel, 
all eyes were on the vessel to be launched, 
while the crowd expectantly walted 
while the keel blocks on which the hull 
rested and the shores aiong her sides 
were carefully removed until the weight 
rested upon the sliding ways. The ves- 
gel was held then on'y vy the caken 
planks between the sliding znd ground 
ways. As these were being severed by 


the saw, the sponsor stood waiting to 
gerform her part in the ceremony.

Calls for 
“Billy” Mason elicited an extemporane- 
ous, but eloquent, response from the II- 
linois senator. 

President Orcutt read the followirg 
telegram from C. P. Huntington: “The 
great battleship takes her plunge too 
late for the war, but her mission is none 
the less grand and noble, for she will go 
forth not only as a defender of the flag 
and the honor of the nation, but as an- 
other guarantee of protection to Ameri- 
can citizens everywhere in the pursuit 
of peace, prosperity and happiness. May 
her record be such that the great central 
state whose name she bears-shall ever 
be proud of her namesake,” 

The banquet was followed by a ball.

MAJOR GENERAL JOSEPH WHEELER 
General Dodge asked the witness fora 
general expression of his opinion as to 
the conduct of the various bureausof the 
war department. Replying, he praised 
the work of all the supply departments, 
saying they were actuated by zeal and 
characterized by intelligence. He had 
found the medical department, from 
General Sternberg down, to be efficient 
and anxious to promote the best inter- 
ests of his department. The same was 
true of the ordnance, commissary and 
other departments. General Wheeier 
said the mortality among the Spanish 
soldiers was quite equal to that among 
the American troops. 


CHICKAMAU GA PARK. 


General Boynton Said That It Was a 
Good Location For a Camp. 

General H. V. Boynton next took the 
stand. He said that since July 8 he had 
been on duty at Camp Thomas as an 
army officer. Governor Beaver called 
his attention to the criticisms of the 
camp site and asked him his opinion of 
the location. General Boynton, who 
has been a member of the park commis- 
sion for nine years, has always been 
sion for nine years, said that the park 
had always been considered one of the 
most healthful spots in the country. 
There has never been a death in the park 
force, an ad never a case of typhoid fever. 
Out of 2300 men employed, there were 
only seven deaths, and none of them 
was ep to typhoid. In 1890, in the two 
counties in which the park was situ- 
ated, there had been only 12 cases of ty- 
phoid fever. The park was 650 to 700 
feet above the sea level, and the land 
was rolling and well drained, being free 
from swamps. The whole park was un- 
derlaid by magnesian limestone, and it 
was from under this that most of the wa- 
ter was secured. There were three 
sources for the supply, a number of 
springs, the river and artesian well. 
There were now 36 of these wells, and 
there were 1 ine when ths camp s' ¢€ was 
selected. The five springs, so far as he 
knew, were inexhaustible, and only one 
had been exhausted during the occupan- 
cy of thecamp by thetroops. The wells 
were also apparently inexhaustible. In 
addition 1,000,000 gallons were pumped 
every 24 hours from the river, and this 
water was distributed through the camp 
by means of pipes. Theriver supply was 
not designed originally for drinking pur- 
poses, but for cooking, washing and other 
uses, However, the water had been 
found te be quite pure, Thestream was 
fed wholly by mountain springs. The 
river water had been analyzed three 
times chemically and once bacteriologi- 
cally. The water had in each case been 
pronounced pure and entirely suitable 
for drinking and domestic purposes. 
General Boynton remarked: “It was 
Impossible for the river water to be con- 
taminated. I know all about that, and 
I do not consider there is any foundation 
for that charge.” 

The sinks were from 30 to 90 feet from 
the tents, and in some instances the 
kitchens were not farther than 20 feet 


from the sinks. Much ‘of tne kitchen 
offal was burned, but in other cases the 
offal was dumped into kitchen sinks, and 
then at times it was hauled off and 
dumped in the woods contrary to orders. 
Men were obdurate about such matters, 
and it was difficult to properly police so 
extensive a camp. The chief surgeon 
of the camp had assured.him that there 
was a daily inspection of the sinks. 

The typhoid fever in the camp did not 
excite serious attention until about the 
middle of July, when the cases averaged 
about two per 1000. It afterwards in- 
creased until there were about 400 cases 
among the 50,000 men. He had given es- 
Pecial attention to the hospital of the 
second division of the Third corps, as ii 
had received the especial attention o! 
the sensational press. He had found 
that out of 2462 cases of illness in this 
hospital there had been only 276 cases of 
typhoid. The fever had in all cases beer 
of a mild character. At one time, after 
measles broke out in the camp, the hos- 
Ppitals were crowded, though he did not 
think such had been the case at any othe 
time. Practically all the siekness was 
among volunteers. The regulars were 
not sick. Asked if each regiment had a 
sutler, General Boynton replied that they 
had something worse than a sutler; each 
one had a canteen. He said that 37! 
carloads of beer had been sold in the 
camp. Captain Howell asked about 
whisky sales, and Genera] Boynton re- 
plied that it had been difficult to cut oul 
the sharp moonshiners from Captair 
Howell's state. Chattanooga was ¢e 
splendid town, but the saloons were oper 
day and night. He deprecated the fact 
that army regulations permitted the 
canteen system. 

He had never seen such efficiency in 
the supply departments of the army in 
the field as in the case of Camp Thomas 
Sufficient medicines were sent to Atlanta 
from Camp Thomas to supply 50 regi- 
ments for a campaign. There was ne 
lack of rations, and the rations were 
all good. The variety was equal to thal 
supplied by a family grocery. 

“No army was ever so well supplied 
with food, and if the men did not know 
how to cook it, certainly Secretary Alger 
nor President McKinley nor anyone in 
Washington can be held responsible,” 
said the general. 

General Boynton commended the 
Young Men’s Christian association tents 
which, he said, were the best things ir 
the service. He condemned the out- 
side drinking houses where slop was sold 
that was worse than whisky. There was 
no lack of transportation, especially ir 
coming. Most of the complaints were 
from the typhoid fever patients, whe 
were kept on low rations as a medical 
precaution. There was never any short- 
age of rations. General Boynton said 
he had found some garbage receptacles 
left by the First Illinois cavalry the day 
after it broke camp, which were full of 
vermin. The regiment, however, was a 
good one, and he did not desire to cast 
any réfiection upon it.

and in donations and charity, $4872.90. 
The anembership of the organization 
May 31 was 22,094, divided among 301 
lodges in 12 states.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
va'ue of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Ato J, and today’s 
instalment begins the Ks :

INDIANS ON WARPATH. 


Fieece Attack Upon a Body of Soldiers 
on a Minnesota Island. 

Walker, Minn., Oct. 6.—Owing to the 
threatening attitude of the redskins on 
Bear island, troops under General Bacor 
were hurried to the sceneintugs. After 
a landing had been effected, a shot was 
fired from a house, the ball striking 
Edward Harris, ex-marshal of Walker, 
ahalfbreed. His arm was broken. Im- 
mediately the attack became general 
It seemed that a shot came from ever} 
bush. Three of General Bacon's men 
dropped. 

When the first shot was heard every 
man in the command sprang for cover. 
General Bacon stood straight up, and, 
supported L% Major Wilkinson, looked 
right into the eyes of the foe. “Steady, 
men,” he called; “keepcool, now; keep 
cool!” 

Again there came a volley from the 
Indians, and then the Krag-Jorgensens 
opened up with a frightful rattle just as 
the pillagers made a terrific rush. Halt 
a dozen of them dropped and the rest 
fell back, yelling like fiends. There must 
have been 150 or 200 Indians. 

Lieutenant Morrison, with 20 men, 
made a rush to prevent the recapture of 
old Mah-Quod and Bap-Dway-We-Dung 
The marshals had these men under ar- 
rest. Morrison's squad scattered the 
Indians who tried to rescue the prison- 
ers. The Indians later fired in a desul- 
tory way, and the order was given the 
troops to charge, 

The soldiers ran, ducking and drop- 
ping like grasshoppers. They made the 
most of their opportunity. Suddenly a 
volley was fired by the Indians at the 
tug, Flora, which lay offshore. A score 
of bullets went through the frail wood- 
work of the boat, and every man except 
the pilot sought cover. Some blazed 
away in return with revolvers, but the 
range was too long. A volley was then 
fired at the tug, Chief, of Duluth. In- 
spector Tinker was shot through the leg, 
and his coatsleeves were torn to ribbons 
by another ball. The Florasteamed for 
the agency under orders from Marshal 
O'Connor to get the 20 men under Lieu- 
tenant Humphrey who had been left 

there. O'Connor escaped death by a 
miracle. The Indians fired a volley di- 
rectly at him. 

On board the Flora when she started 
for reinforcements were Marshal O’Con- 
nor, Deputy Morrison, Indian Agent 
Sutherland and the Indian prisoners. A 
guard of two men under Corporal] Netto- 
koven was sent with the Flora. She will 
return at once with rations and ammuni- 
tion. 

Lieutenant Humphrey was white with 
rage when the news reached him. The 
fire of the Krag-Jorgensens, 20 miles dis- 

tant, was distinctly audible in Walker. 
A man just in says that we have lost four 
killed and nine wounded up to date. The 
woundesi €&-marshal of Walker was 
brought home under a Red Cross flag 
aboard the Flora. He will recover, but 
his life is not worth a pinch of snuff sa 
long as there are any Bear island In- 
dians remaining in the country. Mar- 
sha! O'Connor and Deputy Marshal Shee- 
han behaved with the utmost bravery. 

Lieutenant Morrison had never been 
under fire before, but he was steady. The 
men behaved splendidly. O'Connor was 
put ashore in a hostile country, and he 
ran four miles over thistles and through 
brush to reach the Leech Lake agency. 
All families are being removed. 

The Pillager and neighboring Indians 
of the White Earth reservation claim to 
have many reasons for their outbreak, 
although the direct trouble with the 
Pillagers comes over attempts to bring 
in some of the Indians to the United 
States court at Duluth in connection with 
liquor selling. Their grievances go back 
through many years and there have been 
legislative and other attempts to settle 
them, one of the latest being the Nelson 
law regarding the sale of the timber on 
the Indian lands. However, the Indians 
claimed that the method of disposing of 
this was both cumbersome and expen- 
sive, and that they were the sufferers. 
In regard to serving as witnesses in 
liquor selling cases, they claim that the 
deputy marshals left them to find their 
own) way home from Duluth without 
having paid them the proper mileage. 
This is denied by the deputies. 

A dispatch boat that has just arrived 
announces that although they cruised up 
and down the scene of the battle for two 
hours they were unable to see a man 
and fear that all soldiers and officers 
have fallen. About 100 armed citizens, 
including the detachment from Brainerd, 
are about to start for the scene. 


Vale Defeated Amherst. 

New Haven, Oct. 6.—Yale defeated 
Amherst at football by the score of 20 
to 0. The game was quite the contrary 
of the poor showing made last Saturday 
against Wesleyan, and from start to 
finish was a good one. It was largely 
a kicking game, with Httle line bucking, 
and the most remarkable thing about it 
was perhaps the utter uselessness of 
the university of Pennsylvania tactics 
which Amherst used. The new ends-in 
trick was ripped to pieces by the Yale 
line. 


Serious Accident Averted, 

London, Oct. 6.—Queen Victotria, her 
daughter, the ex-Empress Frederick of 
Germany, and Princess Adolphe of 
Schaumburg-Lippe, had a narrow es- 
cape from injury while driving in Bal- 
moral, Scotland. The horses of her 
majesty’s carriage bolted, the coachman 
lost control of them, and a serious acci- 
dent was only averted by the horses 
turning into the woods, where the car- 
riage stuck. 


Cylinder Blew Out. 

Taunton, Oct. 6.—A cylinder head in 
the new 250-horse-power Fischer engine 
of the A. Fields’ factory of the Atlas 
tack corporation blew out and wrecked 
the engine. The engineer, A. F. Dun- 
bar, was standing behind the engine and, 
in spite of the terrific volume of steam, 
shut down the engine, and fell uncon 
scious. His imjuries are supposed to be 
fatal. Bee. 

Suicide of a Consumptive. 

Manchester, Oct. 6.—Willlam Deichel, 
aged 42 years, who was in the last stages 
of consumption, shot himself through 
the heart with a revolver, dying instant- 
ly. He was employed by the Amoskeag 
corporation as a loom fixer.

| WASHINGTON LETTER. 


| A Cabinet Officer and His Library—Wash- 


- “ington Relics—A Good Word 
For the Czar. 


{Special Correspondence.] 

“They tell a story of a very prominent 
man who within recent times became a 
member of a président’s cabinet. In any 
event, the story is a true one, and that 
isthe main thing. This cabinet man 
hadn’t been in Washington very long, 
hardly long enough to get used to the 
hotel life there, and that doesn’t take 
| Jong, although it involves much. He 

was a man of family, he had means, he 

wunted a suitable house, chiefly in or- 
der that he might dwell therein and in- 
cidentally for purposes of entertain- 
ment, for there are some cabinet mem- 
bers who have the means and the family 
to entertain, and he yas one of them. 
Finally after consider¥ble search he got 
just the house he wanted, fine and large 
and in a most convenient location with 
respect to the White House and the de- 
partment of which he was chief. The 
house was completely furnished except 
in one respect. Its owner. who had just 
been summoned to represent this gov- 
ernment at a diplomatic post, had 
chosen to take his books with him. The 
library shelves were vacant. Hardly a 
government report or a census record 
was left to accentuate the literary isola- 
tion of that once cozy room. The cabi- 
net man was just a little vexed, only 
for a moment, however. He knew he 
could buy two or three libraries at the 

Washington stores if he wanted them 
and thus fill up the gap, but his alert 
mind solved the problem in a hurry, 
and in a very short time all the shelves 
were filled in response to this telegram, 
which he sent to an agent at his home 
in—well, it was not so far west as Ma- 
nila or even so far distant as Ponce: 

‘‘Send me by freight 250 running 
feet of books for library.’’ 

Then he went to the cabinet meeting 
and told the president and his colleagues 
bow he had solved the problem. And 
he has never understood to thisday why 
the grave president and his serious 
cabinet emiled when be told how he had 
ordered & library by the yard. 

Washington Relics. 

One of the most interesting relics in 
the National museum and one that is 
attracting especial attention during 
these days, when warlike matters inter- 
est so many Visitors to the capitol, isthe 
camp chest used by Washington 
throughout the Revolution. It isa com- 
pact affair about the size of a tourist’s 
wicker chest for cooking, of the present 
day, 24g feet long, 2 feet wide, 1 foot 
high, and it contains an outfit consist- 
ing of tinder box, pepper and salt boxes, 
bottles, knives, forks, gridiron and 
plates. Every bit of the outfit save one 
bottle, which is broken at the shoulder, 
looks strong enough to stand another 
campaign. 

Near by are the tents used by Wash- 
ington, three in mumber. One is a 
sleeping tent, 28 feet long, with walls 
6 feet high and a roof with a six foot 
pitch. It is made of linen. The other 
two are margnee tents of smaller size, 
oue with walls, the other a shelter tent 
open on the sides. That the tenting ma- 
terial of Revolutionary days was good 
stuff is proved by the excellent condi- 
tion of these tents, which sheltered the 
great commander through all his severe 
campaigns. 

Here also is Washington’s uniform, 
worn by him when be gave up his com- 
mission as commander in chief of the 
army, at Annapolis, in 1783. It con- 
sists of a big shadbelly coat of blue 
broadcloth, lined and trimmed with soft 
buckskin and ornamented with broad, 
flat brass buttons; buckskin waistcoat 
and breeches. The size of the garments 
(which are in a state of excellent pres- 
ervation) testify to the big stature of 
the Father of His Country and sug- 
gest that he had an eye to a fine appear- 
ance in his dress. 

A Good Word For the Czar. 

“The world has not yet heard the 
last of the proposal of the czar of Rus- 
sia in regard to cutting down the huge 
standing armies of Europe,’’ said Gen- 
eral George B. Williams. General Wil- 
liams is a most competent authority on 
international subjects. He has visited 
Russia time and again and but recently 
sojourned several months in St. Peters- 
burg. : 

‘*‘In making this announcement to the 
powers the czar was absolutely sincere. 
He believes, along with other humane, 
wise and philanthropic men, that the 
time for disarmament is ripe. He can 
see DO reason in the system that makes 
of Europe an armed camp and impov- 
erishes the people to support hordes of 
uniformed men in idleness. The tax is 
too great, the drain on productiye in- 
dustry too severe, and Nicholas, in voic- 
ing his opposition to a prolongation of 
the intolerable situation, has shown him- 
self one of the most enlightened and far- 
seeing statesmen of the world as well as 
ove of the greatest hearted.’’ 

‘*Does Russia object to our acquisi- 
tion of territory in the east?’’ 

‘No; for throughout the war Russia 
maintained a consistent attitude of 
friendship toward the United States. 
We can count on her friendship always. 
By no sort of mischance can there come 
g rupture in the cordial relations be- 
tween the great republic and the gov- 
ernment of the czar.’’ 

The Panama Canal. 

*‘Althongh there is not much talk 
about it in the newspapers, the con- 
struction work now in progress on the 
Panama canal is on a scale of magni- 
tude which will bring the enterprise to 
a successful issue,’’ said Mr. B. L. 
Hewson of the isthmus of Panama. 

‘“‘There are now over 4,000 men em- 
ployed on the canal, and the work is be- 
ing done in a thorough and scientific 
fashion. Had the first company proceed- 
ed as carefully as the present one, the 
cana! would have been in operation long 
ere this, but the first company squander- 
ed millions of dollars without hardly 
leaving a thing to show for the money 
that was spent like water.’’ :

ROOSEVELT'S RALLY, 


Big Turnout of Admirers of the 
Cuban Fighter. 


Political Fight In the Metrop- 
olis Opened. 


Urged the Abandonment of the LifeSof “Fossil- 
ized Isolation.” 


New York, Oct. 6—Jammed from tor 
to bottom with a cheering throng, Car- 
negie hall was the scene last night of the 
mass meeting that opened the campaign 
of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt. In the 
rush to secure admission, men fought 
each other and women screamed that 
they were being crushed to death. A 
hundred policemen tried to keep the peo- 
ple back, but were powerless to do so 
When Colonel Roosevelt appeared on 
the platform the spectators leaped up 
cheering and waving hats and hand- 
kerchiefs. 

Colonel Roosevelt was given an ova- 
tion, being cheered for several minutes 
when he arose to speak. He said: 
“First and foremost this campaign is 
a campaign for good government in 
the nation and the state, If Iam elect- 
ed governor I shall try to make good 
the promises, both expressed and im- 
plied, made on behalf of my candidacy 
for I shall try to so administer the 
affairs of the state as to make each 
citizen a little prouder of the state, and 
I shall do my best to serve my party 
by helping it serve the people. So faras 
in me lies, I shall see that every branck 
of the government under me is admin- 
istered with integrity and capacity, and 
when I deal with any public servant, ] 
shall not be very patient with him ij 
he lacks capacity, and short indeed wil 
be his shrift if he lacks integrity. 

“There comes a time in the life of a 
nation, as in the life of an individual, 
when it must face great responsibil- 
ities, whether it will or no. We have 
now reached that time. We cannot 
avoid facing the fact that we occupy a 
new place among the people of the 
world and have entered upon a new 
career. All that we can decide is 
whether we shall bear ourselves wel! 
or ill in following out this career. We 
can see by the fate of China how idle 
is the hope of courting safety by leading 
a life of fossilized isolation. If we 
stand aside from that keen rivalry with 
the other nations of the world to which 
we are bidden alike by our vast materia! 
resources and the restless, masterfu 
spirit of our people, we would perhaps 
for a few decades be allowed to busy 
ourselves unharmed with interests which 
to the world at large seem parochial; 
but sooner of later, as the fate of China 
teaches us, the safety which spring: 
from the contemptuous forbearance ol 
ethers would prove a broken reed. 

“We are ages from the millennium; 
and because we believe with all our 
hearts in the mighty mission of the 
American republic, we must spare no 
effort and shrink from no toil to make 
it great. Greatness means strife for 
nation and man alike. We must dare 
to be great; and we must realize that 
greatness is the fruit of toil and sacri- 
fices and high courage. The guns of 
our warships in the tropic seas of the 
west and the remote east have awakened 
us to the knowledge of new duties. Our 
flag is a proud flag, and it stands for 
liberty and civilization. Where it has 
once floated, there must and shall be 
no return to tyranny or savagery. We 
are face to face with our destiny, and 
we must meet it with a high and resolute 
courage. For us is the life of action, 
of strenuous performance, of duty; let 
us live in the harness, striving mightily; 
let us rather run the risk of wearing out 
than rusting out. 

“I should ask the people of this coun- 
try to support the administration of 
President McKinley if for no other 
reason than because, say what you like, 
the victory at the polls of the men who 
are opposing and denouncing his ad- 
ministration in this election will be in- 
terpreted abroad as meaning on the 
part of America a repudiation of the war 
from which we have just emerged tri- 
umphant. It will strengthen the hands 
of every hostile power which views with 
jealousy our victories in the Antilles and 
the Philippines; it will mean that the 
nations that now secretly and enviously 
wish to clip the wings of our pride will 
be emboldened. It will result in the 
partial undoing of what our army and 
navy have accomplished. It will mean 
the chance of grave complications and 
the likelihood of our meeting obstacles 
when it comes to reaping the fruit of 
our triumph. We will gain less than 
we ought to from this war if the admin- 
istration is not sustained at these elec- 
tions. 

“That the question of our national de- 
fences is a very real question and may 
at any time become of vital moment has 
been brought home to all of us within the 
last six months. This nation is a great, 
peaceable nation, both by the temper 
of its people and by its fortunate ge0- 
graphical situation, and is freed from 
maintaining such armament as those 
that cramp the limbs of powers of con- 
tinental Europe. Nevertheless, events 
have shown that war is always a pos- 
sibility even for us. Now the surest 
way to avert war, if it can be averted, is 
to be prepared to do well if forced to go 
to war. If we don’t prepare for war in 
advance, then other powers will have a 
just contempt for us. They May at 
any time do things which would force 
us to make war, and which they would 
carefully refrain from doing if they were 
sure we were ready to resent them. 
Moreover, to go to war with a first-class 
power without adequate preparation is 
to invite humilation and disaster at 
the outset. Our experience with the 
navy offers a case in point. Very soon, 
after the Civil war, we let our navy run | 
down until on the seas we became of 
less moment than any thrid-rate power. 
In consequence, we had occasionally to 
suffer from Spain, as in the Virginius 
affair, injuries which she would not have 


to retaliate. 


dreamed of inflicting had we been read: 


“We want to build up our army, e®- 
actly as the navy has been built up 
within the last 15 years. We have 
got to show forethought, to spend money 
that is necessary for thetask. We need 
a far larger regular army than we now 
have, and we need to have it traine¢ 
on a larger scale than it has been trained 
on for the last quarter of a century. 
We don’t need it in the least for police 
purposes at home, but we need it to pro- 
tect our interests abroad.” 


Old Ticket Renominated. 

Boston, Oct. 6.—In conformity with the 
custom so agreeable to officeholders and 
the convention delegates the night be- 
fore the Republican convention was de- 
voted to conferences, reunions, a great 
deal of handshaking and much refresh- 
ment. The miserable weather had much 
to do with a decreased attendance, but 
nevertheless the scenes were just as 
lively and interesting as usual. A band 
enlivened the air in the American House, 
and when it struck up “Hail to the Chief" 
in greeting to Governor Wolcott, Sena- 
tor Lodge, and a party of state officials 
and prominent men of the party, there 
was a great rush to be In the reception. 

When Chairman Goetting of the state 
committee called the delegates to order 
this forenoon in Music hall, few seats 
were vacant. Congressman Moody was 
introduced as permanent chairman and 
made an eloquent address. 

After the formality of the appointing 
of committees, Senator Lodge was called 
on for a speech and responded with a 
forceful presenation of the issues of the 
day. The present officials were renom- 
inated by acclamation. 

The most interesting plank of the plat- 
form is the position taken in regard te 
the territory taken in the war with 
Spain. The resolutions declare strongly 
against turning back to the conquered 
nation any territory where the Ameri- 
can flag has been planted by American 
soldiers and sallors. 
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Democratic Majority Doubled. 

Atlanta, Oct. 6.—Georgia voted yes- 
terday for a governor, a full ticket o!' 
state officers and for a constitutiona 
amendment, providing that judges ané¢ 
solicitors be elected by the people. Aller 
D. Candler, Democratic nominee for 
governor, was elected over Hogan, Pop- 
ulist, by not less than 70,000 majority 
this being more than double the Demo 
cratic majority for governor two year: 
ago. The constitutional amendment 
is adopted.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The Chinese legation in Paris published 
an official communication denying all 
reports of the death of the emperor ol 
China. 

The Harvards defeated the Bowdoins 
easily yesterday afternoon, but not until 
the boys from Maine had scored a 
touchdown and a goal, making the final 
tally 28 to 6. 

The ultimatum of the powers to Tur- 
key insists that the Turkish troops must 
evacuate Crete within a month, and their 
withdrawal must commence within a 
fortnight at the latest. 

Ambassador Porter gave a dinner to 
the American peace commissioners and 
Major General Merritt yesterday. He 
took the commissioners and their wives 
to Versailles in a four-in-hand coach. 

Secretary Long has named the four 
new monitors contracted for last week 
as follows: That at Bath, the Connec- 
ticut; at Nixon's, the Florida; at New- 
port News, the Arkangas, and at San 
Francisco, Wyoming. 

Secretary Long has made the positive 
announcement that he intended to rec- 
ommend to congress that the grade of 
admiral be revived and that that rank 
be conferred on Rear Admiral Dewey. 
The president endorses the idea. 

The American Sugar Refining com- 
pany, in its war with the Arbuckles and 
Other independent refiners, has made 
another reduction in the price of refined 
sugar. All domestic grades were re- 
duced %& cent, bringing granulated 
sugar down to 5% cents. 

City Treasurer Bonvouloir of Holyoke, 
who was nominated for state treasurer at 
the Democratic convention, intimates 
very strongly that he will decline the 
nomination. He does not positively re- 
fuse to accept, but will confer with the 
state committee before acting. 

Governor Budd of California issued 
extradition papers in the case of Cor- 
delia Botkin, accused of the poisoning of |

People’s bank of this city, who com- 
mitted suicide soon after the failure ol 
the bank in March last. Ex-State 
Treasurer Haywood, for whom a war- 
rant has been issued in connection witk 
the conspiracy charge, was not in court 
but it is promised that he will be here 
on Friday to answer to his accuser. 
After a hearing lasting over thret| 
hours, the three were bound over for} 
appearance at the next term of court 
Bail was fixed at $5000 in each case | 
The case goes on the list for trial at the | 
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term of court beginning in November. 

The testimony produced by District} 
Attorney Graham was in the shape 01) 
about 20 letters and numerous telegrams | 
covering a period from September, 1897, | 
to February, 1898, addressed by Sen- 
ator Quay to Cashier Hopkins, direct- | 
ing the purchase ana sale of large blocks 
of stock and arranging for the placing 01 | 
margins, a letter from State Treasure) 
Haywood to the president of the Peo- 
ple’s bank; a letter and telegram from 
Haywood to the cashier of the bank, ané 
a private memorandum book of Cashie1 
Hopkins. The lawyers representing the 
accused fought hard against the intro- 
duction of the latter, but it went in as 
evidence nevertheless, 

The district attorney averred that the 
evidence produced showed that Senator 
Quay had the use of $200,000 of the state’: 
deposit of over $500,000 in the People’s 
bank for stock speculation; that State 
Treasurer Haywood placed £100,000 o! 
state funds in the People’s bank to cer: 
tain accounts, one-third of it going t 
Mr. McKee, all of which he claimed wa: 
a violation of the state law prohibit- 
ing a bank official from making suct 
transactions, and that the accused per 
sons were guilty of conspiracy in join- 
ing with Hopkins in these transact’ons 

There were only three witnesses. The 
first was Thomas W. Barlow, receiver 
for the People’s bank, and who is alsc 
a special assistant district attorney 
Mr. Barlow stated that in his capacity 
as receiver he opened the dead cashier's 
desk and found among other things ¢ 
number of letters and telegrams, anc 
a book containing memoranda in Hop- 
kins’ handwriting. This book, re- 
ferred to by Lawyer Shields as “the red 
book,” was about a foot square and con- 
tained 200 pages. It figured senSa 
lionaliy in the day's proceedings and 
was the subject of much controversy 
Mr. Graham did not succeed in getting 
the “red book” in evidence until he 
placed his third witness, Mr. Goldsmith, 
an expert accountant, who has worked 
on the bank's books, onthe stand. Mr. 
Shapley protested that all of the rules of | 
evidence were auinst the admission of! 


a private memorandum book in the 
manner sought by the district attorney 
and insisted that the bank's . books 
should be produced. The magistrate 


finally stated that this case was of such 
importance he felt constrained to 
admit anything that would throw light 
upon the transactions. The lawyers 
for the accused were compelled to ac- 
quiesce in this, and the case proceeded 
rapidly to a ciose. 


Quay Makes Denial. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 6.—In response to an 
inquiry for a statement Mr. Quay said: 
“I think that no one who was present at 
the hearing today entertains any doubt 
as to the truthfulness of the charge 
boldly made by my counsel, that this 
proceeding was instigated by political 
enemies of mine who hide behind the dis- 
trict attorney and will not permit him to 
reveal their names; and that their sole 
purpose was to manufacture campaign 
literature by false charges that could 
not be met and answered except on a 
trial in court. 

“Of course everybody knows that on 
such a hearing I could not be permitted 
to make any defense or show the falsity 
of these charges, and my counsel advise 
me it would be worse than useless to at- 
tempt to do so at this time andin sucha 
proceeding; but you may be sure that I 
have instructed them to force this case 
to a speedy trial in a court where both 
sides can be heard, and after that to ex- 
pose legally and punish to the utmost 
the instigators of this proceeding. 

“As to the charges I have simply this 
to say that they are absolutely false and 
wholly without fourdation. I have al- 
ways had an account with the People’s 
bank, and have frequently instructed 
Mr. Hopkins to have brokers buy for me 
stocks which I thought were likely to 
rise in value; but they were always 
bought with my own money, or upon my 
own credit, and upon thoroughly good 
collateral, and the People’s bank was 
always amply protected for any loans I 
obtained from it. Not a single share of | 
stock was ever bought for me either 
directly or indirectly with public money, 
and my letters which were offered in evyi- 
dence themselves clearly show this; nor 
did I ever have the use or benefit, either 
directly or indirectly, to the extent of 
one penny of any of the state's money 
on deporit in the People’s bank: nor did | 
I ever obtain from the bank the loan of 
a single dollar because of the deposit 
with.it of state moneys; nor did I owe 
the People’s bank a single penny, for 
every dollar I ever borrowed from it was 
promptly paid back by me at maturity.” 

After the magistrate had bound the! 
three men over for court, the senator’ 
and his son went back to their rooms at 
the hotel, where there was a constant 
stream of visitors. 


Heavy Damage by Freshets. 

Bennington, Vt., Oct. 6.—The heaviest 
and most destructive freshet in this sec- 
tion for 29 years is raging here, and 
thousands of dollars worth of property 
has been destroyed. Rain began falling 
heavily Tuesday night and continued 
with little intermission for 18 hours, the 
total precipitation being six inches. All 
the main streams are full to overflow- 
ing. 

Yesterday afternoon a branch of the 
large and rapid Otter river broke over 
its channel at the head of County street, 
sending a vast flood of water through its 
entire length, nearly a mile. In leaving 
County street it oroke over the meadows 
near the soldiers’ home and continued 
mostly along the highway for three or 
four miles toward North Bennington. 
Great damage done was over this long 
stretch of territory, the surging flood 
taking away bridges, culverts, fences 
and washing it at points almost beyond 
repair. A supposedly substantial iron 
bridge of the Bennington and Hoosic 
Valley electric railroad at the north part 
of the village was carried away, and the 
roadbed so badly washed at places that j 
no cars will run over the road for at 
least two weeks.

A posse of 
citizens succeeded in landing on Bear 
island, secured the bodies of four of the 
killed in Wednesday's fight and 
brought away nine wounded soldiers. 
The citizens were driven to their boats 
by Indians firing from the bush, but no 
fatalities are reported. 

The condition of Bacon's men, even if 
they are safe from annihilation, must be 
deplorable. They are ill-supplied with 
evercoats and blankets. Tents they 
have none. Their food supplies were 
short when they landed} and they were 
in no shape to stand a long siege.

| well known. Major Wilkinson was a 
‘volunteer in the civil war, served 


throughout that conflict and received on 


its close a commission in the regular 


army. He had participated in several 
Indian campaigns since the rebellion. 
His regiment was stationed at Fort 


Snelling for 12 years and was dispatched 
to Santiago at the opening of the war, 
but he was left at the fort on recruiting 
service. He was over 60 yeays of age, 
and his family is at Redlands, Cal., 
where he had for two years been build- 
ing an orange farm with a view to 
spending his closing years there. 

Wilkinson was shot first through the 
leg. Having had his leg dressed, he 
took the field again and was shortly af- 
terwards shot through the body. Lying 
in a pool of blood, he raised himself to 
yne elbow and shouted to General 
tacon: “Give them hell, general; never 
mind about me.” These were his last 
words. Lieutenant Morrison won his 
spurs. ‘Aim straight,”” he shouted. 
“Don't get rattled, boys. Those devils 
ean't get us. Try again,” he said laugh- 
ing as a ball knocked his hat off. The 
men cheered him right in the thick of it. 

TT. J. Sheehan was captain in the Fifth 
Minnesota in the civil war and partici- 
pated in the Sioux Indian massacre in 
1862, when he was placed in command 
of Fort Ridgeley on the frontier. There 
with a force of but 125 men he withstood 
for two days the attack and siege of over 
1000 Indians, finally repulsing them and 
saving the lives of his command. For 
20 years after the close of the rebellion 
he was sheriff of Freeborn county, Min- 
nesota, and lately had been United 
States deputy marshal. He was about 
65 years of age and married. 

There was a big conference at the 
agency. Lieutenant Humphrey and Dr. 
Hart, the agency surgeon, were invited, 
with half a dozen bad characters who had 
stirred up sentiment in favor of joining 
the Pillagers. Dr. Hart told them that 
if they went on the warpath there would 
not be a live Indian on Leech Lake ina 
week, Lieutenant Humphrey backed 
the siatement. Afterseveral hours’ talk 
the Indians decided to be good Indians, 
at least for the present. The assurance 
may not be worth much. 

A special train with 215 of the Third 
infantry from Fort Snelling, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel Harbach 
of the department of Dakota, arrived 
yesterday afternoon. Another special 
is expected from Brainerd with 200 or 
250 more soldiers. Inspector Tinker 
expresses the opinion that with 500 sol- 
diers the Indians will be subdued, but 
thinks there will be bloodshed and 
maybe lots of it. 

It is said that the Indians from the 
Mille Lacs reservation have started, 60C 
strong, to join the Leech Lake Indians, 
and if this is the case it will require 50€ 
additional troops to quell the distur- 
hance.. The Indians are reported to

be well armed and going north ata rapid 
rate. They will probably reach Leech 
lake and Bear island by tomorrow at 
daylight. Two hunters came in this 
afternoon, and reported a band of 15 
or 20 Indians going north, and it is sup- 
posed that they are an advance guard of 
the Mille Lac Indians, or a party of their 
scouts. 

The inhabitants of Walker, Lothrop 
and Hachensack are terrified be 
yond measure, and are armed as far as 
arms and ammunition are procurable. 
Little sleep is taken by the majority of 
the citizens. 

Since the uprising of the Bear island 
Indians, the Indians at the Leech lake 
agency have been quiet, but word has 
arrived from the agency that the In- 
dians have broken out and the au- 
thorities have no control over them, and 
fear there will be more bloodshed 


E litors Advise McKinley. 

Milwaukee, Oct. 7.—The following tele- 
gram has been sent to President Mc- 
Kinley by the local editors: “Advices 
from conservative sources lead us to be- 
lieve that a force not less than 600 sol- 
diers, preferably 800, should be at once 
available at Leech Lake and vicinity. 
We believe such a force needed not only 
to rescue General Bacon and the sur- 
Vivors of his command, but properly to 
overawe the agency Indians, in whose 
professions of friendship and neutrality 
no one acquainted with them puts cred- 
ence. A general outbreak at or around 
Walker would probably result in the 
massacre of many citizens. In a coun- 
try so heavily wooded the present force | 
is in our judgment wholly inadequate 
The gravity of the situation is not over- 
estimated in the above suggestion.”

WAR INVESTIGATION. 


Boynton Concludes His Evidence as 
to Camp Thomas, 


Fitzhugh Lee Contributes Lit- 
tle to the Controversy. 


Expects That He Will Be on Duty In Cuba 
Next Month. 


Washington, Oct. 7.—The war investi- 
gation commission held two sessions 
Thursday. In the forenoon General 
Boynton concluded his testimony, and 
General Fitzhugh Lee was heard in the 
afternoon. General Boynton dwelt upon 
the causes of disease at Camp Thomas, 
charging the increase toward the close 
of the camp to the lack of sufficient care 
on the part of the regimental and brigade 
commanders in covering the sinks. 

General Lee detailed the conditions 
prevailing at the camp at Jacksonville. 
He said that the site was a good one; 
that the supplies were plentiful and the 
men well taken care of, and he had no 
complaint to make of the war depart- 
ment’s treatment of his 
In June, when the

General Lee made 
the significant announcement that he 
was counting on landing in a friendly 
country, as he had received direct in- 
formation that the American troops 
would be welcomed not only by the Cu- 
bans, but by the Spaniardsas well. He 
said the conservative and property- 
owning Spaniards were especially de- 
sirous to have the American troops come 
for the preservation of order. 

As to the efficiency of officers appoint- 
ed from civil life, General Lee said some 
of them learned their duties very 
promptly; others were very slow to 
learn, but a majority did. He believed 
that volunteers would always be effec- 
tive, and especially when confronted by 
the enemy. 

Governor Beaver read a letter com- 
plaining of the situation in the Jack- 
sonville camp. This letter said the 
camp was filthy, the bread moulded, the 
doctors generally drunk, etc. 

“Is that from my command?” Gen- 
eral Lee asked, in evident surprise. 
When informed that it was, he was as- 
tonished and asked for the name of the 
author. He said in this connection 
that occasional complaints had reached 
him, but when examined 
was found to be unfounded.

Population of Cuba.

Urgent Need of Food to Stop 
Horrors of Famine.

HORATIO 8. RUBENS. 


The following is an extract from a 
letter received by Horatio S, Rubens, 
counsel to the junta: “Nobody can form 
an adequate idea of the horrors of our 
position. Famine causes more deaths in 
our ranks than have heretofore the bul- 
lets of the enemy. If within a month we 
do not receive much food, more than one 
third of the rural population will cease 
to exist, and even a month may be too 
late.” 

Counsel Rubens said this extract was 
but one of a score of more similar ones 
received by him. The Spanish hold the 
coast towns and the Cubans control the 
interior. The Spanish maintain that the 
status quo provided by the protocol is 
that they in the towns take care of them- 
selves and the Cubans in the country, in- 
cluding the rural population supposedly 
in sympathy with the insurgents, take 
care of themselves, all warfare ceasing. 
This, continued Counsel Rubens, is 
carrying out the policy of reconcentra- 
tion and necessarily of extermination, as 
the Spanish will not allow the importa- 
tion of food through the coast towns. 

To lay before the president the advices 
of this nature received here and to urge 
if possible the speedy insistence by the 
American peace commissioners in Ha- 
vana on the discontinuance of the exces- 
sive Spanish duties on food importa- 
tions is said to be the chief reason for 
the visit of Delegate Palma to Washing- 
ton just now.

English Army Nurses. 
America, strictly speaking, has no 
army nurses. We have proficient nurses 
who care for the ills of patients in our 


city hospitals and in private families, | 
but they have not received the particu- | 


lar training that is essential to life and 
work in overcrowded wards and hospi- 
tal ships. Fifteen years since the Eng- 
lish government recognized the fact that 
it was necessary to give women special 
training for military nursing, and the 
queen founded Netley hospital soon aft- 
er Florence Nightingale’s magnificent 
work in the Crimea. The students at 
Netley are taught with scrupulous care. 
They are required to work in the hos- 
pital, first as probationers and then as 
registered nurses, from five to six years, 
and the government gives no diplomas 


until the severest examinations have | 


been passed. Once graduated from Net- 
ley school, a woman becomes a part of 
the British army, subject to the com- 


mands of her government and pledgea 
to bow to the peculiar discipline under 
which the army nurses are held. Atany 
day or any hour, on a moment’s warn- 
ing, she must be ready to embark for any 
part of the world where her services are | 
required. To the shores of the Nile, the 
jungles of South Africa or to the fron- 
tiers of India. Like a soldier, she wears 
a uniform and travels with the least 
possible luggage. In the hospital she 
Wears a print gown and white apron. 
Her voyages to distant lands are usually 
made in hospital ships, and she plays 
no part on the field of battle. Her duty 
is to serve in hospitals near the scene of 
combat, to which the wounded are sent. 
She is in no sense a doctor, but she is a 
surgeon's assistant. When the govern- 
ment issues a call for an il] man to be 
sent home from a foreign station, Net- 
ley nurses go out on a vessel to bring 
him home. For this reason they are! 
obliged to be capital sailors, and they }

Women In Foreign Orders,

In England, if the Order of the Hos- 
pital of St. John of Jerusalem be ignor- 
ed, only three honorary titles can be 
conferred on the gentler sex. These are 
the Crown of India, the Royal Order of 
Victoria and Albert and the Royal Red 
Cross. The total membership of women 


in these orders is about 200, of whom 


70 are of royal blood, 33 are relatives

dian princesses, 61 are nurses and the 
remainder are of ‘‘high distinction.’’ 
There are now 52 Frenchwomen who 
belong to the great nationa] Order of 
the Legion of Honor, and eight other

The award of the French jury, which 
| gave to her the grand prize for ‘‘The

moted to the rank of officer in April, 
1891.

their share of fighting and of work. Com- 
paring the experience of his troops with 
those of Turkey and Russia, he said he 
had seen more suffering in the Turkish 
army in a day than he had seen in the 
American troops in a month, and there 
were 60,000 Russian troops ill with ty- 
phoid fever at the close of the Russian 
campaign. He spoke from observation, 
and said the comparison at every point 
was favorable to the American troops. 
Of the efficiency of the officers appointed 
from civil life, he said that they were 
willing, but as a rule were without expe- 
rience, and “the difficulty was that there 
were not enough regular army officers to 
go around.” 

Generat Greene stated that the most 
flagrant evidence of neglect that he had 
feen during the war was in the case of 
the transports at New York. Their 
condition was of a character that should 
have been remedied. He had also seen 
green coffee issued both in Florida and 
in Manila. The army guns should be 
adapted more to campaign exigencies 
than at present. The commissary was 
so restricted that in a case where a 
lighter sank with rations for a regiment 
the commissary could not issue others 
without the authorityof a board of sur- 
vey. Since the Civil war there had been 
a determined effort to refine the regula- 
tions until they had been gotten down to 
“so fine a point that you can hardly move 
under them.”” The site of Camp Merritt 
in San Francisco was very poor, but he 
did not know whether a better site could 
have been secured. The location was 
made by General Otis, and the general 
felt safe in denying the report that there 
had been collusion with the railroad au- 
thorities in choosing the site. Thesinks 
and the crowded condition of the camp 
caused the greatest annoyance. 

Major Hersey said the men were gen- 
erally in good health at San Antonio, as 
they were also in the main at Tampa, 
which was the next stopping place. He 
complained, however, that at the latter 
place the camp was low and flat, and 
toward the close of his stay there in July 
there was an increase of fever and kin- 
dred diseases. The troops were well 
supplied from the commissary and other 
departments, but there were some com- 
plaints against the physician who was 
left with the squadron at this point. The 
chief cause of criticism appeared to Be 
his bearing toward the men. 

Major Hersey gave details concerning 
the camp of his regiment at Santiago, 
saying that it was as good as it was pos- 
sible tosecure. He ascribed the sickness 
of the men to the climate and the hard- 
ships of the campaign. The transporta- 
tion facilities were necessarily limited 
and the roads poor at mes, causing the 
supplies to be slowinarrival. The roads 
were so bad that wagons would sink to 
the axles. 

He considered Camp Wikoff the most 
perfect camp he had ever seen, the loca- 
tion, the climate, the surroundings and 
the topography being all that could be 
desired. The water was wholesome and 
the sinks were carefully attended to. The 
sickness of the command increased rap- 
idly at thiscamp. The men had not ex- 
pected to find a picnic and had no com- 
plaints to make. Soldiers were never 
taken care of so well as at Montauk; 
there was no suffering caused by neg- 
lect. 

Major Hersey was asked about the cir- 
cumstances leading to the deaths of 
Messrs. Tiffany and Wrenn of the rough 
riders. He said that Tiffany had yellow 
fever before leaving camp. He thought 
the young man had suffered more from 
the kindness of his friends on his land- 
ing in Boston than from any other 
source. He needed quiet when he ar- 
rived in his debilitated condition. Mr. 
Wrenn was given a furlough to attend 
the tennis tournament. Major Hersey 
next heard of him as being ill, though he 
was in good condition when he left 
camp. (Wrenn is alive at his home in 
Chicago.) 

Camp Thomas’ Quartermaster. 

This witness was followed by Colonel 
James G. C. Lee, who was chief quarter- 
master at Camp Thomas during the his- 
tory of that camp. He said that neither 
the regulars nor the volunters had suffi- 
cient transportation facilities when they

MARGINS OF PROFIT. 


SMALL 


Large Business Being Done Without Very 
Satisfactory Returns. 
New York, Oct. 8.—Bradstreet’s says 
this week, that with the exception of 
parts of the south, where heavy storms 
and yellow fever with resulting quaran- 
tines check distribution, a very large bus- 
iness appears to be doing, though com- 
plaints of narrow margins of profit are 
well nigh unanimous. While the bank 
clearings of September point toa slightly 
smaller business done the country over 
than one year ago, this week's figures 
point to a fair gain over last year, and 
therefore over all previous records for 
this week of the year. The volume of 
distribution, as a whole, is well up to or 
above that reported a year ago in most 
sections, and therefore far in advance of 
recently preceding annual periods. 
At leading eastern markets recently 
favorable reports are fully maintained, 
particularly in cotton and woolen goods, 
least favorably situated. The general 
industrial situation is a very favorable 
one. Marked activity continues to be 
a feature of the iron and steel trades, but 
the immense rate of production at pres- 
ent, in the absence of immediately new 
demands, has caused a shading of some 
few grades of pigiron and steel billets. 
Movements in an upward direcgion, 
however, are reported from the west 
The situation as to prices generally is 
one of sustained strength, wheat being 
prominent in this respect, while the most 
important reduction is that growing out 
of the refined sugar war. To the ex- 
ceptional strength of ocean freights is 
charged some of the falling off in exports 
from southern points. 


For nine months the clearings ag- 
gregate  $49,003,861,150, 217 percent 
heavier than last year. Only three 


cities out of 77 show decreases for the 
nine months as compared with last year, 
and these three are Providence, Fall 
River and Augusta, all centers of cotton 
manufacturing, which, in common with 
the raw material, has been depressed 
this year. Bank clearings this week 
show a fair gain over last year’s im- 
mense total, aggregating as they do $1,- 
466.185, 000. 

Business failures are still down to a 


minimum, numbering 163 for the week, | 


against 166 last week, 237 in this week a 
year ago, 291 in 1896, 274 in 1895 and 238 in 
1894.

ASSASSINATED. | 
Mrs. McKin’ey's Brother Shot Dead In 
Canton by a Woman. 


Canton, Oct. 8&—Anna C. George is un- 
der St on a charge of wilful murder. 
George Saxton, a brother of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, ascended the steps of the home 
of Mrs. Althouse, a widow, when he was 
asSassinated by somebody, presumably 
a woman, standing in the driveway. 
Five shots were fired, three of them en- 
tering Saxton’s body and causing death 
in a few minutes. 

Henry Bederman, residing about 200 
feet from the Althouse residence, said: 
“I was in the Boren grocery at 314 Lin- 
coln avenue when I heard two shots 
from a revolver and saw the flash from 
the mouth of a gun. I went immediate- 
ly to the door of the store, and after 
about two minutes had elapsed I heard 
two more. Before I heard these, how- 
ever, lsaw a woman, or some one dressed 
in woman's clothes, go away from the 
Althouse steps rather, slowly, then turn 
around and go back again. At that 
time I heard the two additional shots. 
This time the woman started to run. 
She left the pavement and ran up a 
vacant lot. We men then went across 
the road and found Saxton lying there.” 

Mrs. George is the divorced wife of 
Sample C. George, and formerly was a 
tenant of Mr. Saxton in his downtown 
business block, conducting a dressmak- 
ing business. Her divorce was obtained 
in Dakota, and a proceeding later filed 
in local courts by the husband against 
Saxton charged that Saxton had sent 
her there to secure the divorce, the pro- 
ceeding here being a suit for damages 
for the alleged alienation of the wife's 
affections. This case has been through 
all the intermediate courts and was 
passed upon by the state supreme court 
on an inter-pleading, and finally re- 
manded for hearing on its merits here. 
Wednesday a settlement was effected, 
Saxton paying George $1825 on the claim 
set up of $20,000 for damages. Mrs. 
George has also had several cases against 
Saxton, claiming the detention of furni- 
ture, the defense of Saxton being that 
the articles were held for overdue rent 
on the rooms. Mrs. Althouse several 
months ago began ‘peace roceeding 
against Mrs. George, alleging that her 
life had been threatened. 

For sometime Mrs. George had been 
living about five blocks away from 
where the shooting occurred. Early in 
the week she is said to have packed up 
her household goods and to have shipped 
them to her mother’s home at Hanover- 
ton. She had been living since at the 
rooms of Mrs. Oberlin, in the same house. 
While the officers were talking to Mrs. 
Oberlin, Mrs. George was seen coming 
across a lot nearby. As she attempted 
to go around the house to get in at the 
back way she was arrested and brought 
to police headquarters. When she was 
brought into the station house she 
seemed to be self-possessed. She was 
given a chair. Prosecuting Attorney 
Pomerent pulled his chair in front of her 
and said: “Mrs. George, where were 
you at about 6 o'clock?” 

She answered in a perfectly calm and 
quiet tone, “Pardon me, sir, I will talk 
when the proper time comes.” 

It is common talk that Mrs. George 
made frequent threats to take Saxton’'s 
life. Many of these threats are said to 
have been sent through the mails, and 
the federal jury sitting in Cleveland last 
fall indicted her for alleged improper 
use of the mails. Mrs. George gave 
bond and the indictment, so far as is 
known here, is still alive. She claimed 
that Saxton deceived her and deserted 
her fer an ther,

TROOPS IN SANTIAGO. 


Their General Health at No 
Time So Good as Now. 


Fight With the Spanish Very Nar- 
rowly Averted, 


Call to Arms Sounded After a 
Hot Discussion. 


The Evacuation of Manzanillo the Cause of 
the Clash. 


Respite of Three Days Refused by the 
American Colonel Without Orders. 


Santiago, Oct. 8—The general health 
of the American troops is now better 
than ever before. The recent rains have 
done much for the health of the camps. 
There has been a slight increase of 
ordinary fever; but all cases in the de- 
tention hospital of yellow fever are con- 
valescent and practically ready to be 
diecharge& The cooler weather is hav- 
ing an excellent effect on the sick. The 
troops stationed at San Luis have bene- 
fitted greatly by achange ofcamp. Gen- 
eral Ewer reports a reduction of sickness 
among his men from 700 to 30; the second 
immunes at Altesongo have only 15 sick, 
with light attacks of malaria and dysen- 
tery. 

Friday will be a day long to be re- 
membered in the history of Manzanillo. 
A fight was narrowly averted between 
the Spanish garrison under Colonel 
Parron and the United States troops 
under Colonel Ray, who have arrived 
there from Santiago to take possession 
of the city. The timely arrival of a dis- 
patch from Havana to the American 
officer was all that prevented a possible 
reopening of the war. 

Thursday morning Ray’s command 
Manzanillo, to the evident astonishment 
of the Spanish authorities, who claimed 
that they had not expected the United 
States troops for a few days. Colonel 
Ray, accompanied by @ollector Don- 
aldson of Santiago and an interpreter, 
visited Colonel Parron, in command of 
the local garrison, numbering 200. He 
informed the colonel that he had ar- 
rived to take charge of the government 
buildings and to assume military com- 
mand of the city in accordance with the 
agreement reached between the United 
States and Spanish evacuation com- 
missioners at Havana. Colonel Parron, 
who was exceedingly courteous, wel- 
comed the American officer, said he had 
received a telegraphic communication 
from General Blanco informing him 
that the date for the American occupa- 
tion had been changed to Oct. 10, and 
requested Colonel Ray to cable General 
Lawton at Santiago for further instruc- 
tions. Colonel Ray offered to take over 
the customs house and toallow the other 
buildings to await a formal surrender 
until next Tuesday. Colonel Parron 
objected to this, saying that all or none 
should be delivered. It was finally ar- 
ranged that both commanders should 
telegraph their superiors. 

The next question that arose was re- 
garding the landing of troops. Colonel 
Parron wanted Colonel Ray to pitch his 
camp two miles off, for fear of a clash. 
Colonel Ray objected to this, saying that 
he wanted his men in the city and, more- 
over, to have them on land Friday. 
He pledged his word that there would 
be no clash so far as his men were con- 
cerned. Colonel Parron answered that 
he also could answer for his own gar- 
rison, but he feared the Cuban element. 
The Spanish commander courteously of- 
fered the American officer half his com- 
missariat supplies, if necessary. Col- 
onel Ray thagked him for the offer, but 
declined to take advantage of it. 

Colonel Ray, not having heard from 
General Lawton to the contrary, sent 
word to Colonel Parron that in accord- 
ance with his instructions he should 
march his men to the city from the dock 
a mile away, where the United States 
transport had moved at the request of 
the Spanish commander, and would take 
possession of the public buildings in the 
name of the United States. At8 o'clock 

the battalion was in motion, with colors 
flying. Colonel Ray marched toward 
the city, but before the troops reached 
the city gate, Adjutant Collins arrived 


with Colonel Parron’s reply. The lat- 
ter said he had no objections to sur- 
rendering the customs house at once 
provided th American fiag was not 
raised. Colonel Ray retorted that the 


United States was not accustomed to 
taking possession without displaying the 
insignia of its sovereignty.

Parron declared he 
would use force. Colonel Ray an- 
swered: “If you wish to precipitate 
further hostilities with the United States 
I am unable to prevent it, but so faras 
I am concerned I have certain orders 
which, as a soldier, I am bound to carry 
out. I appreciate the position in which 
you find yourself, but am unable to 
help you. After the United States 
troops are fired upon I believe the men 
who are with me are quite able to take 
care of themselves, even though a little 
outnumbered. Although I am opposed 
to a useless waste of life I shall face the 
issue in any way it suits you.” 

Colonel Parron said he would im- 
mediately order the arrest of the officer 
who allowed the American troops to 
pass the city gate. 

Colonel Ray retorted: “If he had re- 
fused I should have been under the un- 
pleasant necessity of shooting him and 
of then forcing an entrance.” 

After considerable discussion and 
many requests on the part of Colonel 
Parron that Colonel Ray should take 
his men out of the city until General 
Blanco could be communicated with, 
it was decided not to take action until 
the cable office had closed that after- 
noon, Colonel Ray asserting that if at 
that time no further instructions had 
been received he would take action im- 
mediately. 

In the meantime the United States 
troops were to be marched up to the 
barracks which the Spaniards left on 
departing for Cienfuegos, Colonel Ray 
consenting to encase the colors out of 
deference to Colonel Parron’s fear that 
the sight of the American flag might 
excite the Spanish element beyond re- 
straint and so provoke an overt act lead- 
ing to bloodshed. 

On leaving the palace the two colonels 
walked to the square, where they ar- 
rived just in time to prevent a collision 
of their forces. It appears that some 
Spanish officer, who had misunderstood 
an order from Colonel Parron, had just 
notified the American troops that they 
must leave immediately. Captain Frost, 
in command during Colonel Ray’s ab- 
sence, refused to comply, whereupon he 
was told that the blood of his men would 
be upon their own heads. At this mo- 
ment Colonel Ray came up, and Ctip- 
tain Frost reported the occurrence. Col- 
onel Parron promptly ordered his over- 
zealous subordinate away. 

Then began the march of a mile to the 
barracks through the crowded streets, 
most of the on-lookers being evidently 
pro-Spanish, judging from their scowl- 
ing looks and uncomplimentary re- 
marks. The march led around the 
square. As the Americans passed the 
Spanish garrison the latter presented 
arms. ‘The barracks were found in a 
healthy locality and in good condition. 
It was Colonel Ray’s firm intention to 
take action as soon as the cable station 
closed, and it was evident that the sol- 
diers on both sides were quite ready to 
try conclusions, the Spanish officers es- 
pecially not taking at all kindly to evac- 
uation. 

Sometime before the cable _ station 
closed Colonel Ray received a dispatch 
from General Wade, explaining that the 
commander of the Spanish troops in 
Manzanillo had requested a delay until 
Oct. 10. and that the formal evacuation 
was therefore postponed. 


FUSSY ACTIVITY. 


English Statesman Not In Favor of an 

Anglo-American League. 
‘ London, Oct. 8.—Sir Edward Clarke, 
the former solicitor general, in a letter 
declining an invitation to support the 
Plymouth branch of the Anglo-American 
league, says: ‘‘With all respect to the 
distinguished members of the general 
committee, I think such an organiza- 
tion is unnecessary and not unlikely to 
be mischievous. The fussy activity ofa 
society representing one particular view 
of foreign affairs is very seldom of pub- 
lic benefit. I have always labored to 
promote the most friendly relations be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, but we can all do much to secure 
peace between the two countries and 
friendly rivalry by promoting the civil- 
ization of the world, without binding our- 
selves to a society for whose action we 
should be responsible, although we could 
not control it. 

“Great Britain and the United States 
have no doubt many ties of sympathy, 
but they are two nations and not one. 
They must often have divergent inter- 
ests, and I prefer to be unshackled by 
membership in a society which binds 
itself to constant co-operation with the 
United States government. Many have 
probably joined, simply desiring to pro- 
mote a better understanding and thereby 
diminish the probability of a conflict; 
but if this is the object I think that an 
Anglo-German, Anglo-French and An- 
glo-Russian league are much more 
needed. Friendly relations between our- 
and the European nations are 
quite as important as with the United 
States, and with them we have not the 
sentiment of kinship which, in the case 
of the United States, goes for to allay 
suspicion, soothe fealousies and prevent 
the peace of the world from being im- 
perilled by any controversies over a tri- 
fling question.” 

Civil Governor Sat Upon. 

Havana, Oct. 8.—The civil governor is 
at swords’ points with the municipal 
authorities. The former, a few days 
ago, ordered the city to be divided into 
zones for the purpose of increasing the 
tariff of fares for the benefit of the cab

to Avoid 


Desperate Chances Taken 
Courtmartial, 


Were Challenged While Try- 
ing to Escape. 


Dash For Liberty Resulted In the Killing of a 
Private. 


New York, Oct. 10.—Thomas Green- 
wald, a private in battery I, Seventh ar- 
tillery, shot and instantly killed 
while trying to escape from Fort Slocum, 
near New Rochelle. Private John 
Coates of the same battery cscaped the 
bullets fired after him, but was arrested 
before he got away. 

Greenwald and Coates had been in the 
guardhouse for two weeks, but efcaped, 
Having secured civilians’ clothes, they 
attempted to make good their escape 
from the fort to avoid the court-martial 
that was pending They were chal- 
lenged by the sentry, and in attempting 
to get away were fired upon. Sergeant 
Heck of the Twenty-second, with two 
privates of the guard, ran up at this 
moment and arrested the fugitives. Be- 

Was accomplished, however, 


fore this 

Greenwald knocked Sergeant Heck’s 
bayonet to the ground and attempted 
to slash him with a razor, but could not 
get near enough to do him harm, 

The shot tired by the sentry aroused 
the whole post. Colonel Sinclair of the 
artillery was one of the first to reach the 
scene of the trouble. When he came up 
Greenwald was a prisoner, being men- 
aced by the bayonet of the guard. Coates 
was also under arrest. Colonel Sinclair 
ordered the men taken to the guard- 
house in double irons. The two prison- 
ers, in obedience to ordef¥, stepped for- 
ward and the guard fell in behind. 

After taking a few steps both prisoners 
bolted. Colonel Sinclair gave the order 
to fire, and three privates fired. Green- 
wald fell dead without a cry. A bullet 
had gone through his head. Coates 
threw himself beside a stone wall witha 
loud cry, but he was unhurt. He was 
taken to the guardhouse.

Luckiess Sergeant to Be Punished For 
Admitting the Americans. 

Manzanillo, Oct. 10.—The echoes of the 
excitement produced by the attempt of 
Colonel Ray to take possession of this 
city last week in spite of the threats 
of the Spanish commander have not 
died away. Although General Parron, 
on the surface, is courteousness and 
dignity personified, he created a great 
scene at the palace after the incident, 
Striking terror to the hearts of his 
subordinates. He cursed in flowing 
Castilian, completely forgot his dignity, 
and with the oaths of a longshoreman 
yowed that the honor of the Spanish 
army had suffereda blow. The Spaniard 
to blame for it, he declared, must die, 
and that quickly. 

In his fury he sent for the military 
commander, but it was found that this 
officer had left with the Spanish troops 
the night before. Then he sent for the 
adjutant general and asked him why the 
Americans had been let through the city 
gate. The reply was a disclaimer of au- 
thority and a suggestion that the in- 
quiry should be put to the officer who was 
in charge of the guard. It was then 
discovered that the officer had been 
withdrawn several days before, leaving 
a sergeantin command. When the ser- 
geant arrived he declared that General 
Parron’s orders were to permit the Amer- 
icans to pass. “That was the mules,” 
shrieked Parron, ‘‘not the soldiers. Away 
with him to the guardhouse.” 

The luckless sergeant has been court- 
martialied. At first it was reported that 
he was to be shot at daybreak. There- 
upon Collector Donaldson and the Rev. 
Mr. Zimmerman, as private citizens, 
called upon General Parron to entreat 
him to do what he could for the unfortu- 
nate man. Parron replied that he was 
grateful for the sympathetic feeling dis- 
played by the Americans in the welfare 
of the Spanish soldier, and promised 
that if there was a conviction he would 
inflict the minimum penalty—probably 
only a few days pay. As the Spanish 
rank and file receive no pay anyway, 
this would be no very great infliction. 

The Spaniards had intended taking 
away the lantern of the Cape Cruz light- 
house, with the appurtenances, claim- 
ing the whole as movable property, but 
Colonel Ray objected, and the Spaniards, 
after being shown a copy of the evacua- 
tion agreement, abandoned their inten- 
tion. 


Politics Was Avoided. 

Havana, Oct. 10.—The members of the 
United States evacuation commission 
gave an elaborate luncheon Sunday to 
the tembers of the Spanish evacua- 
tion commission. Owing to a slight in- 
disposition Rear Admiral Sampson 
could not be present, and Major-General 
Wade and Brigadier-Genera! Butler did 
the honors of the occasion. The Span- 
ish commissioners were all present, 
with their secretary and their respective 
adjutants. There were 28 persons all 
told at the table. All the speeches care- 
fully avoided politics.

Washington, Oct. 10.—The government 
is particularly anxious about the dan- 
ger to the dams at the headwaters of the 
Mississippi, only a small guard having 
been stationed there since the trouble 
with the Indians came on. By tonight 
over 700 soldiers will be scattered all

The Pennsylvania Camp. 

Camp Meade, Middletown, Pa., Oct. 
10.—Chief Surgeon Girard is getting 
ready for the movement south of the 
Second corps. Today he began vac- 
cinating the troops to guard against an 
outbreak of smallpox. The colonel has 
arranged with the hospitals in Phila- 
delphia and through the eastern end of 
the state to take care of the sick of the 
corps. As fast as the field hospitals fill 
up the invalids will be shipped away in 
a car provided by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. 

General Graham is opposed to taking 
his command south and has requested 
the war department to forward the corps 
as a unit to Cuba for duty as an army of 
Occupation. He is afraid of an outbreak 
of sickness among his men if they are 
taken fram the healthy climate in the 
north and dropped down in the south 
for a month and then shipped to the 
West Indies. The troops are in excel- 
lent condition, ard General Graham 
thinks if they are shipped direct across 
the water there will not be much sick- 
ness. Colonel Girard says the percent- 
age of typhoid fever outside of the Two 
Hundred ard Third New York regiment 
is small. 


Opening of the Conclave. 

Pittsburg, Oct. 10.—Not in the history 
of iknights Templar conclaves has a 
conclave ever been opened on a more 
beautiful day. The sun, after having 
becn hideen behind rain-filled clouds for 
severa! days, rose clear upon the awaken- 
ing city Sunday. The first formal event 
on the program took place in Trinity 
Protestart Fp'scopal church. The ser- 
mon wes delivered by Rev. Dr. C. L. 
Twing, rector of Calvary church, Brook- 
lyn, and grand prelate of the encamp- 
ment. After a graphic description of 
Templarism as related to the relieving 
of distress and the uplifting of the fallen, 
Dr. Twing said: “Weare not a be- 
leasueriis g host nor an advancing army. 
Notr hes t sounds summon us to battle; 
the gleam of our swords awakens no hos- 
tile emotion, nor do they incite any fear.

Cincinnati, Oct. 10.—Sensational de- 
velopments are expected in the case of 
W. J. Haldeman, charged with killing 
and partner, ex- 
Senator J. C. Richardson of Glendale. 
After they quarrelled in their paper mill 
at Lockland and the fatal shooting oc- 
curred Sept. 22, Haldeman remained in 
concealment. Richardson died a week 
later, and the day preceding his death 
Halderman left for Chicago.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, ctc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to K, and today’s 
instalment is the first of the Ls:

REPUBLICAN SUCCESS, 


Washington, Oct. 10.—The Post pre- 
sents in a series of dispatches from cor- 
respondents in every state in the Union, 
except Maine, Vermont and Oregon, 
where congressional elections have al- 
ready been held, a review of the political 
situation, with special reference to the 
complexion of the next house of repre- 
sentatives. In summarizing its dis- 
patches The Post says: ‘‘While Demo- 
cratic gains are thus outlined in many 
states, the figures do not yet make it 
positive that the Republicans will lose 
control of the house. There isat present 
in the house of representatives a Repub- 
lican majority of 56 over all parties com- 
bined, and this large majority will be 
difficult to completely overcome.

Owensboro, Ky., Oct. 10.—Howard 
Clark, who was wanted in Louisville for 
murder and burglary, and his girl, Hattle 
Mahoney, were killed while resisting ar- 
rest on the Indiana side of the river near 
here Sunday. Clark was wanted for the 
murder of Officer Hefferman at Louis- 
ville last August and was attempting to 
escape by rowing down the Ohio river ir 
a skiff. Word had been sent along the 
river by telegraph to arrest him. 

Officers from Owensboro were in pur- 
suit when Clark tied up his skiff on the 
Indiana side and took to the woods.

New York, Oct. 10.—A match betweeen 
Tom Sharkey and Jim Corbeit has been 
practically arranged to be decided some- 
time in December.

It is under- 
stood that the purse will not be less than 
$18,000, and that Corbett is to receive so 
much money whether he wins or loses.

Boston, Oct. 10.—Today the National 
league entered on the last week of play 
in the championship race of 1898. At 
this time the final positions of the 12 
clubs are quite well defined, but the 
week's play n.ay alter the standing of 
about six of the teams. The Bostons 
need two more victories to insure them 

the pennant. 

The Bostors will play three games at 
Washington commencing this afternoon, 
and then three games at Baltimore con- 
clude the season's work. Although the 
Senators are playing strong ball, the 
chances favor Boston in the games to- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday, as the 
senators’ best pitcher, Mercer, is out of 
the game through injury. In the 
Season's play with Baltimore the cham- 
pions have won six games to the ex- 
champions four. 

The Chicagoes have succeeded in tie- 
ing the Clevelands for fourth place. 
With St. Louis playing thrice at Chi- 
cago, and the Chicagoes finishing with 
three at Pittsburg, while Cleveland has 
six games to play at Pittsburg and Louis- 
ville, it looks like Chicago for fourth 
place.

Clever Burglar Caught. 

New York, Oct. 10.—If the story the 
police tell of W. E. Travis, aged 32, is 
correct, they have in custody one of the 
cleverest of house burglars. Travis wa3 
arrested on Saturday morning just after 
he had alighted from a train from Hart- 
ford, where, it is alleged, he committed 
a series of burglaries recently. When 
the police here arrested “Big Bill” 
Mason, now committed to prison in 
Philadelphia and awaiting trial on the 
charge of murder, he told Captain Mc- 
Clusky that he owed his misfortunes to 
association with thieves in his leisure 
hours. He told McClusky that there 
Was a smart thief, aman whom he knew 
well, but who never associated with 
thieves, always working alone, This 
mysterious person, Mason asserted, had 
never been arrested and fairly rolled in 
wealth. 

On looking through some of the mem- 
oranda among “Big Bill's” effects, the 
captain came across several addresses. 
One of these was in Schermerhorn street, 
Brooklyn. This house was diligently 
watched night and day by detectives. 
The occupant of the house, who proved 
to be the prisoner, Travis, appeared at 
his home at intervals only. He was 
supposed by his neighbors to be a com- 
mercial traveler, and lived there with 
his wife and her mother. 

In the prisoner’s house the police 
found a trunkful of silverware and 
other property of doubtful value. They 
also found crucibles for melting gold 
and silver and scales for weighing the 
metals. His wife professed not to know 
the true character of her husband, and 
her mother gave up a diamond ring he 
had given her when she learned the 
truth. Some of his booty was found in 
a house occupied by his mother and 
sister. 


Serious Warning Uttered. 

Xpinal, France, Oct. 10.—Jules Meline, 
premier of the French ministry preced- 
ing the present government of Mr. Bris- 
son, who presided at a banquet of an 
association of railway *employees, ut- 
tered a serious warning against the agi- 
tation and unrest in France, class 
troubles and strikes. 

Referring to the “divided state of so- 
ciety, the violence of polemics and the 
sectarian spirit displayed in politics,” 
he said it was impossible to see France 
thus torn by factions and devoured by 
political passions, while daily the prin- 
ciple of authority was undermined, the 
army was weakened and the institutions 
upon which rested the security of the 
nation were shaken without thinking 
of “that opening in the Vosges through 
which an invading army could pass, or 
without thinking of some unforseen 
temptation being opened to the for- 
eigners."” The adversaries of France 
however, had no need to declare war, 
said Mr. Meline. 


The Indian Si uition, 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 10.—A special 
to the Tribune from its staff correspon- 
dent at Walker says: “The situation is 
nore ominous than ever. At the agency 
yesterday a council was held between 
the Indians, General Bacon, Colonel 
Herbach, Indian Agent Sutherland and 
Marshal O'Connor. The result of the 
conference was not in any way unlike 
that of those previously held, except in 
the fact that not one of the leading men 
of the different bands was present. The 
only conclusion to be drawn is that the 
leaders of the different bands sent men 
there merely as stool pigeons and that 
others of their number are preparing for 
the warpath.” 


Looking For a Wife. 

Boston, Oct. 10.—After having 
Searched for over three years for his 
wife, after having spent a fortune tray- 
elling from city to city and employing 
the best detectives to look for her, Frank 
Cody of Philadelphia is for the second 
time in Boston. This visit is a last de- 
spairing effort, us it were, for if Mr.

Then when he has 
accumulated enough money he will 
again resume the search. 


Hanna and the President. 

Cleveland, Oct. 10.—Senator Hanna 
Was asked last evening whether it is 
true that he wil? not continue the man- 
agership of the Republican national 
committee for the coming campaign. The 
Senator Stated that he has no intention 
of resigning. Should, however, the 
senator decline to manage the presi- 
dent's campaign for 1900 it would not 
be because of any friction between the 
two, but because Mr. Hanna might be 
convinced that the chances of the presi- 
dent would be enhanced by a new man- 
ager. 


Dr. Gailford's Collapse, 

London, Oct. 10.—According to the 
Mail Dr. Nancy Guilford, who no longer 
denies that she is the midwife of Bridge- 
port, Conn., but declares herself abso- 
lutely innocent of any connection with 
the death of Emma Gill, Says that she 
sailed for England under an assumed 
name owing to “another matter, which 
she will explain at the proper place.” 
She is now in the infirmary of the Hol- 
loway jail, London, suffering from ner- 
vous collapse. 


An Unusual Proceeding. 

Paris, Oct. 10.—The government has is- 
sued special orders to the garrisons of 
numerous towns near the capital to send 
immediately to Paris 500 infantry each.

The Safe Forced Open With 
an Explosive. 


Crash a Terrific One, and Adjacent Buildings 
Badly Damaged. 


Ashland, N. H., Oct.10.—The safe of 
the postoffice was blown open by burglars 
at 2 o'clock Sunday morning and $75 in 
cash and stamps were secured. Al- 
though the burglars were seen running 
from the building they managed to es- 
cape. The explosion was a terrific one 
and wrecked not only a portion of the 
postoffice, but damaged some of the ad- 
joining building to the extent of $500. 

The burglars had a conveyance within 
a short distance of the building and were 
thus able to make their escape before any 
of the awakened citizens could reach 
the street. Deputy Sheriff Harrington 
and Chief of Police Kendrick, however, 
immediately telephoned to neighboring 
towns and then started after the bur- 
glars. As the work of blowing up the 
safe was apparently done cleanly, it is 
thought that the men are professionals. 


Hit During a Quarrel, 

New Bedford, Oct. 10.—Albert E. Gif- 
ford was found near his home in Fair- 
haven Sunday morning in a serious con- 
dition. He was unconscious from a 
wound in the head, evidently made with 
a stone, or club, and his head and cloth- 
ing were covered with blood. He didnot 
regain consciousness until noon, and 
then he was unable to explain much 
about his condition, except that he had 
been hit dufing a quarrel. 


lolson In Coffee, 

Providence, Oct. 10.—Fracis Chiodi 
has been placed under arrest on suspic- 
ion of being connected with the poison- 
ing of the members of the Choilf family, 
who live in the Italian quarter. Chiodi 
formerly boarded with Choili, but last 
week left on account of trouble with 
Mrs. Choili. That night at supper 
Choili found that the coffee and beans 
had a sour taste, and he reported to the 
police that he suspected Chiodi of at- 
tempting to poison his family. It is 
said that Chiod: aeknowledged the 
crime in the neighborhood. The city 
chemist found evidence that poison was 
added, though his analysis is not com- 
pleted as yet. 


Their Skiff Upset. 

Newport, Oct. 10.—While Wiliiam 
Sharpe and John R. Hammatt, Jr., were 
fishing in Eastern pond yesterday they 
started to change seats. The skiff upset 
and Sharpe, who was unable to swim, 
was drowned. 

The crew of the Manitoba, which has 
taken the Forty-seventh New York vol- 
unteers to Porto Rico, refused to load 
freight Sunday morning, claiming ex- 
tra pay for Sunday work. Deputy Col- 
lector Ball read the shipping articles to 
the striking crew and informed them 
that no clause on extra pay existed, and 
that unless they went to work their 
captain could place them on the beach 
or put them in irons The crew decided 
to resume. 


Tramps Become Criminals. 

Portland, Oct. 10.—While wheeling 
through the woods in Deering, John Mc- 
Loud of York was held up by two men, 
who threatened to take his life if he re- 
sisted, and then went through him. They 
took $7.50 and then let him go. McLoud 
reported at the police station, but there 
is no probability of the fellows being ar- 
rested. They appeared to be tramps. 

Sunday morning three tramps were 
seen to leave a barn owned by the Con- 
ley heirs, and soon afterward the place 
was found to be on fire. The building 
was burned, together with 75 tons of 
hay and farming tools. The tramps es- 
caped.

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Three Witnesses Heard on Camp 
Conditions. 


Admissions by a Major as to 
Deficiencies. 


Responsibility For Conditions Due to Other 
Than Official Causes. 


Washington, Oct. 11—Of the three 
witnesses who appeared Monday before 
the commission on the conduct of the 
war—Captain Culver of Grigsby’s rough 
riders, Dr. Hysell, a surgeon at Camp 
Thomas, and Major Gallagher, who was 
in charge of commissary depots in San- 
tiago and Montauk—only Gallagher ad- 
mitted’ the existence of conditions not 
conducive to the welfare of officers and 
men. His testimony was so qualified, 
however, as to place the responsibility 
upon the operations of nature. 

Captain Howell interrupted the pro 
ceedings to-inquire the object of the ex- 
amination of Witness Culver, to which 
General Beaver, who was conducting 
the examination, replied that it was to 
show what the different bureaus of the 
war department had done, and how they 
did it, and he thought the inquiry very 
pertinent. To this Mr. Howell respond- 
ed: “The proper men from whom to 
secure this information are the officers 
who supplied the equipment.” 

This explanation satisfied Howell and 
the investigation proceeded. 

Captein Culver stated that at one time 
22 of is men were sick. He thought 
the proportion not excessive—no greater 
than during the first days of the civil 
war, and until the men learned to depend 
upon the army ration and not to go out- 
side for food. He thought the pies sold 
to the men were unwholesome, and also 
that much stale chicken was sold to 
them. In conclusion Captain Culver 
said he had no complaint to make of 
treatment except in the location of his 
troops in the woods. He had protested 
against this. 

At the afternoon session the commit- 
tee examined Major Hugh J. Gallagher. 
He had served as depot commissary at 
Siboney, San Juan and Santiago, and 
recently occupied this position at Mon- 
tauk Point, having been made chief 
commissary of General Shafter’s corps. 
The rations, he said, were forwarded al- 
most as rapidly as they were landed. 
Only very small quantities could be ac- 
cumulated, yet the commissary, during 
his stay at Siboney, had been able to 
meet all requisitions made for rations by 
the troops. He heard no complaint of 
lack ofrations atthefront. At first they 
were able to forward about 30,000 rations 
per day. From Siboney the depot was 
moved to E! Poso, seven miles distant, 
and at. this point there were never 
enough rations on hand for even a day 
ahead, and it was impossible to fill all 
the requisitions. There was a shortage 
in coffee and sugar, which continued for 
two or three days. It was due to the dif- 
ficulty in landing supplies because of 
the high surf at Siboney. All the rations 
were good, but in some cases the hard 
bread would be injured by sudden show- 
ers. When this happened the bread was 
thrown aside and not issued. After Fl 
Poso was reached the officers were sup- 
plied with the same rations that were 
given the men. This was against the 
law, as rations are not supplied to offi- 
cers, but the emergency made the dis- 
tribution to them necessary. 

Major Gallagher said there was one 
instance when the canned roast beef 
spoiled, and it was destroyed. Some 
potatoes, onions and tomatoes were also 
thrown away at Santiago for the same 
reason. 

There was a shortage of lighters, but 
the major was not able to say why this 
was so. Speaking of the facilities for 
landing the men in Cuba, he expressed 
the opinion that if the war were to be 
fought over again a large supply of 
lighters should be furnished. In add- 
tion to the American army the refugees 
were also fed. No effort was made to 
give the full ration, but articles were 
sent to them as could be spared from our 
own troops. He thought enough was 
given to supply 2000 men. After his 
depot was located at Santiago there was 
no shortage. While at this point the 
Spanish prisoners were also supplied 
from the general depot, as were some of 
the citizens of the place. Giving his 
opinion as to the ration, Major Gallagher 
said it had too much meat in it for a trop- 
Icalclimate. The men seemed to demand 
more tomatoes and rice than they re- 
ceived. On one occasion it had been 
necessary to issue green coffee to men 
on the firing lines, but the issue had only 
been for a day, and the emergency was 
unavoidable. He thought the ration 
should contain more dried and canned 
fruits. and also rice and syrup, and there 
should be more tea and coffee. 

Colonel Denby pressed for informa- 
tion as to the shortage of coffee and 
sugar, and Major Gallagher stated that 
there were probably two days when the 
men were without these articles. He 
said the storm was the immediate cause 
of this deficiency, but that if there had 
been a sufficiency of lighters this diffi- 
culty would not have occurred. The 
maior said there was not to his knowl-

edge a shortage in any any other articie 
of food during the campaign. 

Mr. Denby told him there was a com- 
plaint of deficiency covering a month’s 
time, but Major Gallagher said he knew 
nothing of it. 

“Suppose,” said General McCook, “‘this 
shortage of rations had lasted for seven 
days instead of two, what would have 
been the result?” 

“We would probably have had to fall 
back,” replied Major Gallagher. “Men 
cannot fight on short rations.” kt was 
General Shafter’s orders that no forma! 
requisitions for rations should be re- 
quired and that food should be given to 
those needing it. Gallagher had applied 
for extra stores aboard the Grand 
Duchese, lying in Santiago harbor, but 
the application had not been favorably 
considered, for the reason that the ves- 
sel was needed for transporting troops 
to Camp Wikoff. 

General Beaver received a letter from 
Mrs. Hugh Lange of Brooklyn, who par- 
ticipated in the relief work at Montauk 
Point, relating to her -nterview with 
President McKinley when he visited 
Camp Wikoff. She was reported to have 
said to the president that some of the 
men were “carried out im a dying condi- 
tion in order to getgid of them.” This, 
She says, she did not say, but she asked 
if, in passing through the wards, the 
president noticed the number of empty 
cots. He replied that he had noticed 
them, and then she requested him to ask 
why the men were without care in the 
detention and in some of the regimental 
hospitals. The letter continues: “I will 
also ask you to go back of the conditions 
at the time General Wheeler arrived, 
and investigate why no preparation was 
made to receive and care for our sick 
and suffering soldiers. Ineversaw more 
devoted or more self-sacrificing work un- 
cer the most trying conditions, or great- 
er patience and perseverance than was 
always exhibited by the executive offi- 
cers of Camp Wikoff, particularly Major 
Heiseman, Major Brown and Major 
Thomasson. The sanitary condition at

Army Changes. 

Washington, Oct. 1L—Major General 
Joseph C. Breckenridge will return to 
duty Novy. 30 as inspector general of the 
army. It is understood that there will 
be other changes in the commands of 
stationed In the south. Gen- 
eral Whee who will command the 
Fourth stated leaving 
Washington that he expected to resume 
his seat in the house soon after the be- 
ginning of the General Gra- 
ham, who is to command the Second 
corps, has retired as a brigadier general, 
and the question has arisen whether he 
shall be continued longer in the volunter 
service. The attorney general has ren- 
dered an opinion that there is no reason 
why he should not, but there is a feeling 
among army officers that it is not alto- 
gether fair to the younger men, who 
should have an oppurttinity to secure 
highercommands. Itis altogether likely 
that Generals Bates and Chaffee later 
on will succeed to the command of the 
Second an‘ Fourth corps, and General 
Wilson will continue to command the 
First corps.

Yellow Fever Situation. 

Washington, Oct. 11.—Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Wyman of the marine hospital ser- 
vice and Acting Secretary of the Treas 
ury Spalding had a conference yester- 
day concerning the yellow fever situa- 
tion in the south, with special reference 
to the appeal of the governor of Missis- 
sippi for aid. It was decided that the 
government could not undertake to ex- 
tend aid in the form of subsistence and 
nurses to individual families in which 
there were cases of fever. In the de- 
tention camps, however, physicians, 
nurses and supplies will be supplied as 
a@ measure to prevent the spread of the 
disease. Guards will be furnished for 
the same purpose. Physicians of the 
marine hospital service are under in- 
structions to do all in their power for 
people suffering from the fever. The 
government will leave nothing undone 
that could be done properly to prevent 
the further spread of the disease, or to 
aid those who were victims of it 


Empress Dowager a Tyrant. 

London, Oct. 11—The Pekin corre- 
spondent of the Times says: ‘The ret- 
rograde movement spreads, An im- 
perial edict orders the suppression of | 
native press and the punishment of the 
editors. It also cancels all the new 
methods of examination promulgated 
during the last 12 months. The latter 
step must give general satisfaction, 
since the proposed changes were too 
radical for the people, 

“All officials who have signed me- 
morials in favor of reform have been dis- 
missed from office. The board of agri- 
culture is abolished, its president being 
deprived of his rank. A memorial im- 
peaches him as a ‘slave of foreign 
devils.’ ”

Boston, Oct. 11.—Twenty-five mem- 
bers of the Massachusetts Press associa- 
tion dined here yesterday, and later held 
a business meeting.

Attempted Suleide. 


John Henry Thayer, formerly of 
Quincey, made an unsuccessful attempt 
Sunday afternoon to take his own life 
at the Braintree almshouse, of which 
he was an inmate. Mr. Thayer, who 
is about 75 years of age, was taken to 
Braintree about two weeks ago, as he 
was losing his mind. 

Sunéay noon his dinner was carried 
up to his room, and later when the girl 
went for the dishes, she was horrified 
to see great pools of blood all over the 
room. Physicians were summoned 
who had a hard time stopping the 
flow of blood, for he had cut the main 
artery in his left wrist. It was also 
learned that he first attempted to cut 
his throat, but was unsuccessful, as 
the knife was too dull. 

Mr. Thayer is still in a precarious 
state, and it is a grave question as to 
his recovery.

LOSER GIVEN THE BOUT 


Boxer Zeigler Deprived of His Laurels 
by the Referee. 


Had Opponent Beaten From 
the Start. 


Crowd Vented Its Displeasure by Hissing 
the Judge. 


New York, Oct. 11.—Last night's con- 
test between John Daly of Wilmington 
and Owen Zeigler of Philadelphia was 
witnessed by 3,000 persons. The fight- 
ing throughout was lively. Daly’s nose 
began to bleed in the seventh round 
after a rapid exchange of left and right 
swings. In the eighth Zeigler chased 
him around the ring, but had his aggres- 
siveness stopped by a series of left and 
right swings. 


OWEN ZIEGLER. 
In the elegenth Zeigler swung his left 


to the head, staggering Daly, who was 
almost carried off his feet, and repeated 
the dose. In the hext round Zeigler 
rushed Daly to the ropes, where they 


clinched, and on the rebound both fell 
to the floor heavily, with Daly on top. 
As soon as they got up they got into an- 
other clinch, out of which Daly slipped 
to the floor. 

In the fifteenth Zeigler forced Daly to 
the ropes and drove his right straight 
into the stomach. This was the hard- 
est blow of the fight sofar. In the six- 


teenth round Daly, in stepping back, 
tripped and fell backward to his hips. 
There was a good deal of roughing in 


the eighteenth round, the men fighting 
Owen slipped to the 
floor in the twenty-first round. Zeigler 
kept forcing the pace in the twenty- 
fourth and was thestronger. He forced 
the pace, and at the close both wereina 
mixup, raining rights and lefts with all 
their speed. 

Referee Brown awarded the bout to 
Daly, presumably because the real win- 
ner said insinuatingly at the beginning 
that he wanted no draw declared. The 
decision was so clearly improper that the 
spectators roundly hissed the referee, 
cheered Zeigler and ignored Daly.

Ladies Kept Step to Music. 

Pittsburg, Oct. 11.—With a brilliancy 
of incandescence emanating from nearly 
half a million electric lights, the conclave 
of the Knights Templar has now fairly 
started. Except a few stragglers, every 
commandery which was expected to be 
represented has a delegation on the 
ground. 

The sights on the streets have never 
been equalled in this city, as far as the 
crowds are concerned. Car traffic is at 
a standstill and vehicles of all descrip- 
tions are banished from many thorough- 
fares, while every inch of ground is 
monopolized by tens of thousands of 
pedestrians. The brilliancy of thecity’s 
street decorations marks an epoch in 
the history of electric illumination.

Huge crosses 
and other emblems of Templarism are 
suspended on the sides and fronts of the 
| city’s tallest buildings, and from nearly 
every store or shop in the down-town 
district. 

An interesting feature in the informal 
parade of the knights was furnished by 
the Boston commanderies, which 
marched up Fifth avenue, accompanied 
by the ladies. The way in which the 
| latter kept step to the music evoked 
great enthusiasm. 


Soncerning Von Buelow's Recall. 

Berlin, Oct. 11.—There is no truth in 
the rumor that Germany contemplates 
not filling the post of minister at the 
Vatacan. It is added that Baron Von 
Buelow’s successor has already been 
chosen and that his name will shortly 
be announced. 

Von Buelow’'s recall is regarded here 
as due to the annoyance of Emperor 
William and the government at the 
pope's recent declaration in favor of 
France's traditional protectorate over 
Catholics in the east. Germany insists 
on protecting her own subjects, and the 
pope's attitude on the eve of Emperor 
William's eastern tour is resented.

Canon on Marriage and Divorce, 


Washington, Oct. 11.—The marriage 
by the Episcopalian bishops yesterday 
was as follows: 

Section 1—No minister shall solemnize 


and divorce canon under consideration 
a marriage the parties to which are with- 
in the degrees of consanguinity and affin- 
ity defined in the 18th chapter of the 
book, Leviticus. 

Sec. 2—It shall be the duty of the min- 
ister to admonish the people from time 
to time that the church discountenances 
clandestine marriage. No minister shall 
solemnize the marriage of any person 
who is a minor under the law of the place 
of marriage, unless the parent or guar- 
dian of such minor is present, or shall 
have gftven written consent to the mar- 
riage, or is permanently resident in a 
foreign country. No minister shall sol- 
emnize a marriage except in the presence 
of at least two witnesses, himself or the 
Witnesses being personally acquainted 
with the parties. Every minister of the 
church shall at the time of the marriage 
record in 
which the marriage 
name, birthplace, age and residence of 
each party, and such record shall be 
signed by the minister who performs the 
ceremony and by at least two witnesses 
of the marriage.

Glasgow, Oct. 11.—John Dillon, anti-

Determination That Spanish Control 
Must Cease, 


Conclusion of Negotiations Not 
to Be Awaited. 


Presence of the Enemy’s Troops Will Make 
No Difference. 


Washington, Oct. 12.—When the atten- 
tion of the officials of the war depart- 
ment was called to a statement made 
in Madrid, thata strong force of Spanish 
troops would be kept in Cuba until the 
treaty of peace had been signed, it was 
simply stated that there had been and 
would be no change in the movements 
of the United States troops, and that the 
instructions given to the American mili- 
tary commission in Havana to take pos- 
session of the island Dec. 1, irrespective 
of the presence or absence of the Span- 
ish officials, would be rigorously ad- 
hered to. The Spanish troops may stay 
in Cuba for a time after that date if 
evacuation is not complete, but they will 
not be the masters of the island, and the 
United States officials will administer 
all of its affairs. 

This order was not intended to work 
hardship to the Spanish troops or gov- 
ernment, but it was thought best to fix 
a definite time to end Spanish rule and 
to begin operations under the United 
States. Itis probable that United States 
troops will go to Cuba before the time 
mentioned. By Dee. 1 it is expected to 
have troops so stationed that there will 
be no need of Spanish troops to preserve 
order. 

Major Genera! Brooke will assume ab- 
solute command of Porto It is 
possible that all the Spanish troops will 
not have left Porty Rico at thetime. If 
60, they will be quartered in barracks 
until they can be taken away. The United 
States will not ship the remaining troops 
to Spain at its own expense; that was 
no part of the protocol.

the inquiries of the war investigators: 

1—Plan of campaign proposed immedi- 
ately after the declaration of war; was 
it intended to move at once on Havana, 
or that the campaign should be postponed 
until the autumn? 

Answer—Immediate blockade by the 
navy of the important ports of Cuba, as 
directed by 
tion; the holding of troops at points 
nearest to Cuba to be available in any 
emergency which might arise, and es- 
pecially to be ready for prompt assist- 
ance in case the operations of the navy 
should make the use of land forces desir- 
able. Early in May a plan was par- 
tially matured to land a force at Mariel, 
a point about 26 miles west of Havana, 
reports having been received that in its 
immediate vicinity were high grounds, 
well watered and sultable for camping 
troops preparatory to a movement upon 
Havana later if it was deemed advisa- 
ble, the thought being that possibly an 
assault might be made upon the forces 
defending that city before the rainy 
season set In. Orders were issued to 
that effect in May, but subsequently 
plans were changed on account of fur- 
ther information that there would be 
great danger to the health of the troops 
in that vicinity, and also on account of 
the uncertainty of the movements of the 
enemy's fleet. It was then determined 
to keep the forces In the United States 
at points as near Cuba as possible for 
immediate embarkation should an emer- 
gency demand it. The Santiago cam- 
paign proved to be that emergency. It 
should be added further that it was be- 
lieved, after cousultation with medical 
authorities, that troops camping in 

southern states during the summer 
would become somewhat acclimated for 
their service in Cuba. 

2—When was the Santiago campaign 
determined upon? ‘ 

Answer—The Santiago campaign was 
made necessary by the presence of Ad- 
mira! Cervera’s fleet in Santiago harbor, 
but had previously been contemplated 
as one point on the coast where arecon- 
noisance in force was to be made to as- 
certain the strength of the enemy in the 
different localities in eastern Cuba. 

3—Why was Tampa selected as the 
base of operations? 

Answer—On account of the shipping 
facilities at that point and its compara- 
tively short distance from Cuba, ren- 
dering any movement of the troops pos- 
sible on short notice as the progress of 
the blockade or any other sudden condi- 
tion might require. 

4—Why were Summer camps organized 
at Fernandina, Jacksonville and Tampa? 

Answer—All of the early camps in the 
south were selected with special regard 
for the health of the troops and their 
convenience for prompt movement by 
rail and water. The camp at Fernan- 
dina was organized on the recommenda- 
tion of the major general commanding 
the army. The camp at Jacksonville 
was selected on the recommendation of 
Major General Lee, U.S. V., command- 
ing the Seventh army corps. A perma- 
nent camp was never contemplated at 
Tampa. Troops were sent there prepar- 
atory for embarkation and were kept 
there to be ready for any emergency and 
later to embark for Porto Rico; and upon 
the signing of the protocol the troops,

being no longer required at l'ampa, were 
gent to Huntsville, Ala., a camp selected 
by officers detailed to ascertain the best 
camping site, having in view health and 
comfort of the soldiers, 

5—When was the Porto Rico campaign 
determined upon? 

Answer—The Porto Rico campaign 
had been long under consideration and 
the orders to carry It out were issued 
June 26, 1898, 

6—Why were the troops held on trans- 
ports after embarkation at Tampa? 

Answer—Troops were held on trans- 
ports after embarkation at Tampa on 
account of advice received from Commo- 
dore Remy that “Spanish cruiser sec- 
ond class and Spanish torpedo boat de- 
Stroyer seen by Eagle, Nicholas channel, 
Cuba; destroy convoy.” 

ONLY ONE WITNESS. 
Geveral Graham Describes Conditions at 
the Famous Camp Alger. 

Washington, Oct, 12.—The only wit- 
ness before the war investigating com- 
mission yesterday was Major-General 
Graham. He was in command at Camp 
Alger, Va., at the beginning of the 
war, and detailed the conditions which 
prevailed at that camp. There was 
only one railroad to the camp, and the 
Station was about one and a half miles 
distant. No running stream was near 
by, but there were fine springs and small 
brooks formed by the springs. He 
thought the water supply was sufficient 
when the camp numbered no more than 
five regiments of troops, but as the 
troops increased in number it became 
necessary to dig wells. There was de- 
lay in digging the wells, 40 of which 
were sunk, one for each regiment. The 
supply Vas ample for all purposes ex- 
cept bathing. The wells were well 
cased and there was no surface pollution 
of them. Before the wells were sunk, 
General Graham said, there undoubted- 
ly was some inconvenience on account 
of the necessity of going a long distance 
for water. It was also his impression 
that there had been some complaints 
of sickness on account of the water fam- 
ine which had continued from the 20th 
of May until the 25th of June, with 
varying degrees of intensity. He had 
been through campaigns in which the 
water supply was not equal to that at 
Camp Alger. 

General Graham did not believe that 
the spring and well water had been re- 
sponsible for the sickness at Camp Al- 
ger, but was inclined to attribute much 
of the trouble to the fact that the sol- 
diers insisted upon taking the water 
from the little streams running through 
the camp. There hod been considerable 
typhoid fever at the camp, but it did not 
originate there, and the first cases were 
isolated. During the entire stay at the 
camp less than 4 percent of the com- 
mand was sick. There were 69 deaths, 
five being those of officers. Much of the 
sickness, in his opinion, was due to deli- 
sent to the soldiers from home, 
and he issued an order prohibiting the 
sale of ice cream, pies, etc., in the camp, 
and all the milk sold was analyzed. 

When typhoid fever began to be con- 
sidered an epidemic he issued strict or- 
ders for the detailing of guards for the 
care of the sinks, making any neglect an 
offense punishable by arrest. Other 
precautions were taken to protect the 
men from contamination, including the 
removal of the sick to a proper distance 
from the kitchens.

Work of the Peace Commissiouers. 

Paris, Oct. 12.—After a joint session 
yesterday ufternoon the American and 
Spanish peace commissions adjourned 
Without having reached a final conclu- 
sion as to any point in the protocol. 
Thus far there has been no joint formu- 
lation cr crystallization of views to be 
returned by each commission to its gov- 
ernment for embodying the final treaty. 

The question of the Philippines has 
not yet been considered in joint session, 
though the Americans at their separate 
sessions have acquired exhaustive in- 
formation from persons who have lived 
in the Philippine islands and done busi- 
ness there. They are, therefore, well 
equipped to discuss the subject when it 
comes up. 

The Spanish, it is belleved, have asked 
to have the Cuban debt assumed by the 
United States, urging that the debt 
should pass with the sovereignty. The 
debt covers the expense of the ten 
years’ war, the recent insurrection and 
the war with the United States, sofaras 
Spain's outlay in the war can be clas 
sified against Cuba. The Americans 
probably have replied that if indeed 
any part of the so-called Cuban debt is 
allows ble the part incurred in suppress- 
ing insurrections or in the war with the 
United States is not allowable. 

The Spanish will doubtless also urge 
equities in stocks, water front better- 
ments, public buildings and perhaps 
wur material. It is possible that this 
contention will receive consideration on 
the basis of equities between mortgagor 
and mortgagee. Thus far no disposition 
has been developed on either side to de- 
lay the ultimate conclusions and the 
end of the work in hand. 


A Transport Afire. 

New York, Oct. 12.—The Obdam ar- 
rived at quarantine yesterday afternoon 
with about 250 sick and convalescent sol- 
diers and about 35 passengers. The Ob- 
dam sailed from Santiago for this port 
on Oct. 2, but when two days at sea fire 
was discovered in her bunkers and she 
was compelled to return to Santiago, 
where the fire was extinguished. The 
transport sailed again on Oct. 5. Onthe 
8th a fire broke out again, and though 
every effort was made to get it under 
control the fire was still smouldering 
when the Obam reached quarantine. 

The fire proved very stubborn and 
caused much uneasiness on board, more 
especially as the transport had stowed 
in her hold a very Jarge quantity of 
ammunition and a large number of 
rifles.

New York, Oct. 12.—Articles of agree- 
ment for a fight between James J. Cor- 
bett and Thomas Sharkey, to take place 
Nov. 22, under the auspices of the Lenox 
Athletic club, for a $20,000 purse, were 
signed last night by George F. Consi- 
dine for Corbett, Tom O'Rourke for 
Sharkey and Joseph Vacius for the 
Lenox club.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s vame is his total ward tax, 
and may include 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to K, and today’s 
instalment is third and last of the Ls:

SOLDIERS IN A FIGHT 


One of Them Killed and Two In- 
jured Fatally. 


General Firing Followed an 
Arrest. 


Belligerent Negroes Scattered by a Platoon 
With Sabres. 


Huntsville, Ala., Oct. 12.—The Tenth 
cavalry (colored) arrived from Mon- 
tauk yesterday morning, and had not 
been off the train an hour before some of 
its members became involved in a dif- 
ficulty with the provost guard. One man 
was killed and five wounded, two fatally. 

Soon after the men left the train one 
of the cavalrymen went to a house fre- 
quented by white men and attempted to 
clean out the place. He was arrested 
by acorporal’s detail of four men of the 
provost guard. 

The arrest was quickly noised about 
and the colored cavalrymen attempted 
to rescue the prisoner. 

The first man who advanced toward 
the guard was halted, and as he turned 
to run he was fired upon. Firing then 
became almost general and continued 
several minutes. Corporal McLaugh- 
lin, commanding the detail, was killed 


at the first fire. Private Wiles, Com- 
pany M, Sixth infantry, was shot in the 
knee and Private Larkin, Company D, 


Sixteenth infantry, received a ball in 


the leg. Wiles’ leg was amputated 
later. Private James Gieeton, Tenth 
cavalry, received a bullet in the spine 
and will die. Two other cavalrymen 
whose names are not known, were 
wounded, one of them fatally. 

The affair would have been attended 


by more serious consequences had not 
a mounted platoon from the Tenth cav- 
airy scattered the belligerent negroes 
with drawn sabres. The white soldiers 
bold a bitter feeling against the troop- 
ers, and it is feared that trouble will oc- 
cur whenever the races meet. The 
Tenth was given a camp situated more 
than a mile from the other regiments. 


PARADE OF KNIGHTS. 


Most Attractive Feature of the Conclave 
of the Templars. 

Pittsburg, Oct. 12.—Tuesday started 
with not a cloud in the sky, and long 
before the booming cannon announced 
the start of the parade of Knights Tem- 
plars there was a multitude of people

Immediately after the parade the 
grand commandery met in Carnegie hall 
for the first business session of the con- 
clave. After addresses of welcome the 
grand encampment was de¢tlared open 
and Grand Master Warren La Rue 
Thomas delivered the annual address, in 
which he said: 

“The best, the purest, the noblest men 
in our country acknowledge fealty to 
this grand body and practice the virtues 
they have learned in our asylums.

Tomorrow 


The reclaimer of the Boston Rubber 
Shoe company in Malden, Mass., ex- 
ploded last night, a greater portion of it 
being blown through the brick building 
in which it was situated, and com- 
pletely wrecking the structure. 

At Tuesday afternoon's session of the 
Vermont house, Representative Emery 
introduced a bill amending the statute 
on quadrennial appraisals of real estate 
so that the oath may be taken before 
anyone empowered to administer it in- 
stead of only before a justice of the peace. 

Mrs. William Hazel of Ledyard, Conn., 
aged 33, died from a dose of carbolic 
acid administered with suicidal intent. 
Mrs. Hazel was the mother of four chil- 
dren, who had just recovered from a 
long sickness, and the strain in caring 
for them is believed to have unsettled 
her mind. 

The annual report of the superinten- 
dent of the military academy says that 
the discipline of the cadets has been 
very good with some exceptions, and th® 
high standard of drill has been main- 
tained. A slight increase in the number 
of annual appointments of cadets is 
recommended. 

Some anxiety is beginning to be felt

Clash Between Illinois 
Strikers and Miners. 


Fierce Fusilade and Several 
Killed or Wounded. 


Awful Experience of the Coal Com- 


pany’s Superintendent. 


Fought Desperately For Life 
“on Rooftops of Buildings. 


Virden, Ills., Oct. 13.—For two weeks 
there has been a report that a train 
with a large number of colored miners 
from Alabama would reach the city, and 
the Chicago and Alton depot has been 
surrounded by vigilant miners deter- 
minedly awaiting the arrival. Wednes- 
day the Chicago and Alton limited, due 
to pass here at 10 o'clock, shot through 
to Chicago an hour fate, displaying flags 
on the rear, indicating that a special was 
following. Immediately the word was 
spread, and a dense crowd of miners lined 
the station platform, while another 
crowd collected at the entrance of the 
stockade, a half mile north of the sta- 
tion. D. B. Kiley, a Chicago and Alton 
detective, stood guard at a switch at the 
south end of the station platform to see 
that it was not tampered with. At12:40 
the special train passed the station and 
signal shots were fired from the south 
end of the train, announcing the spe- 
clal's arrival. 

Immediately shots were fired from the 
moving train and outside, and the battle 
was on. A few moments after the train 
had passed the switch where Kiley was 
stationed, and while he was talking with 
two citizens, he threw up his arms and 
dropped dead with a bullet through his 
brain. He was the first man killed. The 
train continued to the stockade, the min- 
ers firing into it all along the route and 
the negro passengers returning the fire. 
The moment the train reached the stock- 
ade the miners opened a desperate fire 
with rifles, revolvers and firearms of all 
kinds. The negroes answered with a 
steady fire. The miners and the train 
were enveloped in a cloud of smoke, and 
the shooting sounded like a continuous 
volley. Engineer Burt Tigar received a 
bullet in the arm and dropped from his 
seat. His fireman seized the throttle, 
pulled it open with a jerk, and the train 
was undér speed, carrying a load of 
wounded passengers to Springfield. 

The train stopped at the stockade but 
two minutes. Its departure did not 
cause the firing tocease. The tower of 
the stockade was filled with sharpshoot- 
ers armed with winchesters, and they 
kept up a steady fire into the crowd of 
union miners. Eye witnesses say the 
dead miners were killed after the train 
had departed. It is not known how 
many men are stationed behind the 
walls of the stockade, but they are esti- 
mated at between 25 and 40. It is claimed 
that six within the stockade were wound- 
ed, but those inside refused to hold any 
communication with the outside and 
nothing authentic was learned. Word, 
however, was sent from the stockade to 
physicians in town that their services 
were needed. 

Desperate Struggle Aga'nst Odds. 

The supply and provision store of the 
Chicago-Virden Coal company is known 
as the Climax Trading company, with 
Superintendent J. F. Eyster in charge. 
After the firing at the stockade had sub- 
sided, an attack without a parallel in the 
history of the trouble was made on Eys- 
ter in his store one block from the depot, 
which will probably cost him his life. He 
was sitting in his store when the tele- 
phone rang, and he was instructed from 
the stockade to secure physicians and 
hurry them to the place. Eyster jumped 
into his delivery wagon and, securing 
two doctors, rushed them to the mines. 
He returned to his store, climbed out of 
his wagon and was just entering the 
door when the cry was raised that Mana- 
ger Fred Lukens of the mines was with 
him. A throng of infuriated miners 
rushed toward the store. Eyster ran be- 
hind a counter with a revolver in each 
hand. The miners pressed hard after 
him, and as Eyster sprang upstairs he 
and the miners began shooting simul- 
taneously. He ran to the top of his 
building and jumped behind a chimney, 
while the miners ran into the street and 
opened fire on him again. Chips flew 
from the brick chimney, and Eyster ran 
from cover across to the roof of another 
store, firing into the street below as he 
ran. From there he crossed to the roof 
of the bank of Virden, where he reloaded 
his revolvers. Blood was flowing from 
a wound in his side, but with dogged de- 
termination and against terrible odds, he 
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continued the fight. Jumping to the roor 
of a drug store he halted behind a pro- 
jection from the roof of the building he 
had just left and emptied both his six- 
chambered revolvers. Then springing 
from cover, Eyster dashed ahead amid 
the rain of bullets to the roof of the 
Steed building, the upper story of which 
is known as Miner's hall. He either fell 
or jumped through the skylight and 
landed in the arms ofa crowd of miners, 
who seized him and carried him down- 
stairs to the street. Other hands seized 
the almost unconscious man and he was 
dragged into the middle of the street. 
Policemen drove back the crowd and 
carried Eyster to the City square. across 


the street and laid him on the grass. 
Eyster was motionless and supposedly 
dead. The police left him lying there 
and attempted to disperse the crowd. 

In a few minutes Eyster was seen to 
raise his hand and wipe the blood from 
his face. Two men sprang at him and 
with the ferocity of tigers began jumping 
on his body and striking him on the head 
with stones. With a yell the angry 
crowd charged into the square to kill 
Eyster. The police charged in a body 
and fought their way to the center of the 
mob, where they took a stand over the 
prostrate, battered and bleeding man. 
A carrier was procured and Eyster was 
taken to a hotel. He had been shot 
through the groin and is terribly bat- 
tered about the head. The physician 
states that he has barely a chance for 
recovery. 

The dead miners were removed from 
the vicinity of the stockade to hotels and 
Stables, and the wounded miners were 
taken on litters to the station and sent 
to Springfield. 

A reporter who secured admittance to 
the stockade found one dead and seven 
wounded. Two doctors were at work 
with the wounded, and communication 
with them was prohibited. The stock- 
ade surrounds about 20 acres of ground 
in a square, is made of pine boards an 
inch thick, set edge to edge, and is about 
12 feet high. On each of the four sides, 
about midway, is a watch tower, con- 
taining a guard armed with a winches- 
ter. There are three entrances, which 
are closely guarded by half a dozen 
armed sentries day and night. The fight 
occurred at the east entrance. 


Arraignment of the Executive. 


Virden, Ill, Oct. 13.—"The blood of 
every man shed here is on the goy- 
ernor’s head,” said Manager Lukens 


after the

tragedy. “He is absolutely 
the law, and has no justifi- 


cation whatever in refusing to send 
troops. If this train had come in before 
the interview with the governor was 


printed there would have been no blood- 
shed, as the men knew they were dis- 
obeying the law and had exhibited an 
entirely different spirit from what they 
showed after the interview was pub- 
lished. Most of them were ignorént 
enough to believe that they had a right 
to do as the governor said they had. 
“His statement that the miner had the 
same right to fight for his property, 
which was his labor, as the mine owner 
did to protect his property inspired these 
men to the action which they took in 
firing upon this train as soon as it came 
into our town. At least 500 shots were 
fired into that train by the time i 
reached the shaft, and no shots were 
fired from the train until at least 150 
shots were fired into it, I think killing 
and wounding a good many of the peo- 
ple on the train. No shots were fired 
trom the stockade until after several of 
our men had been wounded, Several 


{ of the men came back without having 
fired their guns at all. Most of the 
shooting was done by the guards on the 
train, who were authorized by the rail- 
road company.” 

Origin of the Trouble, 
Chicago, Oct. 13.—The difficulty at the 
Virden mines originated April 1, 1893, 
when the miners of the fourth district 


of Illinois went out on a strike insti- 
by the United Mine Workers’ 
Trouble followed at once at 
Pana, but the Virden miners remained 
quiet through the summer. The strik- 
ers had asked for 40 cents a ton and 
were offered 28 cents. Actual distur- 
bances began Sept. 25, when the Chi- 
cago-Virden company, the principal 
mine owner at that point, imported 100 
negroes from Birmingham. When the 
train arrived with them on board it was 
met by a large body of armed miners, 
who threatened to shoot the first negro 
that stepped from the cars. The ne- 
groes were finally prevailed upon to re- 
turn to the south and the mines were 
not operated. The governor steadily 
refused to call out the state troops, and 
charged the operators with importing 
ex-convicts and an undesirable class of 
workmen.

Another Man Killed. 

Virden, Oct. 13.—A detail of militia last 
night killed ex-Lieutenant of Police 
Preston of Chicago at the stockade, He 
was standing outside as a guard. The 
militia gave the bystanding miners the 
command to halt, and Preston stepped 
back to the gate. The militia fired, and 
he was shot in the stomach. He was 
carried into the office in the stockade, 
where he expired. Battery D of Gales- 
burg, under Captain Craig, numbering 
160 men, arrived last night from Pana.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Ato L, and today 
begins the M’s. This instalment how- 
ever, includes only the land of the 
Manet Land Company at MHoughs 
Neck.

been released from African prisons by 
the Spanish government since the proto- 
col was signed. The nanigos are mur-

commit murder at fixed rates and hours | 
for the mere sake of shedding blood. 

Mr. Porrua, formerly civil governor of |

ruffians, practically breaking up their} 
clubs and sending more than 760 to 
Spain's penal settlements in Africa. 
These are the proteges whom Spain has} 
released, to return to Havana and renew | 
their criminal vocations as a fresh 
obstacle to the peaceful and quiet recon- 
struction of the island by the Ameri- 
cans. The nanigo clubs have branches 
in every town and village in Cuba, form- 
ing avery powerful interprotective crim- 
inal class.

I do 
not propose that they shall further dis- 
turb the peace of the state. The mine 
owners and managers are responsible 
for and guiity of the murder brought 
about by this conflict, and should be in- 
dicted by the grand jury for murder, as 
I believe they will be.”

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persous whose 
names begin with Ato L, and today 
gives the second instalment of the M’s :

AN EXPERT’S DISCOVERY. |

In examining the books Mr. Este S says 
that he found many cases in which cred- 
its had evidently been made in lead 
pencil and then erased. The amount 
represented by these marks was about 
$118,000. He exhibited to the committee 
a check for $4,002, drawn on the City 
National bank by the George C. Gill 
Paper company, in payment for its 1897 
taxes, which was indorsed by Mr.

WHO STARTED THE ROW 


Trying to Fix the Responsibility For 
the Illinois Tragedy. 


Miners Say First Shots Came 
From the Train. 


Coa! Company's Arms and Ammunition Seized 
by the Militia. 


Virden, Ill., Oct. 14.—Coroner Hart im- 
panelled a jury of six yesterday and be- 
fan an inquest into Wednesday's trag- 
edy. The jurymen include Justice of the 
Peace A. J. Roberts and J. D. Foley, a 
member of the executive committee of 
the miners. Six union miners were ex- 
amined. They were unanimous in tes- 
tifying that the first shots were fired 
from the train, at about 100 feet south of 
the station. They testified that their 
men shot into the air until the train 
came to a stop. 

M. Turner, one of the guards stationed 
in the yards south of the town to an- 
nounce the approach of the train carry- 
ing the negroes, says he fired the first 
shot as a signal to the main body of 
miners near the depot. The miners had 
agreed that 10 shots in rapid succession 
should be the signal that the train was 
approaching. Turner fired the shots, 
shooting in the air, and the men on the 
train answered with a volley into the 
crowd, whereupon the firing became 
general. 

Thursday all the arms and ammuni- 
tion of the Chicago-Virden Coal com- 
pany were confiscated by Captain Fer- 
vior, commanding the state militia. 
There were 125 Springfield rifles and 2,500 
rounds of ammunition. 

The rear of the Climax Trading com- 
pany’s store and adjacent buildings bear 
evidence of the terrific firing that took 
place when J. F. Eyster was the target, 
springing across the roofs. The plate 
glass winduws in the front of the store 
are broken. In the rear the building is 
riddled with bullets and buckshot. All 
the window panes bear bullet holes, and 


the roof of the coal shed was mowed 


by a charge of buckshot that was fired 
tyster just as he sprang through the 


ights into the miners’ hall. Gun- 
wads and cartridge shells lie scattered 
around the rear of the store. Six feet 
from the rear of the Climax store stands 
the delivery wagon in which 
Eyster made the trip to the stockade 
with physicians. A lead of buckshot 
riddled the rubber curtains, dents from 
bullets are visible in the sides of the 
wagon, the tongue is broken off short, 
and the stub end is bloodstained. It is 
learned that the team of horses, shot 
and goaded to madness by the wounds, 
broke the tongue and ran. They went 
two blocks and fell dead. 
Wednesday's shooting has resulted in 
14 deaths. The coal company has shown 
no sign of a purpose to abandon its plan

of operating its mines with imported 
negroes, as was evidenced yesterday af- 
ternoon, when another trainload arrived 
at the stockade. Captain Fevior, who 
was in command there, shouted: ‘Don’t

The gate was opened and a file of sol- 
diers rushed out in the double quick 
with fixed bayonets and lined up along- 
side of the train. General Manager 
Lukens made a formal request that his 
employes be allowed to land and enter 
the stockade. Captain Fevior declined 
to grant this. Then Mr. Lukens put it 
in a form of a demand, but the officer re- 
plied that he was under orders from 
Governor Tanner to prevent the disem- 
barkating of any negro miners at the 
works. Lukens protested in vain, and 
the train pulled out, headed south. 

By this time the advance guard of 
Strikers gathered at the depot had ad- 
vanced up the track to within 100 yards 
of the stockade, where they remained 
until the train passed, when they greet-

£0,000 rounds of ammunition for the use 
of the people of that state in protecting 
themselves against hostile Indians. 

The Knights of the Golden Eagle chose 
New York city as the place to hold the 
convention next year. The officers 
elected include W. C. Hunter of New 
Jersey as supreme chief and John B. 
toberts of Massachusetts as vice chief. 

The Deniocrats of the Seventh Massa- 
chusetts congressional district nomin- 
ated Mayor Walter L. Ramsdell of Lynn 
on the first ballot. Mayor Ramsdell had 
71 votes, Philip J. Doherty of Boston $2 
votes and Mayor E. M. Winn of Malden 
5 votes. 

The membership in Yale university is 
practically the same as last year. The 
figures for the various departments are: 
Academic, 1,237; scientific, 572; law 
school, 196; medical school, 104; divin- 
ity school, 96; total, 2,205. Last year the 
total was 2,213. 

Eight thousand students are in at- 
tendance at the institutions of learning 
‘in Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
where Young Men's Christian associa- 
tions are organized. Fifteen hundred 
of them are members of the association, 
1,100 being active members. 

The four volunteer regiments which 
have been ordered home from Porto 
Rico, the Third Illinois, Sixth Massa- 
chusetts, Fourth Ohio and Third Wis- 
consin, will go immediately to their state 
headquarters when they arrive in the 
United States, be given 60 days fur- 
lough and mustered out.

Washirgton, Oct. 14.— Besides examin- 
ing Dr. Hoff, who was chief surgeon at 
Camp Thomas, the war investigators 
yesterday gave some attention to the 
papers submitted by Secretary Alger, 
with his statement concerning the con- 
guct of the war.

letter from the Arkansas governor say- 
ing that he had made a personal investi- 
gation of the conditions in this hospital, 
and that he had found “the conditions 
deplorable — simply disgraceful."" He 
charged that the doctors in the institu- 
tion were all northern men, unfamiliar 
with diseases incidental to the south; 
that there were cases of fever in which 
patients had gone without water for 24 
hours and in which sick men went with- 
out attention from a surgeon, or without 
receiving a dose of medicine for a week. 
Replying, Dr. Hoff said that several 
southern physicians were engaged at 
the hospital, and that he did not think It 
possible that men could have been ne- 
glected as indicated by the governor’s 
letter. He had not heard of such cases. 

Dr. Hoff said that there had been a 
shortage in medical supplies for several 
weeks, but there was generally suf- 
ficient to meet the immediate demands. 
Some requisitions had been returned by 
the Washington authorities because im- 
properly filled, and he was under the im- 
pression that there had been complaints 
of some suffering on this account. There 
was considerable delay in securing floor- 
ing for the tents. 

“Was there any deprivation on ac- 
count of the shortage of tents and of 
medical supplies,” asked Governor 
Woodbury.

Santiago, Oct. 14.— Bartholomew 
Maso, accompanied by two members of 
his staff, arrived yesterday morning at 
Manzanilio. 

Colonel Ray received Maso courteous- 
ly, expressed pleasure at the oppor- 
tunity of an interview and said he hoped 
the caller would arrange for disbanding 
the Cubans under General Rios in the 
neighborhood of Manzanillo so that the 
work in the fields could begin. He also 
earnestly advised the president of the 
so-called Cuban provisional government 
te disband the Cuban troops at all points 
now in possession of the United States 
forces, in order that the men might give 
the assistance so greatly needed to place 
the country in a position to recover from 
the evils of the three years’ war. 

Thoroughly in accord with Colonel 
Ray’s proposal to get the Cuban soldiery 
at work throughout the province of 
Santiago, he promised to do all in his 
power to bring about this result, believ- 
ing, he said, that the sooner the country 
was prosperous and happy the sooner 
“Cuba libre” would be an accomplished 
fact, and believing also that the best 
policy for the Cubans now was to co- 
operate with the Americans in their 
plans for building up the country.

Contumacious Witness at Friday's Session 
of the Inquiry Commission. 

Washington, Oct. 15. —During his ex- 
amination Friday afternoon Dr. Sea- 
man, who hud asserted that the sup- 
plies furnished the Porto Rico army 
Were not suited to @ tropical climate and} 
unfit for hospitals, grew somewhat 

Dr. Connor urged Dr, Seaman for a 
statement as to whether he had made a 
formal requisition for the commutation 
of supplies by the commissary depart- 
and he replied that he had not 
done so, but insisted that his reason for 
this failure was found in the fact that 
he was constantly informed that nosuch 
exchange could be made. He had only 
six hours in which to supply the Obdam, 
had secured from the commis- 
sary omy the regular travel ration. He 
said in reply to a question that he did 
not know the commissary at Ponce had 
on hand a quarter of a million dollars, 
or any other sum for supplying delica- 
cies to the sick; he only knew that they 
were not supplied. 

The hospitals were overcrowded, the 
beds being within six inches of Aue, 
other. When he left there were between 
3,000 and 4,009 sick out of an army of 
10,000. Dr. Seaman grew somewhat 
jrascible under Dr. Connor's question- 
ing, and in reply to an inquiry insisted 
upon putting a question to his question- 


er. When Dr. Connor attempted to re- 
peat the question Dr. Seaman said ha 
had given his reply and would not 
answer again, adding: “‘The questions 
put me here are of a character calculat- 
ed to pluce me in the false position of 
accusing the medical department of the 
army of maladministration.

London, Oct. 13.—Lord Rosebery, th:

LORD ROSEBERY. 


“There are two or three considerations 
in connection with the question which 
make it of supreme gravity, the great- 
est being that, in face of a deliberate 
warning, that a particular act would be 
considered an unfriendly act, that act, 
in spite of great geographical difficul- 
tles, great hardships and almost insur- 
mountable obstacles, has been delib- 
erately committed. The word ‘un- 
friendly,’ used diplomatically, is of ex- 
ceptional weight and gravity, and, when 
used to denote an act committed by one 
government against another, the situa- 
tion is grave. On that point I will say 
no more, 

“Behind the policy of the government 
in this matter there is the untiring and 
united strength of the nation. It is the 
policy of the nation itself, and no gov- 
ernment that attempted to recede from 
it or palter therewith would last a week. 
I am perfectly certain that no idea of 
any weakening on this question has en- 
tered the heads of her majesty’s present 
advisers. They have only to maintain 
the attitude revealed in the blue book 
and the nation will make any sacrifice 
and go to any length to sustain their | 
action.

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FLORAL ATTRACTIONS. 


A Fine Bush From Japan—Showy Flowers 
For Decorative Uses. 

Some novelties and specialties in 
flowerr are reported upon by a writer in 
Vick’s Magazine as follows: 

The Flowering Pea Bush is a grand 
| new plant from Japan and one that at 
once jumped into favor among garden- 

| ers everywhere. Our public parks now 

show some very fine specimens, and 
they attract a great deal of attention. 

| The bush grows four or five feet tall, 
| the branches being of drooping habit, 
| which is especially beautifal at the 
| blooming season, when each one is 
loaded with the delicate pea shaped 
flowers. They bloom during August 
and September, the flowers, a pale pur- 
ple color, produced in long clusters. 
The plant is entirely hardy, but the top 
dies down each season. i 

The Rudbeckia Golden Glow is an- 
other hardy plant that was a favorite 
from its first introduction. It is entire- 
ly hardy, having originated in northern 
Hlinois where the thermometer often 
reaches 25 degrees to 30 degrees below 
zero. The plants grow to great size, six 
| to ten feet high, and in a short time 
forming large clumps, which increase in 
beauty every year. The blooming sea- 
son is from August until frost, and the 
flowers are very numerous. They are of 
a brilliant golden yellow color, double 
and borne on long stiff stems. For deco- 
| rations no flowers can be finer, and they 
| are in great demand for that purpose. 
Hibiscus Crimson Eye has been in 
| our garden for two years and makes a 
| grand display. Few plants will furnish 
| flowers as large as a saucer, but this 
| one produces many of that size. With 
| us the branches die down to the ground 
| every winter, coming up with increased 
vigor in the spring. Immense blossoms 
four to six inches are produced in 
abundance. They are pure white with 
a rich crimson center, which latter 
affords a fine contrast to the pure white 
petals. The plant is perfectly hardy, 
will succeed anywhere and blooms the 
first season. 

Anemone Whirlwind isa great favor- 
ite wherever known and is especiably 
adapted for cemetery planting. I have 
one in my garden, and itisa thing of 
beauty in the blooming season. The 
plant grows two to three feet high, with 
large, handsome foliage. The flower 
are white, double, two to three inches 
in diameter and have good lasting qual- 
ities when cut. 

Abutilon Souvenir de Bonn is one of 
my standbys as a winter house plant. It 
is a beautiful plant when not in blos- 
som, as the silver edges contrast beauti- 
fully with the green of the leaves. The 
flowers are large and of a peculiar red 
color. 


Leading Apples For Export. 

American apple growers long ago 
| learned that comparatively few varie- 
| ties aré suited to the requirements of 
the commercial orchard. Many of those 

which are of the highest quality for 
| dessert use are prevented by delicate 
texture, unattractive color, inferior 
size, unsuitable season of ripening or 
insufficient productiveness from becom- 
| ing profitable varieties even for domes- 
| tic markets. 

In the export trade the requirements 
are still more exacting, and but a few 
of the reputable varieties of our home 
markets have been found suitable for 
transatlantic shipment and sale, Of the 
| thousand or more varieties now propa- 

gated and for sale by American nursery- 
men it is doubtful if more than 20 have 
been found adapted to the export trade 
as now conducted. 

In view of these facts and for the 
guidance of prospective planters notes 
on ten of the leading export varieties 
have been published by the department 
of agriculture as part of bulletin No. 7 

1 ‘‘The Fruit Industry.’’ These notes 
| are such as to be of interest and value 

to apple growers all over the country, 
who will do well to consult them for 
details about tne ten varieties named. 
These are Baldwin, Ben Davis, Jona- 
than,’ Northern Spy, Rhode Island, 
Roxbury, Tompkins King, Winesap, 
Yellow Newtown and York Imperial.

Handy In the Fruit Picking. 

A correspondent has sent to the Ohio 
Farmer a sketch of a fruit picker that 
is easily made and which he has found 
not cumbersome 
in use. Take a 
piece of No. 7 or 
8 wire and bend 
into the shape 
shown in the fig- 
ure—oval, with 
a notch at top 
and bottom in 
which to slip the 
twig bearing the 
apple or what- 
ever fruit it is 
Extend the two 
ends of the wire 
long enough to 
insert into a han- 

A FRUIT PICKER. die. Then attach 
a strong cloth, sewing to the wire, as 
shown. It is better to solder the ends 
of the wire so they will not twist 
around in the handle. The wires at 
ands of the pocket should be about 
three-quarters of an inch apart. This 
lets the stem of the fruit in readily, 
when it is easily pulled off and drops 
into the pocket. 


| * A Tonic For the Orchard. 

For keeping up the vigor and health 
of an orchard a manure consisting of 
three parts of wood ashes and one of 
tionemea! will be useful, says Professor 
Kedzie. If wood ashes cannot be had, 
then a mixture of two parts of muriate 
of potash and three of bonemeal may 
be substituted, as recommended by Pro- 
fessor Voorhees.

We _ started 
toward the city,and when we were 
almost there we heard loud cheering, 
and looking up saw a white flag waving 
over the big fort in the center of the 
city, and then we knew that Manila

When we marched through the gates 
and came into the big parade ground 
that is right in front of the fort, I 
thanked God that we didn’t have to take 
that fort by force, as it would have 
meant hundreds of lives, and then I 
don’t think we could have taken it with- 
out our navy. They had a big moat 
full of water, and barb wire fences, and 
the walls were 25 feet high. They 
could have slaughtered us when we 
came across the open ground and we 
couldn’t hardly see them. 

Of course if they hadn’t surrendered 
Dewey would have held the fort and 
the city too, and he would completely 
destroyed Manila, and then we would 
march in and take the city. It wasa 
wise thing for them and a good thing 
for u3. We sat downto eatat 4 o’clock 
and wasn’t I hungry, having had noth- 
ing to eat since five o’clock in the 
morning, and I never knew bacon and 
hard tack to taste so good before, We 
had to sleep on the sidewalks Saturday 
and we all had to take a turn at guard. 
Sunday we moved into Spanish bar- 
racks, and when we get some bunks it 
will be all right. 

I started this letter yesterday about 
11 o’clock but: at 12 I had to go on 
guard mount and I will be on until 12 
today. It is$ o’clock now and I am 
resting until 10, and then I will stand 
guard two more hours, and then I will 
be through. We have to go on every 
three days as the United States govern- 
ment is responsible for the order kept 
in the city and it takes a lot of soldiers 
to carry it out. We have the most 
trouble from the insurgents and we 
disarm every one we see as they would 
kill a Spaniard in a minute. They are 
not very friendly with us now, for they 
are mad to think we wouldn’t let them 
plunder the town and kill all the 
Spaniards. 

I hope this will end the war, but I 
suppose they will have to take Havana, 
yet I wish that they would hurry up. 
‘As our fighting is all done I want to 
come home. I have been in a battle, 
and while it wasn’t the kind of a one 
I wanted to be in, I suppose 1 ought 
to be satisfied to come out of it with- 
out a scratch except one I got crawling 
through a wire fence.

To Parade at Philadelphia 


The Middletown Journal says: ‘‘It 
was reported that General Graham's 
visit to Washington was for a two-fold 
purpose, namely that of appearing be- 
fore the War Investigating Commission 
and to arrange for the sudden move- 
ment of the troops. The latter is 
denied at headquarters as the General 
is expected back to camp in a very few 
days. His presence will be required 
here in the preparations for the trip to 
Philadelphia as well as for the move- 
ment of the troops to the South. At 
the Adjutant General’s office there is 
an unusually large force of clerks at 
work, who will go with the corps to 
its camp. 

‘+A schedule of trains to leave Camp 
Meade for Philadelphia will be prepared 
so that there will be no delay whatever 
in the movement to that city. Eighty 
cars can be loaded on the sidings at the 
camp at one time. The present pur- 
pose is to limit the companies to about 
eighty men each, so as to accommodate 
them to the width of the narrowest 
street to be covered by the parade. The 
men will take three days’ rations with 
their blankets, overcoats, haversacks 
and canteens. They will leave the camp 
on October 25th so as not to impede 
the local traffic on the day of the civic 
parade, which occurs on the 26th. The 
return trip will be made on the 28th and 
the present plan is to start the first 
regiments to the South the same day.

LOSS OF 161. 


Passengers and Crew 
of a Liner Perish. 


Mohegan Driven Ashore at 
a Bad Spot. 


Only a Few Were Rescued by 
Life Savers. 


London, Oct. 15.—Word came late last 
night that the Mohegan of the Atlantic 
Transport company, formerly owned by 
the Wilson, Furness and Leyland line 
and called the Cleopatra, had gone ashore 
off the Lizzard, with a great loss of life. 
She left this city Thursday for New 
York with 50 passengers and a crew of 
160. The message represented the pas- 
sengers as drowning like rats. 

Another account says: “Bodies are 
washing ashore, one being of a lady, 
Jaghed to a plank, with both legs sev- 
ered.” 

When the Mohegan struck a gale was 
blowing and the sea was running high. 
Lifeboats put off from the Lizard and 
from Falmouth, one returning filled with 
passengers. Several were drowned, 
however, on the passage to the shore. 
Another lifeboat saved six persons. 

A later dispatch from Falmouth says 
that the Mohegan foundered, and was 
probably blown ashore by the heavy 
east wind after her machinery was dis- 
abled. Out of the 200 persons consti- 
tuting the passengers and crew only 31 
were saved. 

The coast at that point is extremely 
dangerous and has been the scene of 
mumerous wrecks. Some years ago there 
Was a movement sent on foot to get a 
Nghtship there, but it failed. 

The Mohegan (then the Cleopatra) 
made her maiden trip in August from 
London to New York. She had been 
launched a few months before at the 
yards of the Earles at Hull, Eng. She 
was a single screw steel vessel of 4510 
tons register, 480 feet long by 52 feet 
beam, and about 36 feet in depth of hold. 
She had accommodations for 125 passen- 
gers and a capacity for between 7000 and 
$000 tons of freight and 700 cattle. Her 
commander was Captain Griffiths, com- 
modore of the Atlantic Transport fleet.

Santiago, Oct. 15.—Heavy rains have 
been causing much sickness, especialy 
among the members of the signal ser- 
vice. Out of 53 men only 17 are availa- 
ble for duty. People who have lived 
here a lifetime are unable to understand 
the extraordinarily low death rate, aver- 
aging for October up to date 10 per day. 
During the same period of last year the 
deaths averaged 183 per diem.

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DISTRIBUTIV: TRADE. 


Beneticial Effect of «a Foreign Deman 
For Stapie Cereals. 

New York, Oct. 15.—While the advent 
of cooler weather in most sections has 
been instrumental in causing some of 
the improvement in the tone of distribu- 
tive trade perceptible at most markets 
this week, Bradstreet’s advises that the 
beneficial effect upon general business, 
and particularly upon agricultural 
products, of the reported improved de- 
mand abroad for our staple cereals, 
should not be lost sight of. 

A quiet and even slow trade is indi- 
cated by reports from most eastern 
points, the drygoods and text{fle trades 
generally reporting demand slower than 
expected, print cloths weak and the gen- 
eral cotton goods situation is not very 
strong, while wool and woolens are slow 
and dull. 

Railroad earnings and bank clearings 
show healthy increases over correspond- 
ing periods one year ago, when activity 
was especially marked. The general 
tone of prices is firm, all the prominent 
cereals figuring in the list of advances, 
while cotton decreased in price owing 
primarily to the heavy crop movement. 
The leather situation has attracted more 
attention because of the reported inten- 
tion to shut down large numbers of tan- 
neries in an effort to affect the price of 
hides, which are now said to be rela- 
tively higher than the finished product. 
The boot and shoe trade continues good, 
an example being furnished in the sta- 
tistics of Boston shipments for the year, 
which exceed those of one year ago by 
245,000 cases, or about 80 percent. 

Bank clearings aggregate $1,389,261,- 
652,, 5 percent less than last week, but 6 
percent larger than last year and 40 per- 
cent larger than in 1896. The total earn- 
ings of 13 roads, operating 91,000 miles of 
track, aggregate $46,653,354, a gain of 6

GUES ST. LOUIS. 


Good part of the Population Listened to 
President McKinley. 

St. Louis, Oct. 15.—Last night in the 
exposition building the greatest throng 
of people addressed by President Mc- 
Kinley under cover thus far during his 
present trip gave him a magnificent 
greeting. As he entered the Coliseum 
the immense crowd of probably 20,000 
people arose to its feet and cheered for 
several minutes. Outside there were 
twice as many unable to gain admit- 
tance. It was sometime before quiet 
could be restored and the president could 
begin his speech, of which the following 
is an abstract: 

“The people have borne the additional 
taxation made necessary by the war 
with the same degree of patriotism 
with the same degree of patriotism 
that characterized the soldier who en- 
listed to fight the country’s battles.

Hosts. 
| Realizing this dependency upon God,

New School Laws. 

In last April, May and June the state 
legislature enacted seven chapters of 
new school laws, which in some cases 
make radical changes from the former 
school laws. 

The legal school age now is from 
seven to fourteen years of age. 

No child ander fourteen shall be em- 
ployed for wages during the hours 
when the public schools are in session. 

No child under sixteen who cannot | 
read and write shall be employed in a, 
factory, workshop or mercantile es-! 
tablishment unless his or ber employer | 
sends to the superintendent of schools | 
the name of such child. 

No child under sixteen years of age 
shall be permitted to wander about the! 
town when the schools are in session. 
- The school registers shall be kept ac- | 
cording to law. 

The parent is subject to a maxinum 
fine of twenty dollars for at least ten 


months of school. 

The school census shall be taken in 
September instead of in May as 
formerly. |

AGAINST FREE SILVER. 


Committee of Sound Money Demo- 
crats Issues an Address, 


Opposed to the Chicago Plat- 
form Doctrines. 


Main Principles Not Affected by Local Politi- 
cal Conditions. 


Imdiianapolis, Oct. 17.—The national 
Democratic committee has issued the 
following address to the national Demo- 
crats: “Your national committee, 
speaking for the national Democratic 
party, congratulates the country on the 
emphatic and merited condemnation at 
the polls by the people in 1896 of the dis- 
honorable and dangerous doctrines pro- 
mulgated by the Chicago platform. The 
moral influence exerted by the Indian- 
apolis convention has amply compen- 
sated for the efforts made in behalf of 
unalloyed Democratic principles as held 
and taught by Jefferson, Jackson, Tilden 
and Cleveland; and today this platform 
is the rock and firm foundation on which 
alone a Democrat can rest his political 
faith. We therefore take this oppor- 
tunity to reaffirm with accumulated 
force the principles of our party as 
enunciated at Indianapolis in 1896. 

“We believe that the theory of so- 
called protection, which, in its last 
analysis, involves the spoilation of the 
many for the benefit of the few, is dis- 
honest, and that it directly and inevit- 
ably breeds trusts, monopolies, and those 
special privileges by which the cunni.: g 
and unscrupulous prey on their unsus- 
pecting and credulous fellow-citizens. 
The protective tax is not only dishon- 
est and oppressive, but it obstructs that 
free and natural interchange of com- 
modities which would increasingly tend 
to lessen the cost of the necessities and 
comforts of life to our wave-earning 
classes. It has destroyed our merchant 
navy. It has practically driven our flag 
from the seas, and has forcéd usinto the 
humiliating necessity of paying vast and 
constant tribute to other nations for 
ocean carriage. We oppose the exten- 
sion of this insular system to any colonies 
that we have acquired, or hereafter may 
acquire, and favor, as we always have 
favored, the widest freedom of trade. 
It is folly to think of securing foreign 
markets, unless we are willing to trade 
with foreign countries. Especially* do 
we denounce the Chicago platform for 
its virtual abandonment of this great 
and time-honored principle. 

“The doctrine of free silver is an ex- 
tension of the protective principle. Free 
coinage is the protection of a few silver 
mine owners at the expense of our labor- 
ing classes. This policy, were it adopt- 
ed, would rob the workers of half their 
earnings, and by unsettling values would 
bring about a paralysis of trade and 
commerce, and reduce us financially to 
the level of barbarous and uncivilized 
nations. We are unreservedly for the 
single gold standard, and oppose inter- 
national bimetalism, so called, as both 
impracticable and undesirable. We be- 
lieve that the theory of one standard, 
and the selection of gold as that stand- 
ard, has been struck off in the mint of 
human experience as the result of a 
slowly developed and beneficent evolu- 
tion in civilization. We protest against 
the pollution of the Democratic party by 
alliances with those financial declara- 
tions that are at war with its old and true 
creed. 

“With the situation as it existsin some 
of the various states, we have no prov- 
ince to interfere. The national Demo- 
erats of each state must solve their local 
problems in such a way as may seem to 
them most likely to insure the triumphs 
of the principles for which the national 
organization stands, and to the main 
tenance of ~ hich it is solemnly pledged. 
We seek no offices and wish for no re- 
wards except those that flow from the 
consciousness of duty done. Our prin- 
ciples—the gold standard, monetary 
reform, tariff for revenue only, civil 
service reform, rigid economy in the ad- 
ministration of the government, the 
maintenance of law and order, freedom 
of contract, and the protection of all con- 
tract rights—must tyiumph if our rep- 
resentative federal republic is to be per- 
petuated. In behalf of these principles, 
we appeal to the sober, settled judgment 
of the American people. We should be 
prepared now and at all times to defend 
them against assault from any quartet.

It is n@thing more or less than a 
partisan machine annex to the Repub- 
lican pai“y fun by Elihu Root, a Re- 
publican attorney for corporations and 
trusts. What right has he to select a 
man for us to endorse? Root is assisted 
in his manipulation of this machine by 
Joseph H. Choate, who is also a Repub- 
licun attorney for big trusts and cor- 
porations in this state, and I would like 
to know if he is a fit man to dictate nom- 
inations to Tammany hall in regard to 
its selections for the bench. These 
men would not endorse a good, sound 
Democrat for office, no matter how fit 
he wis. 

“I am informed that a majority of the 
signers of the petition do not vote in 
New York city. The Democratic party 
is not yet ready to entrust its nomina- 
tions for the judiciary to a clique of 
lawyers representing the biggest trusts 
and cerporations in the state, and who 
are working in the interests of the Re- 
publican party.

Our Place Among the Nations. 

Boston, Oct. 17.—Rev. Dr. Harcourt of 
Baltimore delivered a lecture Sunday on 
“Our Place Among the Nations.” He 
suid in part: ‘The birth of the Ameri- 
can republic was a wonderful event in 
the world’s history. It had in it the 
promise of a great and glorious future. 
The age in which it was born was an age 
of expectancy. 

“For 90 dacs we have been at war with 
a nation without a conscience, without 
a principle; with the fag end of a race 
that once had in it the promise of great- 
ness and glory. Once Spain owned a 
larger part of Europe and the greater 
part of America; but her oppressions, 
cruelty and injustice have reduced her 
to less than a fourth rate power; indeed 
she seems now to be in the very agonies 
of dissolation. The victory: we have 
gained over Spain, properly translated, 
means tyranny cannot endure, and lib- 
erty based on justice is, irrespective of 
race or relizion, the universal ideal and 
must become the common possession of 
all humanity. The American people are 
not easily provoked, but when once 
aroused their enemies had better sue for 
peace.” 


NtWs IN BRIEF. 


The Forty-seventh New York has the 
honor of being the first American organ- 
ization to enter the capital of Porto 
Rico. 

The annual parade in Providence of 
the Knights of Columbus of Rhode 
Island was a most successful event. 
About 1,000 were in line. 

Richard Palmer of Brooklyn arrived 
at the city hall in New York yesterday, 
having ridden from Cincinnati in 83 
hours. The former record was 101 
hours. : 

Fire destroyed a three-story brick 
building in Plainfield, N. J., entailinga 
loss of about $60,000. The building was 
occupied by the Barge Cycle company 
and a rumber of families. 

It is expected in the highest circles 
that the Chinese emperor will be for- 
mally deposed Nov. 23, the birthday of 
the empress dowager, and that Prince 
Jun, a boy of 13, will be nominated as 
his successor. 

Dr. Charles J. Milliken, a prominent 
citizen of Cherryfield, Me., and one of 
the leading physicians of eastern Maine, 
died Sunday of paralysis. He was a 
graduate of the Harvard medical school, 
and had been in continuous practice for 
30 years. 

A cash balance in bank exceeding 
$30,000 now stands to the credit of the 
trans-Mississippi exposition. There are 
15 days remaining. All railroads in this 
territory have made a half cent a mile 
rate for the last week of the fair. To- 
day was Odd Fellows’ day. 

The American Lamp Chimney com- 
pany, composed of eastern and Toledo 
capital amounting to $750,000, has been 
organized to start a factory. The first 
factory will be built in Toledo, the 
ground to be broken this week. Other 
factories will be put up as business 
progresses. 

Philip Layeux of Lewiston, about 19 
years of age, became intoxicated, it is 
alleged, and was stowed away by his 
friends in a cellar. Later it was dis- 
covered that he was dead, and further 
examination showed that his neck was 
broken. The supposition is that he fell 
down the cellar stairs, 

The stars and stripes will be formally 
raised at San Juan Tuesday. Brigadier 
General Fred D. Grant will be given 
command of the district of San Juan, 
comprising the jurisdictions of Arecibo, 
Bayamon and Humacoa, with the ad- 
jacent islands. Brigadier General Guy 
V. Henry will be given command of the 
other portions of Porto Rico.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Ato L, and today 
gives the fourth instalment of the M’s :

A Good Improvement. 

Work was commenced this morning 
widening Hancock street, on the west 
side, at its junction with Granite 
street, carrying out the order recently 
passed by the City Council. The cut 
starts at nothng at the corner of the 
building occupied by John W. Nash 
and makes a graceful curve to the frent 
of the store of E. B. Souther where the 
cut is three feet back of the present 
line of the sidewalk. The widest cut 
at any point is fifteen feet, A large 
part of the present sidewalk, and at 
some points all of it, will be thrown 
into the street and for this purpose the 
old elm trees on the corner, which 
have about outlived their usefulness, 
are being removed. 

There are seven along the 
present sidewalk six of which will be 
removed. -When the improvements are 
completed there will be a brick side 
walk around the corner ten feet wide 
which will make a contiuous brick 
walk from City Hall to Granite street.

George Gary Bush was born in the 
town of Turin, northern New York, 
March 19, 1843. He was prepared 
for college at Cazenovia Seminary, N. 
Y., and graduated from the Wesleyan 
University at Middletown, Ct., in 1866. 
For the succeeding eight years he was 
engaged in teaching either as principal 
or superintendent of schools, and later 
as professor of Latin and Greek in the 
seminary at Montpelier, Vt. His work 
was everywhere very successful, and 
in Vermont he soon ranked with the 
best classical teachers in the state. 

Resigning his chair in the summer 
of 1874, he spent the next four years 
in Europe in the study of languages, 
history and archwology. Upon his 
return to America in 1878 two universi- 
ties invited him to a place in their 
faculties, but his health had become so 
seriously impaired that he was obliged 
to decline. In 1889 he filled for a time 
a vacancy in the Latin chair at Middle- 
bury College, but with that exception 
he did not again engage in teaching. 
Until his health no longer permitted, 
he devoted much time to the writing 
of newspaper and magazine articles, 
and to the preparation of monographs 
upon the'history of education in this 
country and in Germany. Among the 
latter that have been published are 
‘‘The First German Universities,’’ 
‘The First Common Schools of New 
England,’’ ‘*Harvard: The First 
American University,’’ ‘The History 
of Education in Florida’’ and ‘‘The 
History of Higher Education in Massa- 
chusetts.’’ He also prepared histories 
of eduaction in New Hampshire and in 
Vermont, which are to be published, 
as were those of Florida and Massa- 
chusetts, by the United States bureau 
of education. 

In 1878 Prof. Bush received the 
degree of doctor of philosphy, and was 
elected a member of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Society, and in 1885 of the 
American Historical Association, 
which is composed of the leading 
historical scholars of America. 

Prof. Bush was twice married, but

Intercession of Mayor Gives Em- 
ployment to Many. 


It is perhaps not generally known 
that the putting in of underground 
conduits by the New Enlgand Tele- 
phone Co. is a great benefit to Quincy. 
First, because it will remove many of 
the wires from the street and, second, 
and most important, because it is 
giving employment to a large number 
of citizens who are in need of work. 

The amount to be expended in 
Quincy at present is over $20,000, of 
which amount over three-fourths is to 
be expended in labor. Aside, from the 
two or three, men from Boston who 
superintend the work, all the labor is 
being done by citizens of Quincy. In 
many cities and towns where this work 
is being done, the labor is by non- 
residents, but when the Telephone Co. 
signified its intention to commence 
work in Quincy the management was 
waited upon by Mayor Sears, who re- 
quested them to have the work in 
Quincy performed by citizens . of 
Quincy. The request was readily 
granted with the result that the crowd 
that have followed the company from 
place to place doing this work were 
unable to obtain a job in Quincy. 

This means much to our laboring 
people for the men are paid the same 
as city laborers and the money goes 
into the pockets of our own citizens. 
The only regret is that the company 
could not have commenced work earlier 
in the season, which however, was im- 
possible. They report that it is their 
intention to keep the men at work just 
as long as possible, which meais until 
snow flies or ground is frozen too hard 
to dig.

Young Men’s Christian Association 
was observed Sunday by a series of 
services in many of the churches, the 
aim being to place before the people 
the work and object of the Association, 
and as such it was successful, for the 
several services were largely attended.

Up Earnestly. 


Quincy Must Share in Growth of 


(reater Boston. 


Hancock Street Should be Wid- 


ened and Have Reservation. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


If Quincy is to keep pace with other 
towns and cities of Greater Boston, she 
ought to move at once to secure one or 


more wide public ways which should 


have in the centre ample space for 
electric railway, and on either side 
macadamized roadway for pleasure 


riding, as well as good sidewalks for 
pedestrians. Effort should be im- 
mediately made to secure from the 
Metropolitan Park Commission the 
laying out and building of the shore 
parkway on the promise of which the 
representatives to the legislature, from 
Quincy and adjoining towns are said to 
have been induced to vote last winter 
for the larger appropriation to be ex- 
pended by that board. 

The writer believes that if the City 
of Quincy would secure for a reasona- 
ble sum, the water front through Nor- 
folk Downs and Wollaston Park, the 
Metropolitan Park Commission would 
immediately locato and build the park- 
way, with funds already in their hands. 

Some few years ago, this water front 
was offered free provided the parkway 
was built within a reasonable time. 
The writer is informed that the price 
set upon the land now is deemed by the 
commission, prohibitory. If Quincy 
wauts this great improvement she must 
act at once. 

Hancock from the Neponset 
bridge to Quincey Square should be 
straightened and widened, so that a 
space in centre might be reserved for 
electric railway, surface or elevated, or 
both. 

On one side should be a macadamized 
way reserved for light carriages, on the 
other a paved way for heavier teams. 
This fine wide avenue would make 
a gateway to Quincy to compare in 
some degree with the ways from Boston 
to other cities in the district. 

Some three years ago when the 
Quincy Board of Trade was considering 
this improvement it was estimated by 
the Commissioner of Public Works that 
the cost would be about eighty thous- 
and dollars. Others estimated it as high

as a bLundred thousand. Supposing 
it cost more than the latter amount. 


The money can be borrowed on long 
time at from 3 to 3 1-2 per cent. The 
right to use the portion set apart for 
electric surface and elevated ought to 
earn an annual rental sufficient to pay 
the annual interest charged and provide 
a sinking fund to pay the bonds at 
maturity. 

Quincy has doubled

than street 


railways, for getting to Boston have 
stood still or gone backward, In this 
day of wonderfal improvement, we 


ought to provide some way of going to 
Boston as often as every quarter of an 
hour and in, not exceeding fifteen or 
twenty minutes’ time. If we do not get 
these facilities then we shall fall behind 
other section of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict. 

A parkway should connect Merry- 
mount Park with the State Reservation 
at West Quincy. We have aright to 
expect that this work will be done 
sooner or later by the State, but it 
never will be begun until our people 
take up the matter earnestly. In all 
this the writer does not express his 
own personal desires. He would much 
prefer to put back the march of pro- 
gress in Quincy at least twenty years, 
so far as population or street trans- 
portation is concerned. That old 
fogyism and the writer confesses it, 
but he recognizes that the world 
moves; particularly that portion 
clustered around Massachusetts bay. 

Nothing can prevent the doubling of 
this Metropolitan district in the next 
twenty years, both in population and 
commercial importance. Quincy must 
share in it. If we don’t like it, and 
can’t stand it, then we must get out. 
The great majority do like it, and will 
remain. If the people demand an ugly 
elevated structure through our 
streets, somebody will find the men 
and money to build it. If we begin 
now we may guide and direct these 
movements so that they will mar as 
little as possible, and be conducted, on 
the whole for the general welfare.

Browbeating Not Attempted 
by the Department.

Washington, Oct. 17.—Secretary Alger 
was asked Sunday if it was the purpose 
of the war department to take offtcial 
action concerning the statements made 
by Major Seaman, surgeon of the First 
volunteer engineers. “‘Not at all,” re- 
plied the secretary, “not at all.” 

“I want it to be understood distinctly 
that any officer or man in the army. may

fpeak freely and unreservedly concern- 
ing his observations of the war without 
the slightest fear of possible conse- 
quences. While I am secretary of war 
no man shall be the sufferer for speaking 
what he believes to be the truth. Above 
all, the witnesses who appear before tle 
war investigation commission shall ve 
protected to the fullest extent. The 
commission and the country want the 
fucts, and no obstacle shall be placed in 
the way of getting them, We are all 
interested in having the clearest light 
thrown upon the conduct of the war, 
and the standing or promotion of no 
enlisted man or commissioned officer 
shall be affected in the slightest way by 
any testimony or other assistance he 
may give the commission. We mean 
to keep absolute faith with the wit- 
nesses. I cannot be more explicit than 


that.” 
HOBSON AND HIS WORK. 


Feels Sanguine That He Will Have the 
Colon Afloat. 

Santiago, Oct. 17.—Naval Constructor 
Hobson, who arrived here from the 
wreck of the Cristobal Colon, has gone 
to Guantanamo on business connected 
with the Infanta Maria Teresa, which 
he expects to get off to the United States 
before the end of the month. Mr. Hob- 
son has built a trolley line out to the 
Colon, a distance of 150 feet, with a sus- 
pension bridge; and the compressed air 
pumps are in position. On his return 
from Guantanamo he will push his oper- 
ations vigorously, as he still feeis abso- 
lutely certain of raising the hull unin- 
jured. 

In Guantanamo bay there are several 
schooners loaded with coal for the fleet. 
Demurrage expenses being very heavy, 
the senior officer, Captain Chester, or- 
dered sheds to be built on shore so that 
the vessels might unload, thus makinga 
temporary coaling depot. This act has 
raised a hubbub among the Cubans, and 
is one reason given by the Cuban gen- 
eral, Perez, for not disbanding his troops. 
He claimed that the Americans have no 
right to establish a coaling station with- 
out the permission of the Cuban gov- 
ernment. It is generally believed in 
Santiago among the Cubans that his 
promise to disband was only a scheme 
to obtain rations for himself and his 
troops by pretending to go to work, 
whereas now he makes several excuses 
for not disbanding. 

Lieutenant Colonel A. A. Wiley, lieu- 
tenant governor of Santiago, has re- 
turned from a trip to Guantanamo. In 
his report to General Wood regarding 
the condition of the civil government 
there, he says the rotten and cumber- 
fome machinery of the clerical staffs is 
large enough to keep going a city of 10 
times the size and population of Guan- 
tanamo. In the mayor's office he found 
10 clerks, a messenger and a janftor at 
salaries ranging from $150 a month down 
to $40. All wanted pay from July 26, 
claiming that they had been ordered by 
the American authorities to stay on 
duty. The police department.consists of 
a chief, a Neutenant, a sergeant, a cor- 
poral and 14 men at salaries of from $175 

month down to $45. Lieutenant Col- 
onel Wiley recommends that the mayor's 
staff be reduced to one clerk and an office 
boy and the police department to one 
marshal and three assistants. 

Sunday morning the city was alive 
with flags, music and processions. The 
church bells at dawn began to celebrate 
the 13th anniversary of the declaration 
of Cuban independence, which was post- 
poned from Oct. 10 on account of the 
rain. The principal procession went to 
the cemetery, where were unveiled the 
monuments presented by Cuban refu- 
gees, who lived in Jamaica, in honor of 
Marti and Cespedes. The widow of 
Cespedes was the guest of honor. The 
procession marched through the princi- 
pal streets, which were decorated with 
flags and flowers. The ceremonies at the 
cemetery were very impressive. The 
procession then went from the cemetery 
to the slaughter house famed as the 
Scene of the massacre of the crew of the 


Virginius and of Cubans without num- 
ber. 


Traveling In Style and Comfort. 
Washington, Oct. 17.—The war inves- 
tigating commission left Sunday for the 
South. The party comprised 24 persons,

ton. It has been fitted out with the view 
of rendering the party comfortable, and 
at the same time making it possible for 
the members to pursue their labors very 
much as if they were in their quarters in 
Washington. It consists of a combina- 
tion baggage and parlor smoker, dining 
car, a sleeper composed exclusively of 
drawing rooms for the members of the 
commission, a 12-section double drawing 
room sleeper and the private car of Gen- 
eral Dodge, chairman of the commission.

Suggest on of Arbitration. 

Madrid, Oct. 17.—The conservative 
organ renews the suggestion of a semi- 
official paper regarding arbitration be- 
tween the United States and Spain. It 
says: “The negotiations at present are 
going on without touching the question 
of the Philippines, which is most ob- 
scure and which lends itself to the grav- 
est dissensions. Owing to the vague- 
ness and lack of clearness of the proto- 


col, the commissioners are meeting with- 


serious difficulties. It has been said 
that if our adversaries are obstinate in 
their exaggerated demands. Mr. Sa- 
gasta should address the European g0v- 
ernments, asking arbitration at least 
upon the points as to which an agree- 
ment should not be reached; but in 
view of the electoral struggle now in 
full vigor in the United States and of 
the declamations of the jingo press, 
which affirms without limits the rights 
of the conqueror, it is safe to assume 
that a request for arbitration would be 
without avail and serve no other pur- 
pose than loss of time.” 


7, ace Jubilee In Chicago. 

Chicago, Oct. 17.—The national peace 
jubilee of Chicago was inaugurated last 
night with a union thanksgiving ser- 
vice at the auditorium. President Mc- 
Kinley attended, and listened to ad- 
dresses by a Jewish rabbi, a Roman 
Catnolic priest, a Presbyterian clergy- 
man and a noted colored orator. The 
applause for the president was terrific, 
and at one time he was compelled to rise 
in his box and respond to the frantic 
cheering of the audience. The services, 
however, were of a religious character. 

Booker T. Washington was the last 
speaker. He said in part: ‘“‘This country 
has been most fortunate in her victories. 
She has twice measured arms with Ens- 
land and has won. She has met t he 
spirit of rebellion within her own Dbor- 
ders and was victorious. She has met 
the proud Spaniard and he lies pros- 
trate at her feet. All this is well, it is 
magnificent. But there remains one 
Other victory for Americans to win—a 
victory as far-reaching and important 
as any that hasoccurred. We havesuc- 
ceeded in every conflict except in the 
effort to conquer ourselves in the ttot- 
ting out of racial prejudices. We can 
eelebrate the era of peace in no more 
effectual way than by a firm resolve on 
the part of the northern and southern 
men, black men and white men, that the 
trenches which we together dug around 
Santiago shall be the eternal burial 
place of all that which separates us in 
our business and civil relations. Let 
us be as generous in peace as we have 
been brave in battle. Until we thus 
conquer ourselves I make no empty 
statement when I say that we shall 
have, especially in the southern part of 
our country, a cancer gnawing at the 
heart of this republic that shall one day 
prove as dangerous as an attack from an 
army from without or within.” 


“The Lad From Lowell.” 

New York, Oct. 17.—Martin Flaherty, 
the Lowell featherweight, is out witha 
challenge to meet any man in the world 
from i126 to 130 pounds, Tommy White f 
Chicago preferred. Flaherty’s manager 
says that his man disputes White's right 
to the 126-pound championship, on the 
strength of his defeat of Danny Mc- 
Bride at Coney island two weeks ago. 
He says that Flaherty has beaten Mc- 
Bride twice at that weight, and also won 
from lLarrv Burns of Cohoes. With 
these victories, as well as a decision over 
Frank Erne and “draws” with Spike 
Sullivan and Jack Downey to his credit 
Harvey claims that White must meet 
the lad from Lowell befure the cham- 
pionship at 126 pounds can be positively 
decided. 


Victim of Alcoholism.

Phe r National League Sexson Sncecessfa 
In All Kespects. 

Boston, Oct. 17.—Saturday the Bostons 
closed the season by downing the Bal- 
timores, and the Washingtons lost to 
the New Yorks ina game of ll innings. 
The Brooklyns finished with a vic- 
tory over the Philadelphia team, and 
Louisvilles beat the Clevelands. In 
three cities attempts were made to play 
second games, but darkness stopped the 
contests before the required number of 
innings could be played. Cold weather 
interfered with the games in Pittsburg. 

Not only has the season been a great 
success in Boston from @ playing stand- 
point, but financially the game has been 
exceedingly profitabla The club has 
made more money than any other team, 
and the three owners will receive good 
sized dividends. The Baltimore club, 
on the other hand, has had a disastrous 
season, and, though the club has fin- 
ished second, the season has been a fi- 
nancia! failure, resulting in a loss of 
fully $15,000. But for the Sunday ball 
some of the clubs would have fared far 
worse than has been the case. Chicago 
and Cincinnati had record-breaking 
crowds, amd Louisville played to far 
better business than the previous year. 
New York and Pittsburg joined the 
Sabbath-playing clubs, the for:ner only 
playing Sunday games at home at the 
close of the season. This left the Bos- 
ton.and Philadelphia clubs as the only 
ones that did not play Sunday ball, 

The double umpire system proved a 
success, and will undoubtedly be re- 
tained another season. The choice of 
incumbents was not happy in all cases, 
and the men were not mated as well as 
could have been desired. One great 
fault of the system was that the um- 
pires did not work intelligently together.

An Exodas of Ruffians. 

London, Oct. 17.—With an important 
act enabling prisoners to testify in their 
own defence, which has hitherto not 
been permitted in England, there algo 
came into operation a law fromed with 
a view to ridding London of a vile phase 
of life which has increased rapidly in 
recent years. A magistrate may now 
sentence to hard labor as a rogue and 
vagabond a man whom the police know 
to be living off the proceeds of a 
woman's prostitution. Hitherto these 
women have been so degraded and ter- 
rorized that they would not prosecute 
these men even when brutally ill-treated 
by them. 

The fellows hitherto have frequented 
nightly the haunts of impurity, know- 
ing that the police did not dare to inter- 
fere with them. The new law is being 
rigorously enforced, and as a conse- 
quence the exodus of ruftians from the 
notorious quarters has already begun. 
They are mostly going to South Africa.

Canada as the Open Door. 

Washington, Oct. 18.—Commissioner 
Powderly of the immigration burean 
has received a voluminous report fro1r 
Robert Watchorn, am immigration in- 
spector at New York, who some months 
ago Was instructed by Mr 


Powderly t 
go to Europe and investigate the causes 
which have resulted in diverting the 
flow of immigration from United States 
to Canadian ports, and also the facts as 
1o the practice of charitab!e institutions 
in assisting paupers, criminals and other 
e to the United States. 
Mr. Watchorn finds that the strict en- 
forcenient of our immigration laws, 
particularly at New York, has resulted 
in compelling unscrupulous agents 
abroad to seek to evade them by sending 
the most undesirable classes to Canada, 
at the same time assuring them that 
they would find little or no difficulty 
in passing the border into the United 
States. In very many imstances Mr. 
Watchorn thinks this scheme has been 
successfully carried out. 

He finds upon investigation that much 
stringent immigration laws than 
formerly are being enacted by all the 
new countries, including Aus tralia, so 
that practically this is the only country 
now left open forf the undesirable 
classes. Nearly all of the old countries 
of Europe are also more stric tly enforc- 
ing their immigration laws, and at the 
same time they offer little objection 
to the departure of the indignant and 
criminal classes. Mr. Watchorn says 
that a large number of emigrants re- 
ceive help from charits ible societies and 
institutions in nearly all of the Euro 
pean capitals. 

New Move to ° Be Tri ried. 

Brockton, Oct. 18.- -The lasters are 
again trying to be aggressive in the 
strike and have had several speakers re 
cently who have greatly stirred up the 
men. The reports of the alle ged weak- 
ening on their part have aroused the 
officials, who are more urgent than ever 
to the men. A new move will be tried at 
once to bring about the much wanted 
finish of the strike. 

The chief of pickets has a new method 
with which he is believed to expect to 
let the manufacturers know that the 
strikers are still active and as determined 
as ever.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Ato L, and today 
give sthe fifth instalment of the M’s:

Made a Doctor of Laws, 

Chicago, Oct. 18.—The University of 
Chicago has conferred upon President 
McKinley the degree of doctor of laws. 
Eight hundred people applauded to the 
echo as President Harper placed around 
the shoulders of the nation’s executive 
the hood of purple—purple to indi- 
cate, as Dr. Harper said in Latin, that 
the recipient of the degree “had sur- 
passed other men in native genius and 
devotion to it.” 

The address on behalf of the trustees 
was given by Rev. Dr. Alonzo K. Par- 
ker. He spoke on “The Firm Founda- 
tion of National Peace,” and his con- 
cluding sentences were terse and sig- 
nificant. He finished as follows: ‘“Di- 
vine indeed were the tasks for which the 
good sword excalibar was appointed. 
It must drive out the heathen hordes 
from the fair fields they would lay 
waste; it must ruthlessly cut down the 
eruel and bloody men by whom the de- 
fenceless were oppressed. In holy ven- 
geance it must make short work with all 
who withstand established order and 
defy righteous laws; but to the divinely 
appoirted task of the sword there is an 
end. Hail the promise of that day. 
Then in the great banqueting hall, 
where the feast of the jubilee of peace 
igs spread, men shall turn from the 
solemn glory of the windows which em- 
blazon righteous wars to fix their eyes 
upon the great western window, vacant 
longer, but glowing with the pic- 
tured record of that achievement most 
illustrious and memorable in human 
annals, in which war itself is conquered 
and the sword of warfare is cast away.” 

After leaving the university the presi- 
dent was driven to the First regiment 
armory, where he received the public 
informally. Great crowds thronged the 
streets, clamoring for admission to the 
armory, and only a part succeeded in 
meeting the president during the time 
scheduled for the reception. In the 
evening a dinner was tendered the 
president at a hotel by President Harper 
of the university.

NO LONGER »* PANISH, 


At Non Tue.day Yorto Rico 
Amer cin Territory, 

Washington, Oct. 19.—In view of the 
fact that at noon Tuesday, with the ac- 
quisition of the island of Porto Rico by 
the United States, about 800,000 inhab- 
itants of that island lose their Spanish 
citizenship, the question as to what 
shall become of these people politically 
becomes of importance. 

Madrid advices report that leading 
citizens in Porto Rico have already 
taken to become naturalized as 
United States citizens. This is an error, 
for existing law provides no way in 
which this change of citizenship can be 
effected by the residents of the island. 

Inquiry into this subject at the state 

epartment discloses the fact that con- 
gress will probably be cailed upon by 
the president to confer citizenship upon 
the Porto Ricans in the same act as that 
which must be passed to provide a 
stable form of government for the 
island.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to L,.and today 
gives the Millers of each ward, making 
the sixth instalment of the M’s:

A Scotsman Who Ruled Russia. 

Although not generally known, it is 
a matter of history that an alien, a 
Scotsman, once held the reins of gov- 
ernment in Russia, and to him that 
country owes her civilization, govern- 
ment and present position among the 
nations. Patrick Gordon was born in 
Auchleuchries, Aberdeenshire, March 
81, 1635. His father was of the Haddo 
branch of the Gordons, and his mother 
was an Ogilvie. He went to seek his 
fortune in Russia and became a soldier 
of great bravery in the Russian army 
in the time of AlexisI and had now 
attained the rank of colonel. By his 
bravery and success he gained the love 
of the army and the esteem of the whole 
natiop and had under hiscontrol 12,000 
newly formed soldiery, who were un- 
der foreign officers in the town of Mos- 
cow. Gordon himself had the czar’s 
command not to leave the capital, but 
his authority extended over all provinces 
except those in which the southern army 
were engaged under General Shein, yet 
the latter had express orders from the 
czar not to undertake anything of mo- 
ment with Genera] Gordon’s advice.—

The Fall River Plan. 

Fall River, Oct. 19.—The spindleage of 
the city is reckoned to be about 3,000,000. 
Millis running 2,500,000 spindles will be 
represented in the new plan of selling 
and curtailing. All of these spindles are 
not engaged upon the four kinds of goods 
that are to be the subject of the trust, 
but there are 44 print cloth mills repre- 
sented in the agreement. 

The most important phase is the four 
weeks’ curtailment, which will begin im- 
mediately. It is not at all unlikely that 
some of the mills will be shut down next 
week. It may be that other agents will 
find it impossible to shut down, and these 
will pay a penalty of half a cent a spin- 
dle a week to a general fund which is to 
be divided up among the corporatfonsin 
the agreement.

ANTI-EXPANSIONIST. 


Insuperable Objection to Colonizing an 
Inferior Country- 

New York, Oct. 19.—Ex-Secretary of 
the Navy Herbert put himself on rec- 
ord as an anti-expansionist at a dinner 
given by the Quill club last night. 
Speaking on the subject “Our Place 
Among the Nations,” he said in part: 
“What is our place among the nations 
now and what will it be in the future, 
which is coming so fast upon us? Will 
this great government fall a victim to 
its own ambition, or will a go on in 

as it has in the past” 
The “United States can defend their 
interests upon the high seas wherever 
those interests may be; but there is no 
need for foreign alliance. We can de- 
fend our possessions all over the world 
ainst the world, 

— danger lies in another direction. 
No thoughtful man can deny that there 
are dangers ahead. We have passed 
the parting of the ways. First it was 
Alaska; next came Hawaii; next Porto 
Rico, and now it looks very much as if 
Cuba would gravitate in our direction, 
not to speak of the Philippines. No man 
can say that any of these countries is 
fit to become a part of our own. Two 
centuries of history show that the Dan- 
ish, Dutch, French and British West 
Indies have not been colonized success- 
fully. There is an insuperable objection 
to colonizing a country already popu- 
lated by inferior people.” 


El- ction of a Democratic House. 

Lynn, Oct. 19.—The theme of Congress- 
man Boutelle’s remarks last night ata 
meeting of the Essex club was that all 
questions for national settlement should 
be considered in a calm and patriotic 
spirit. He spoke of the Venezuelan dis- 
pute and how it had fallen from public 
attention, saying that there were prob- 
ably not 20 people in the country who 
knew the present status of the matter. 
He declared that the war was a splendid 
achievement, and urged general support 
of the administration, 

Senator Lodge said in a letter: “The 
dispatches from Europe tell us, which is 
no doubt perfectly true, that the Spanish 
minister is delaying a settlement at 
Paris because he is in hopes the Demo- 
crats will carry the house of representa- 
tives in opposition to the president. A 
vote therefore for a Democratic con- 
gressman, however patriotic and hon- 
estly intended, is, under existing cir- 
cumstances, a vote for a Democratic 
house, and the election of the Demo- 
eratic house will be an encouragement to 
Spain and would help her commissioners 
against the representatives of the United 
States. Ata time like this every Massa- 
thusetts district ought to send to congress 
aman about whose support of the presi- 
dent there can be neither cavil nor ques- 
tion.” 


Wire Mill Employes Enjoined. 

Cleveland, Oct. 19.—Judge Hammond 
of the United States circuit court, in 
granting the application of the American 
Steel and Wire company for an injunc- 
tion against the striking wire drawers, 
holds that those seeking employment in 
the place of atrikers have rights which 
labor unions and strikers are bound to 
respect; and that one of the rights of 
each citizen is that of unobstructed ac- 
cess to the place where work is to be 
done, and over the streets and highways 
and usual approaches to such place. 
This freedom of access is not at all in- 
consistent with the right of strikers to 
use the same streets and highways for 
the lawful conduct and maintenance of 
the strike by peaceable entreaty or argu- 
ment with men intending to supplant 
them in employment. 

The injunction restrains the strikers 
from in any manner interfering with the 
operation of the complainant's mills, 
and from molesting or intimidating, or 
threatening those desiring to work at the 
mills, and from congregating and picket- 
ing the mill er the houses of the em- 
ployes for the purpose of intimidation. 


Bioodhound's Keen Scent. 

Manchester, Vt., Oct. 19.—The body of 
Milton Walker was located in the Bat- 
tenkill river by a bloodhound yesterday 
morning. Walker was ill with the 
measles and asked his nurse to get him 
a drink of water. When she returned 
he was missing. Searching parties were 
organized with no success, and finally 
F. D. Giddings, who has a well trained 
bloodhound, was sent for. When the 
dog was brought in to the room he im- 
mediately took the scent and followed 
the trail until he came to the bank of 
the river, where he stopped and would 
go no further. Two men waded about 
two-thirds of the distance across the 
river and found the body. 


Seven Years For Villainy. 

Providence, Oct. 19.—Harry Chapman 
Schooley was brought before Judge 
Douglass yesterday at the session of the 
common pleas division of the supreme 
court at West Kingston. He was ar- 
rested at Watch Hill Aug. 12, charged 
with an assault upon Maria A, Flynn, 
which resulted in the drowning of the 
young woman. No indictment for mur- 
der was brought by the grand jury, but 
the prisoner was sentenced by the court 
to state prison for a term of seven years 
at hard labor. 


William and the Sultan. 

Constantinople, Oct. 19.—Replying to an 
address presented by a deputation of the 
Swiss in Constantinople, who are under 
German protection, the emperor said his 
policy in Turkish affairs was identical 
with his grandfather's, which was now 
bearing fruit. “The excellent relations 
subsisting between his imperial majesty, 
the sultan, and myself,” he observed, 
“show how the two empires, despite dif- 
ference of race and religion, can remain 
on terms of friendship for their mutual 
advancement.” 


Complaint of the Khedive, 

London, Oct. 19.—The Chronicle this 
morning says that Emperor William 
abandoned his proposed Egyptian trip 
because he learned that petitions were 
to be thrown into his. carriage praying 
him to help terminate the British occu- 
pation. The khedive, who, during his 
recent visit to European capitals, com- 
plained to public men that Egypt is un- 
der an intolerable tyranny, instigated 
the scheme. 


Sardine Factory Burned, 

Eastport, Me., Oct. 19.—The Broad 
Cove Packing company’s sardine fac- 
tory was destroyed by fire yesterday, 
causing a loss of from $12,000 to $15,000, 
The property was partly covered by in- 
surance. One hundred and eighty em- 
ployes are thrown out of work. The fire 
originated in the boiler room and spread 
rapidly.

INEXTRIGABLE MASS, 


Police and Marines Overpowered In 
Chicago, 


Could Not Keep the Crowd In 
Control. 


Ulothing Stripped From the Bodies of the 
Struggling People. 


Chics go, Oct. 20.—Directly the Seventh 
Infantry had passed in Wednesday's 
procession in observance of the peace 
jubilee President McKinley left the re- 
viewing stand and went into the Union 
League clubhouse. Three cheers were 
Given him as he left, and the three 
cheers were nearly the death signal for 
many people. 

All day long the pressure of the crowd 
on the police lines at the two ends of the 
Square, in the center of which the 
Union League clubhouse is situated, 
had been enormous. They opened their 
lines just as the crowd in front of the 
clubhouse was cheering the president, 
and the people, thinking some new ex- 
titement was on, hastened from both 
towards the center. Seeing the 
awful crush that must inevitably ensue, 
the police made desperate efforts to push 
the crowd back toward the ends of the 
square, but without avail. Detach- 
ments of soldiers and marines were hur- 
ried to their assistance, but In a short 
time they too were powerless. Finally, 
after pushing, the marines 
cleared a2 small space and, forming in 
line, fixed bayonets and stood shoulder 
to shoulder, trying to hold back the 
spectators. The effurt was futile, and, 
peeing that the bayonets must infallibly 
result in loss of Ufe if kept on the level, 
the marines snatched them off and then 
it was all over. 

Marines, soldiers and policemen were 
utterly helpless. Tighter and tighter 
the crush became, and then came from 
women and men cries of distress and 
calls for help. A large stand had been 
erected on the north side of the square 
opposite the clubhouse on vacant 
ground. All along the edge of this 
stand hands were reached to the strug- 
giers below, and hundreds of men, 
women and children were dragged into 
the stand. Cloaks, overcoats and skirts 
were torn to shreds, and in numerous 
instances torn completely from the 
bodies of the wearers as the rescuers 
dragged them hastily over the railings. 
Some of those who were being hauled 
from the jam would be half way to 
safety when those below would attach 
themselves with a frantic clutch to the 
upgoing man or woman. After nearly 
half an hour of this sort of thing the 
crowd wgs thinned so that a long breath 
was possible, and comparative quiet was 
restored. No lives were lost.

Territorial Expangion Not Atways Neces- 
sary to National Advancement, 

The jubilee festivities were shifted 
last night to the interior of the Audi- 
torium, and the third and last scene to 
be enacted within the great hall was the 
most brilliant, beautiful and successful 
of them all. It was the banquet ten- 
dered to the president of the United 
States and other guests by citizens of 
Chicago. No similar event ever heid 
within the Auditorium surpassed it in 
brilliancy and simple elegance. 

In the course of his remarks Chairman 
MacVeugh said: “Our people welcome 
peace. We rejoice that our soldiers and 
sailors are done with battle, but we 
never for a moment will forget the 
glorious deeds they have done. We be- 
lieve we are appointed to achieve and 
to illustrate the triumphs of peace. 
How shall we use this peace of ours? 
Some of the wisest and ablest men tell 
us we must be content to illustrate for 
mankind the evolution of a commercial 
and industrial nation; but heaven help 
us if our lives stop at that. Ought we 
not to make our power beneficent, and 
not merely make it greater? Ought we 
not to aspire to leadership in behalf of 
the things we bélieve in and the great 
deas we stand for?” 

“Our Country” was the toast to which 
President McKinley responded. He 
gaid: “The war has put upon the nation 
grave responsibilities. Their extent was 
not anticipated and could not have been 
well foreseen. We cannot avoid the 
serious questions which have been 
brought home to us by the achievements 
of our arms on land and sea. We are 
bound in conscience to keep and perform 
the covenants which the war has sacred- 
ly sealed with mankind. Accepting war 
for humanity’s sake, we must accept all 
obligations which the war in duty and 
honor imposed upon us. The splendid 
victories we have achieved would be 
our eternal shame and not our ever- 
lasting glory if they led to the weaken- 
ing of our original lofty purpose, or to 
the desertion of the immortal principles 
on which the government was founded 
and in accordance with whose ennobling 
spirit it has ever since been faithfully 
administered. 

“The war with Spain was undertaken 
not that the United States should in- 
crease its territory, but that the oppres- 
Fion at our very doors should be stopped. 
his noble sentiment must continue to 
animate us, and we must give to the 
world the full demonstration of our 
purpose. Duty determines destiny. 
Destiny which results from duty per- 
formed may bring anxiety and perils, 
but never failure and dishonor. Pur- 
suing duty may not always lead by 
smooth paths. Another course may 
Jook easier and more attractive. but 


— 
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pursuing duty fer duty s sake 1s always 
sure and safe and honorable. 

“The purpose of a nation can alone 
prevent degeneration. There must be 


new life and purpose or there 
weakness and decay. There must be 
broadening of thought as well as 
broadening of trade. Territorial expan- 
sion is not alone and always necessary 
to national advancement. There must 
be a constant movement toward a 
higher and nobler civilization, a civil- 
ization that shall make its conquests 
without resort to war, and achieve its 
greatest victories pursuing the arts of 
peace. In our present situation duty 
and duty alone should prescribe the 


will be 


bounds of our responsibilities and the 
scope of our undertakings. 

“The final determination of our pur- 
poses awaits the action of the eminent 
men who are charged by the executive 
with the making of the treaty of peace 
and that of the senate of the United 
States, which, by our constitution, must 
ratify and confirm it. We all hope and 
pray that the confirmation of peace will 
be as just and as humane as the con- 
duct and consummation of the war. 
When the work of the treaty makers is 
done the work of the lawmakers will 
begin. The one will settle the extent 
of our responsibilities; the other must 
pro e the legislation to meet them. 
The army and navy have nobly and 
heroically performed their part. May 
God give the executive and congress 
wisdom to perform their duty.” 

The president's utterances were greet- 
ed with vociferous applause. 

Clark Howell of Atlanta eloquently 
responded to the sentiment, ‘Our Re- 
united Country, North and South.” 

Mr. Stevenson's address on “The Pres- 
ident’ was continuously interrupted by 
applause. ; 

Chairman MacVeagh paid an eloquent 
tribute to the American soldier as he 
calied upon the two men most prom- 
{nent in the late war to reply to the 


toast, “The Army.” The toast was 
drunk amid wild enthusiasm, cheer 
after cheer ringing through the hall, 


as General Miles rose to speak. Every 
allusion to the deeds performed by the 
American fighting men was greeted with 
a vocal outburst and the waving of nap- 
kins and handkerchiefs. General Shaf- 
ter was also given an enthusiastic 
greeting. 
Lose Part of Their Savings. 

South Paris, Me., Oct. 20.—There wasa 
hearfng before the supreme judicial 
court yesterday relative to the finances 
of the South Paris Savings bank. Bank 
Examiner Timberlake said in substance: 
“TJ find the bank’s situation to be such 
that the deposits must be scaled down, 
or the institution placed in the hands of 
a receiver. The chief trouble is over 
western mortgages taken 18 years ago. 
As the present management of the bank 
is satisfactory, I recommend a 10 percent 
reduction.” 

In reply the court said: “I believe itis 
for the best interests of the depositors 
that the bank should go intoa receiver's 
hands. The asSets are $267,000, its HNabil- 
ities $376,000. A three percent scale 
would make them equal. To put the bank 
on a solid basis I decree a 10 percent re- 
duction in each depositor’s account.”

post in the United States. The work is 
designed to bring about a gencral move- 
ment all over the country to have the 
interstate commerce law changed so as 
to place express companies under the 
jurisdiction of the interstate commerce 
commission and to regulate the com- 
panies in other ways.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the persou’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Ato L, and today 
gives seventh instalment of the M’s:

Hospital Corps, Doctors and Report- 
ers Roasted, 


Bad Word For All Given by 
Army Surgeon. 


Medical Fledgelings Incapable of Treating 
Typhoid Cases In Number. 


Jacksonville, Oct. 20.—Dr. R. D. Frye, 
major and executive officer of the Third 
division hospital, testified yesterday be- 
fore the inquiry commission as to the 
management of this institution, and alse 
as to the management of the second di- 
vision hospital at Montauk Point and 
the military hospital at Fort McPherson, 
Ga. He said the Montauk patients lacked 
for nothing and were excellently taken 
care of by both physicians and nurses. 
At Fort McPherson there were at one 
time 925 patients. There was no material 
shortage in drugs or food at this point. 
Occasionally there was a slight de- 
ficiency, but it was quickly overcome. 

Dr. Frye said that in all the hospitals 
with which he had been connected there 
had been a deficiency of bed linen. This 
had been especially true in Fort Mc- 
Pherson. There had been orders to pre- 
pare beds there for 1,000 patients, but 
this demand had by no means been met. 
The hospital here had also been short of 
lighting facilities. There was not a 
sufficiency of candles or lanterns. 
Requisitions had been made for them 
but they could not be secured from the 
government stores, owing to the con- 
struction of orders; hence it was neces- 
fary to depend upon the Red Cross for 
these articles. 

Dr. Frye expressed the opinion that 
in several instances convalescents had 
been sent away from the hospitals with 
which he was connected before they 
were in a condition that permitted 
them to goin safety. He thought these 
instances were due to insufficient super- 
vision, to ignorance of physicians and a 
desire to clear the wards of the hospitals 
for new patients. 

Dr. Frye spoke in uncomplimentary 
terms of the men engaged in the hospi- 
tal corps, saying that they had been 
picked up at random over the country 
and were “generally a scabby looking 
lot,”’ not fit to adorn any walk of life. He 
also spoke depreciatingly of the contract 
surgeons, saying that he would not be 
willing to trust his family or friends to 
50 percent of them. “Many of them,” he 
said, “are recent graduates from medi- 
cal institutions, and I do not consider 
the average medical graduate capable 
of taking charge of from 25 to 50 typhoid 
fever cases.” 

There was, he said, no proper oppor- 
tunity for consultation with superior 
officers, as the latter were as a rule so 
generally occupied with their adminis- 
trative duties as to prevent their giving 
proper attention to professional matters 
until specially called upon. He con- 
sidered this very wrong, and said that 
there should be more supervision in se- 
rious cases in hospital on the part of 
experienced men. 

Major Frye gave his opinion as to the 
origin of the popular excitement con- 
cerning conditions at Montauk Point 
while the troops were stationed there. 
He said that from 50 to 75 percent of the 
men were sick when they landed there, 
and that insufficient provision had been 
made forthem. Asa consequence many 
were compelled to He upon the bare 
ground and they naturally suffered from 
exposure. He also asserted that re- 
porters from many newspapers had been 
sent to the camp under instructions to 
find all that was bad and nothing that 
was good. 

“Do you know this of your own per- 
sonal knowledge?” he was asked. 

“No; but I was told it by men who had 
talked with the reporters.” 

Colonel Dows of the Forty-ninth Iowa 
regiment said there had been no defi- 
ciency in the commissary supplies."* The 
men have the regular army rations,” he 
said, “and if they have not had enough 
the fault is theirs.” He had had some 
complaints against the meat, and in all 
cases the undesirable article was ex- 
changed upon application and without 
going through the form of condemna- 
tion. Speaking of the medical supplies, 
Colonel Dows said that a physician whe 
had been sent to the camp had spoken 
with surprise of the variety and quality 
of the medicines, medical supplies and 
appliances. 

General E. B. Williston, in command 
of the First brigade of the Seventh army 
corps, was questioned about various 
points, having been stationed at Camp 
Thomas, Montauk Point, Anniston and 
other points before coming to Jackson- 
ville. He said the principal objection to 
Camp Thomas, in Chickamauga park, 
was the fact that it was impossible, on 
account of formation of the ground, to 
have sinks more than two or three feet 
in depth. There had also been an in- 
sufficiency of water in the beginning of 
the history of thecamp. The water was 
taken from wells and, whi'e he did not 
believe the water was ccntaminated 
from the surface, he ihough* it had too 
much magnesia in it io be wholesonie. 
He had found difficulty in getting suffi- 
cient water for stock at that period, but 
General Boynton had afterwards con- 
structed two wells in the vicinity of his 
camp, thus removing this objection. 

Speaking of the conditions at Jackson- 
ville, he said he did not see that any fault 
could be found with either the adminis- 
trative officers or the service performed 
by them in either the medical, commis- 
Sary or quartermaster departments. 
Most of his staff officers were volunteers, 
but he had found them very efficient. He 
had also found the troops in h's command 
splendidly equipped and the regimental 
officers especially zealous to maintain 
the best sanitary conditions possible. 

General Williston had been at Mon- 
tauk from Aug. 1 to Sept. 13, and had 
superintended the debarkation of the 
troops and the location of the infantry 
regiments in camp. “Never,” said he, 
“was a prettier camp pitched in the 
United States than was that camp at 
Montauk."’There were tents erected for 
the 10,000 men before a man arrived, and 
all they had to do was to walk into them 


and, so far as the men who were not sick 
were concerned, they were well provided 
for. He said the site was a splendidly 
adapted one to camp service, and the 
camp was abundantly supplied with 
stores of all kinds, 


Spanish Asked For Delay. 

Paris, Oct, 20.—The tone during the 
last four or five jays of the Spanish and 
French press is signiicant of widening 
confidence by the Spanish as to the atti- 
tude they have assumed in the negotia- 
tions here and the recurring assurances 
ef Spain's desire for arbitration may have 
hada meaning. The Spaniards may not 
have sought to promote sympathy, but 
had they desirei to lay down a basis 
upon which to set up a plea to Europe 
to prevent what it is sought to present as 
her ravishment, the surface indications 
could not have been more favorably dis- 
posed for that purpose. 

When Spain approached these nego- 
tiations she was confronted by a wall of 
fast agreement, which she, however, re- 
garded as possible of break or puncture 
at the pointoof Castillian diplomacy. 
Thus she poised and launched against 
the protocol structure of seeming solid- 
ity the keen lances of her finesse, but 
they have fallen broken at her feet, and 
now Spain’s commissioners ask time to 
assure themselves of their previous mis- 
judgment and also to reform thelr lines 
or arrange new ones. The assigned rea- 
fon for the request for delay is believed 
to have been te allow an interchange of 
communications with Madrid and to for- 
mulate a final attitude on the Cuban mat- 
ter. This attitude of the Spaniards, to 
be developed Friday, will be watched 
with no little interest. Their alterna- 
tives are few. They may accede to the 
American attitude, themselves assume 
the Cuban def, and go forward to con- 
gider the next protocol point, or they 
may formally ask forarbitration; or, as 
an extremity, which is not likely, may 
retire from further negotiations. 


Want to Be Free. 

New York, Oct. 20.—Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Rowan, who has arrived from Ha- 
vana, said yesterday: “I don't believea 
single Cuban has disarmed, not even in 
the Santiago district, but I do not be- 
lieve there will ever be a serious disa- 
greement between the Cubans and this 
country. Throughout the interior “of 
the island I heard nothing but gratitude 
expressed by the people for the purt we 
played in gaining their freedom. All 
seem to realize that sooner or later their 
country will become a part of the 
United States, and have no idea that 
they can maintain an independent gov- 
ernment for long, but they want to be 
free and try their hand at self-govern- 
ment for a limited period from a mere 
sentimental! standpoint.” 


Wealthy, but Wants More. 

Santiago, Oct. 20.—Bishop Crespe, who 
is undoubtedly a man of considerable 
wealth, is calling upon his faithful for 
funds to enable him to return to Spain 
with his belongings. 

The free ration distribution is about 
to be much curtailed. In future all able 
bodied persons applying for rations will 
have to cut a specified amount of wood. 
Even women must perform some task. 
If in good health they will have to make 
clothing for the destitute or do washing 
or some light work. The absolutely free 
ration is found to be demoralizing. 


A Statement Discr edited. 

London, Oct. 20.—Major General Wes- 
ley Merritt, who has arrived here from 
Paris, discredits the statement attrib- 
uted to Agoncillo, that the insurgents 
made an agreement with Dewey. From 
conversations with Admiral Dewey, he 
was satisfied that no arrangement had 
been entered into with the Philippine 
leaders. The general said: “If the Fili- 
pinos were allowed independence now it 
would result in fighting bet wen the lead- 
ers, which would be more disastrous than 
any revolution which has hitherto b-»- 
ken out. Aguinaldo’s following is siim, 
and if there was an election today I don’t 
believe he would be president.” 


False Report Concerning Bryan, 

Washington, Oct. 20.—The war de- 
partment gave out the following 
Wednesday: The secretary of war, on 
being asked about the report that Col- 
onel William J. Bryan, Third Nebraska, 
has been refused leave of absence and 
kept with his regiment, authorized the 
statement that Colonel Bryan has.asked 
no indulgence whatever of the war de- 
partment, so that none has been refused 
him. Any reports to the contrary are 
without foundation in fact. 


By Way of Madrid. 

London, Oct. 20.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Times says: “Captain 
Aunon, the minister of marine, has re- 
ceived a despatch from Manila an- 
nouncing a naval engagement between 
the Americans and the rebels, in conse- 
quence of Admiral Dewey forbidding 
the latter to fly the rebel flag from their 
ships. The despatch adds that there 
were losses on both sides, but that the 
Americans captured the rebel ships. 
The scene of the engagement is not 
stated, but it is supposed to have been 
in Manila bay.” 

The News of Beantown.

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WARCLOUD IN EUROPE, 


France Apparently Preparing For 
a Contingency. 


Speech of Chancellor Beach 
Stirs the English. 


Proclaims the Purpose to Uphold the Honor ol 
the Nation. 


London, Oct. 20.—A speech dy Sit 
Michael Beach at North Shields last 
night, in which he said that he hoped 
for peace with France, but declareé 
that the ministers were prepared to dé¢ 
their duty, has deeply impressed Eng- 
land, and the utmost concern is felt as 
to how France will receive it. The idea 
has been prevalent that the French have 
not realized how seriously England felt 
on the Fashoda question, which has 
been coupled with a desire that Franc¢ 
would not force England to an armed 
support of Lord Salisbury’s standpoint. 

Most of the morning papers elaborate 
gome of the exciting des¢riptions of the 
belligerent preparations of France. The 
Paris correspondent of the Mail says: 
“In Toulon and Brest every nerve is 
strained to get ready for war, which 
may break out on short notice. The 
Paris press is growing more and more 
datermined to back up extreme meas- 
ures, even to a resort to arms. Thé 
French have been excessively piqued 
by the threatening tone of the English 
papers, which is likely a more casus belli 
than the mere question of Fashoda. 
Consequently the outlook here is grave 
There are reports of troops hurrying 
from Paris to Brest and Toulon. The 
artillery in the batteries and at the 
various ports have been confidentially 
intrusted fer any emergency; and the 
cannon at all the forts and batteries are 
kept ready for action at any moment. 
Today there was a prolonged war coun- 
cil at Brest of the officers of the various 
services, and Mr. Lockroy is hastily re- 
turning to Toulon on account of the 
gravity of the situation.” 

The Paris correspondent of the Stand- 
ard says: “If England keeps on saying 
that Marchand must go France will re- 
ply that Marchand will stay; and, if he 
be removed forcibly, there can be little 
doubt as to what the consequences wil 
be."’

HAVEGONE TOATLANTA 


War Investigators Finished Their 
Labors In Jacksonville, 


Little Evidence of Neglect or 
Mismanagement. 


Congestion f Tampa Not the Fault of Rail- 
way People. 


Jacksonville, Oct. 21—The war inves- 
tigators concluded their labors in Jack- 
sonville last night and left for Atlanta. 
They are generally pleased with the re- 
sult of their labors here. They met 
with complaints, but these dealt with 
comparatively unimportant points. In 
very few, if any, cases was neglect or 
culpable mismanagement indicated. 
Generally one private or non-commis- 
sioned officer from each regiment hag 
been called, but in some cases more than 
one. In the case of enlisted men they 
were selected at random, the commis- 
sioners merely asking that men be sent 
to them without any specification of the 
purpose for which th-y were called. 
Without exception the witnesses said 
that they were receiving enough to eat 
and wear. There were occasional com- 
plaints of defects in clothing, and more 
or less tainted meat was received by 
the men. 

Gencrai McCook and Colonel Saxton 
returned from their investigation of 
conditions in Tampa. They found that 
the congestion that occurred at that 
point ut the beginning of the war was 
due to the fact that cars were shipped 
from all over the country without being 
labelled and without forwarding bills 
of lading. 

In the afternoon Colonel Bryan ap- 
peared and requested not to be asked 
to give testimony for reasons which, he 
said, were known to the commissioners. 
He was nos examined. 

Ke d Cross Operations. 

Dr. Alexander Kent, pastor of the 
People’s church in Washington and 
field agent in Jacksonville for the Red 
Cross, was questioned concerning the 
operations of the Red Cross. He had 
been received cordially by the army sur- 
geons and had cooperated with them. 
He had noticed the absence of sheets 
and pillow cases at the second division 
hospital in its early history. Many 
mnen lay uncovered on account of a 
short supply of blankets. He supplied 
the deficiency. There was also at that 
time a shortage of tents and food suita- 
ble to typhoid fever patients. He had 
undertaken to supply the deficiency 


and had distributed two carloads of 
necessary delicacies. “It seemed,’’ he 
eaid, “as if the hospital was arranged 


upon a smaller scale than was demand- 
ed, and as a consequence there was a 
constant demand upon the Red Cross 
to supply the deficiency.”” Dr. Kent 
had heard many complaints concerning 
misconduct at the hospitals, and many 
of them were apparently well vouched 
for, but they had not generally proved 
well founded when investigated. 
Replying to a question, he said he 
thought it had been very difficult to get 
medicai men of sufficient administrative 
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“equisitions on the government for sup- 
plies was found in the fear of their 
making demands that would not be 
sanctioned. The aid of his society was 
generally solicited and not volunteered 
by him. 

Major James E. Pilcher of the regu- 
lar army, depot surgeon for the Seventh 
army corps, said that since the early 
days of the camp there had been no dif- 
ficulty in securing an abundance of 
medica! supplies, and that they were 
much more plentiful and of greater va- 
riety than was usual in the regular 
army. In the first history of the camp 
suppties were ordered from Tampa, and 
it was difficult, sometimes impossible, 
to secure them. He thought the mem- 
bers of the medical staff here were ef- 
ficient as physicians, but they were 
without administrative ability. Many 
of them knew nothing of formulating 
requisitions, and were not disposed to 
learn. To this Dr. Pilcher attributed 
the fact that so much of relief society 
supplies was asked in preference to 
those of the government. He thought 
that if the physicians had understood 
this line of their business they need not 
have called upon the relief association 
to such an extent. Still the relief asso- 
sociations were supplied with ready 
money, and could supply all articles re- 
quired immediately. Furthermore, 
there was no responsibility on the part 
of surgeons for the articles secured from 
outside sources as there was for gov- 
ernment supplies. 

Dr. Connor pressed Dr. Pilcher closely 
on this point, saying to him that the 
country was full of the report that the 
medical department of the government 
was not capable of meeting the demands 
made upon it, and that but for the aid 
of such relief societies as the Red Cross 
there would have been actual suffering. 
Dr. Pilcher replied that such was not 
the case. He had faith in the ability 
of the government to take good care 
of its own sick. He said that it wou: 
have been ungracious not to accept the 
aid offered by the relief societies. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Vifquain, a vet- 
eran of the Civil war and a graduate 
of the military school of Brussels, said 
that the Third Nebraska regiment was 
excellently equipped except that the 
tentage was poor. he quality of the 
clothing was also bad. The pork had 
been wormy at times, and the beef taint- 
ed, but these had been exchanged.

So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Ato L, and today 
gives the eighth and last instalment of 
the M’s:

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1OSITIONS OF WARSHIPS. 
Report of the Board That Lavestigated 
For the Navy Department. 

Washington, Oct. 21.—Thursday after- 
noon the report of the board appointed 
by Secretary Long to determine the 
positions and courses of the vessels par- 
ticipating in the flight of Admiral Cer. 
vera's luckless fleet was made public. 
It says in substance: ‘“‘When the Maria 
Teresa came out of the harbor, the New 
York was nine miles east of Morro, ac- 
companied by the Hist and Ericsson. The 
Brooklyn was three miles south of Morro, 
being 2 2-10 miles from the shore west of 
the mouth ofthe harbor. The Texas was 
eight-tenths of a mile east of the Brook- 
lyn, the Iowa one and eight-tenths miles 
east and south of the Brooklyn, and the 
Oregon a half mile east of the Iowa, the 
Iowa being three miles directly south of 
Morro. The Indiana was two and two- 
tenths miles southwest of Morro, and the 
Gloucester one mile, almost directly 
north of the Indiana, a mile and four- 
tenths from Morro.” 

When the Vizcaya turned shoreward 
the Iowa was three and two-tenths miles 
directly astern. The New York was five 
miles behind the Iowa. The Ericsson 
had kept along with the New York all 
the time and was at this position half a 
mile in advance of her. The Indiana was 
four miles behind the lowa. When the 
Colon surrendered the Brooklyn was the 
nearest American vessel, being three and 
four-tenths miles away. The Oregon 
was four and one-half miles from the 
Colon and more inshore than the Brook- 
lyn. The Texas was three and four- 
tenths miles behind the Oregon. The 
New York was nine and one-half miles 
from the Colon. None of the other ves- 
sels had come up save the Vixen, which 
was abreast of the New York. 

The tracings of the chart show that the 
Spanish vessels sailed on courses not 
more than three-tenths of a mile apart 
until the Oquendo ran ashore. Then the 
Vizcaya veered out to sea and the Colon 
kept nearer the shore, their courses being 
about seven-tenths of a mile apart. Up 
to the time the Oquendo went ashore, the 
Iowa, Indiana, Oregon and Texas sailed 
on courses within three-tenths of a mile 
of each other, the Iowa being the nearest 
and the Texas being the farthest from 
the ccurse of the Spanish. The Brook- 
lyn's course was three-tenths to a half 
mile outside that of the Texas. The 
Swing to the right which the Brooklyn 
made at the beginning of the engage- 
ment shows an oval four-tenths of a mile 
across. She crossed the courses of the 
Texas, Oregon and Indiana twice while 
making the turn, but before these vessels 
had gone over them. The course of the 
New York after passing Morro was 
nearer the shore than any other United 
States vessel except the Gloucester, and 
a mile behind where the Oquendo turned 
to run ashore she passed inside the 
courses of the Spanish vessels, Ten 
miles west of the Vizcaya disaster she 
crossed the Colon’s track, but followed 
very close the course of that vessel until 
the latter surrendered, 


Transformatioa of Character. 

London, Oct. 21.—Leonard H. Court- 
enay, former deputy speaker of the 
house of commons and now a unionist 
member of parliament, speaking at 
Tideford, Cornwall, said that one of 
the consequences of the war with Spain 
upon the American people had been to 
create a spirit which must in the near 
future lead to a great transformation of 
American character and policy. “In- 
stead of being a self-contained, indus- 
trious, peaceful and non-aggressive 
people,”’ said Mr. Courtenay, “the Amer- 
ieans, if they take sovereignty in Cuba, 
will have to keep a large naval and mil- 
itary force in order to make the influence 
of the United States felt. 

“Although the American members of 
the peace commission have declared 
that the United States does not want 
Cuba or the Philippines, the history of 
our own country has shown that when

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SHE WASN'T REFORMED 


Colored Woman Arrested In Boston 
Fir Flat Robberies, 


Just Out of Prison For a Sim- 
ilar Offense. 


Knocked Down a Man Who Tried to Appre- 
hend Her. 


Boston, Oct. 21—Julia Patterson, 
alias Church, a negress, 36 years old, 
is locked up with no less than six 
charges of breaking and entering and 
larceny hanging over her. With the ar- 
rest of this woman, who only a few 
weeks ago was released from Sherborn 
prison, where she had completed a term 
of five years for flat working, the police 
feel that the large number of mysterious 
house breaks that have recently been re- 
ported from the back bay district 
Brookline and Cambridge has been sat- 
isfactorily explained. Already the Pat- 
terson woman has been identified as the 
culprit in two breaks. 

While engaged in rummaging the 
rooms of a Cambridge house the police 
state that she was discovered by a man, 
who attempted to hold her, but he was 
knocked down by a blow on the jaw 
from the woman. At that time she made 
her escape. 

lt was easy to identify her, for in or- 
der to conceal her features as much as 
possible from the view of her victin 
she was in the habit, while operating 
to wear glasses and a shade over her 
eyes. Inspector Shields needed no de- 
scription of the woman, for five years 
ago he arrested her for breaking and en- 
tering flats and larceny, and upon being 
found guilty she was sentenced to a term 
of five years. Because of good behavior 
she was recently released, and imme- 
diately came back to Boston. 


Bay State Endeavorers. = 


Brockton, Oct. 21.—It could be truly 
Said that the city was filled to overflow- 
ing with Endeavorers yesterday 
in attendance on the state convention, 
for the register showed 1,950 out of towr 
members present, and of this number 
1,115 were delegates. The accommoda- 
tions at hotels gave out early, and the 
delegates were well distributed among 
private houses. 

Last night the secretary, Aphia G. 
Tillson of Attleboro, spoke on “Chris- 
tian Endeavor Labyrinths.” She stated 
among other things that there are 60( 
societies in good standing, besides 73 
doubtful ones.

Stabbed With a Kuife. 

Naugatuck, Conn., Oct. 21.—Shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock Thursday morning Mary 
Pompance callad on Angelina Rose, a 
neighbor. It is not known exactly what 
passed between the two women, but they 
were heard to have words, as the result 
of which Mrs. Pompance took a table 
knife and stabbed Mrs. Rose in the left 
side, just over the groin. The wounded 
woman fell to the floor and expiredina 
few minutes. The knife was about six 
inches in length and had been sharp- 
ened on the end. It made a deep wound. 

After the stabbing Mrs. Pompance left 
the house and went to her own home, 
hiding the knife under a pile of stones in 
the back yard, where it was found later 
by the police. She then went to the po- 
lice station and announced that she had 
murdered Mrs. Rose, asking to be placed 
under arrest. 

Mrs. Pompance told the surprised of- 
ficial that Mrs. Rose had insulted her and 
that she had therefore taken her life. 
When pressed for a more detailed ex- 
planation Mrs. Pompance said Mrs. Rose 
had charged her with unfaithfulness to 
her husband. 


Church Robber Caught. 

Hudson, Mass., Oct. 21.—C. P. Elrick 
is spending two months in the house of 
correction for stealing two purses in the 
Catholic church here while the owners 
were engaged in their devotions, uncon- 
scious that in the seat behind them sat 
a man who is believed to be a profes- 
sional operator. 

After his arrest Elwick told the officers 
where he had left some baggage under 
another name, and on securing it the 
police found a directory of the Catholic 
churches of the country, many of the 
churches being checked off, these latter 
covering cities and towns in the western, 
middle and eastern states. A clipping 
from a St. Louis paper described a church 
thief which answered E)lwick's appear- 
ance. The police say that Elwick visit- 
ed Fall River and Providence churches, 
but had spent six weeks in Boston before 
coming here. He says his home is in 
Pittsburg. 


Salvationists In Boston. 

Boston, Oct. 21.—Several hundred sol- 
diers of the Salvation army, including 
a large delegation from Portland, were 
addressed by Consul Emma Tucker, wife 
of the American commander, and second 
daughter of General Booth, last evening. 
Two silk flags were presented as prizes, 
one to the Portland corps and the other 
to the New England chief division. 

In the Sixth Suffolk senatorial dis- 
trict John E. Baldwin was placed in nom- 
ination by the Democrats on the 15lst 
Dallot. 

William J. Donovan and Daniel D. 
Rourke were nominated by rival fac- 
tions in the Third Suffolk senatorial con- 
vention yesterday afternoon. The con- 


vention was marked by scenes of great 
disorder, and at one time it looked as 
though personal violence would result. 
Donovan's followers left the hall, while 
the other faction nominated Rourke. 


Gave Damaging Testimony. 

Augusta, Oct. 21.—John J. Reagan, an 
ex-inmate of the soldiers’ home, testified 
at the trial of Rose White Thursday that 
the accused and her husband had quar- 
relled on the day before the alleged mur- 
der, when she had returned from jail, 
where she had served aterm. While 
Mrs. Carson was getting supper, the pris: 
oner tried to get her husband, who was 
drunk, togotobed. The two were inthe 
bedroom. The witness and Samuel 
White were in the sittingroom and Mrs. 
Carson in the kitchen. He heard White 
say “Pull, d—— you, pull,” after they had 
been quarrelling, and then followed the 
shot. When he entered the room White 
lay upon his back, partly upon the floor 
and partly upon the bed, with a wound 
in his left tempie. Rose was over him, 
kissing him and saying he had shot him- 
self. A doctor was summoned after 
about an hour. Rose arranged a story 
to tell, saying that only Reagan, hersell 
and mother were present, leaving White 
out.

Assailed Those Who Covet the Glories 


of the War. 

Brooklyn, Oct. 21.—Ex-Senator Hill 
was reminded of the days when he was 
the Democratic idol by the warmth of 
the greeting he received ata rally in this 
city last night. It was several minutes 
before the applause subsided sufficiently 
before the applause subsided sufficiently 
for the leader to be heard after he had 
been introduced by General Wingate. 

said: 

He is said that the president must be 
sustained. This is 3 silly idea at this 
stage of events. The conflict has ceased; 
no armed forces confront us anywhere, 
and we are virtually dictating our own 
terms of peace. No dangers confront 
the country except those which may be 
occasioned by our own selfishness or in- 
capacity, and under such circumstances 
appeals to our patriotism to sustain an 
adverse administration with which we 
do not agree must be regarded as un- 
warrantable and childish. During the 
continuance of the struggle the appeal 
was pertinent and was most patriotically 
answered. Never in the history of the 
nation was a president more loyally sup- 
ported by an opposition party and by the 
people generally than during the recent 
conflict. Democrats vied with Repub- 
licans in the endeavor to give the ad- 
ministration everything it desired. 
There was but a common purpose man- 
ifested, which was to assist the presi- 
dent in every legitimate way in a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war. That duty 
having been abundantly discharged. 
there is now no obligation resting upon 
anybody to sustain the nations’ adniin- 
istration unles we really approve its pol- 
icy. While a blind approval of an ad- 
ministration may be exacted in times of 
war, no such rule prevails in time of 
peace. It is no impeachment of the loy- 
alty or patriotism of the people that they 
decline to condone the incompetency, the 
negligence, the favoritism and the cor- 
ruption which characterized the conduct 
of some of the departments of the gov- 
ernment, especially since the close of 
the war, resulting in much privation, 
suffering and death, saidening the g!o- 
rious memories of the conilict, and de- 
manding an officialinvestigation. They 
naturally distrust an administration 
which desires to investigate itself, and 
they insist that the people's representa- 
tives in congress constitute the proper 
tribunal for the conduc: of such an in- 
vestigation. 

“A wise statesmanshin will eatisfac- 
torily solve the new and interesting 
problems arising out of the terms of set- 
tlement with Spain. These questions 
cannot be said to be political issues in the 
ordinary sense of the term, because they 
have not become a certainty; partiex 
have not yet divided on them; they have 
not been appropriately or legitimately 
presented, and their discussion scems 
premature. Neither do the proposed in- 
crease of our army, the further strength- 
ening of our navy, the duty which we owe 
to our volunteers, the greatness of our 
common country or the necessity for the 
preservation of its honor, furnish tan- 
gible isues of any importancs, because 
they are subjects on which the people are 
substantially united. Busy and thought- 
ful men, intent on practical results, pre- 
fer the consideration of contested ques- 
tions and actual issues.”

A SPANISH LEGEND. 


In heart of the capita] of Mexico lies 
a short block known as the Calle de 
Don Juan Manuel. In this street, but a 
moment’s walk from the Plaza Mayor, 
stands one of the oldest houses built by 
the Spanish dons. 

It is of stone, three stories high, or- 
namented with balconies along the two 
upper stories, and with the close set 
stone pinnacles on the roof that signify 
the abode of Spanish nobility. At right 
angles with the row of pinnacles and 
pointing menacingly toward the street 
is a battery ef sham cannon carved out 
of stone that in reality are great drain 
pipes. They project into the air so far 
that they empty the tropical rains be- 
yond the limits of the sidewalks into 
the cobble paved street. These are for 
utility, of course, but they chance to be 
the most decorative feature of this 
quaint facade. 

Inside this noble structure, the arches 
of the patio, now, alas, divided by dis- 
figuring walls, span 60 feet of stone 
paved floor and spring 30 feet upward 
int~ the great quadrangular space. Mas- 
sive stone stairways, with a broad and 
shallow step, slope gently upward to the 
magnificent living apartments of Don 
Juan Manuel. Gayly painted carpets 
may still be seen on the deep set ‘‘rise’’ 
of every step, and tracings linger on the 
edges of the depressions worn by the 
countless footfalls of Don Juan Manuel, 
his noble visitors, his vast retinue of 
servants and his descendants. 

Once on’ the upper landings of the 
stairway, which was evidently devised 
as ameans to an end, not as a feature 
of architectural development, one looks 
back on a region of stony gloom which 
now, as it has always been, is used for 
servants’ quarters and storerooms. Even 
on the upper floor the windows are iron 
barred, but they are numerous and large 
and the apartments are spacious and 
well proportioned. The drawing room, 
40 feet square, is reached through an 
antesata, that is a study in itself, for 
on its high walls is spread in black and 
white the story of Paul and Virginia. 

Rugged rocks and tossing seas, sylvan 
and umbrageous woods, depict the 
scenes of this lovers’ tragedy, while the 
hero and heroine wander arm in arm, 
often pausing for a fond embrace, 
through devious paths to their sad 
doom. 

In the midst of this splendor and the 
rich furnishings brought over seas in 
Spanish galleons, lived the priceless or- 
nament of the house of Bon Juan Man- 
uel, his young and beautiful wife. Each 
day he said to himself, ‘‘Sbhe is more 
beautiful, more charming, more true, 
and I am unspeakably blessed in her 
love.’’ But one day the thought came 
to him that he was growing old. Fora 
long time the devotion of his lovely wife 
had deceived him into the belief that 
years did not matter. But at last he 
was forced to realize that the care of 
his great estatés needed a younger head.

Mod fied His Ruling. 

Washington, Oct. 22—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has materially 
modified the ruling of his office as to the 
taxability of receipts given to banks in 
lieu of checks for money withdrawn 
from deposit or otherwise. In accord- 
ance with the opinion of the attorney 
general, it is now held “that a receipt 
given to a bank by a person to whom the 
bank is indebted as a depositor or other- 
wise, or for wham it holds funds, is no 
more subj¢ct to a stamp than a receipt 
€iven for any other debt or demand.” 

The commissioner further says: “The 
purpose of the law is to require stamps 
upon checks which are commercial ne- 
g£otiable instruments. A check, how- 
ever, is not required to be in any par- 
ticular form. If it is in a form sufitfient 
to constitute an order for the payment 
of money and assumes the character of a 
commercial ngcotiable instrument, then 
it is subject to the tax. 

“There is much banking 
pecially in savings banks, without the 
use of checks at all; the depositor hav- 
ing a book in which the bank denotes the 
amounts deposited on one side and the 
amounts drawn out on the other. Of 
course the depositor in such case draw3 
the money out of the bank, but he does 
it in such a way as not to be subject to 
Stamp duty, because he does not givéa 
check. So, if a person does not give a 
check he does not have to pay tax, and 
if he goes to the bank and the bank pays 
him upon its dues to him and he givesa

DISTRIBUTIVE TRADE, 


Weather Conditions Induced Buying ef 
Boots, Shoes and Rubber Guo ia. 

New York, 22.—The dominant 
feature of the general business situa- 
tion, as noted Bradstreet's, is the 
active foreign demand for wheat, wheat 
flour and, indeed, nearly all our cereal 
products, and the business reported on 
this account during the past 10 days 
seems worthy of rank with the best re- 
corded in any corresponding period. 
While straitened stocks abroad and less 
fatisfactory advices from other coun- 
tries have furnished a plausible basis 
for much of the recent activity, an ad- 
ditiona! stimulating feature was inject- 
ed into the situation by the more warlike 
appearance of the Franco-British situa- 
tion. 

General distributive trade, particular- 
ly with the north, appears to have suf- 
fered from bad weather conditions, 
which have interfered with regular busi- 
ness and deliveries; but, on the other 
hand, has induced considerable buying 
of boots and shoes, rubber goods and 
heavy clothing at many markets. 

Important changes in textile goods 
and cotton wool products appear to be 
impending. Rather more firmness has 
been imparted to the former staple by 
talk of frost checking further growth 
of the plant in the south, and the es- 
tablishment in Fall River of the joint 
selling agency for print cloths and sim- 
ilar goods has stiffened the price of those 
products materially. In wool and 
woollen goods too signs of improvement 
are a trifle more numerous. 

The foreign trade situation is about as 
described last week, except that large 
decreases in a few leading exports have 
been partly made up by increased ship- 
ments of American manufacturers, and

the nine months figures point to a com- 
plete calendar year’s business in ad- 
vance of all predecessors in volume of 


export trade. Our import trade begins 
to show slight increases over corre- 
sponding periods a year ago, and the 
substitution of dutiable for non-dutia- 
ble goods in this movement points to an 
easier position in the customs situation. 

3usiness failures in the United States 
this week number 213, 20 less than last 
week, and eight more than in this week 
a year ago. Bank clearings aggregate 
$1,321,617,000, 4.2 percent smaller than 
last week, and only 1 percent heavier 
this week a year ago, but larger by 26 
percent than the | total in 1896. 


NEWS IN BRIKK 


The Lawrence Democrats opened the 
state campaign with an enthusiastic 
meeting last night.

John Chatterton, whose wife had been 
Lillian Russell since Jan. 21, 1894, yes- 
terday received a decree of divorce in 
the chancery court in Jersey City. Miss 
Russell is now in London. 

The Austrian government has ap- 
pointed a committee containing repre- 
sentatives of national and municipal 
bodies to devise measures to prevent the 
spread of the bubonic plague. 

Reports are current that there has 
been some speculation in Matanzas in 
the Red Cross supplies; and these will 
be carefully investigated and the abuse, 
if it exists, traced to its source. 

A report which attained widespread 
circulation, to the effect that the Brock- 
ton strike would be declared off, was 
positively contradicted by Secretary 
Smith of the Lasters’ union yesterday. 

The firing of cannon in honor of the 
presidential visit to Kokomo, Ind., was 
attended with disastrous results. One 
mah was instantly killed by a premature 
explosion and another seriously injured. 

The jury in the inquest over the body 
of William Walker, the prize fighter 
killed in a fight at South Omaha last 
Monday night, has returned a verdict, 
holding Dupont as principal and Chief 
of Police Carrol! of South Omaha as 
accessory to the killing. 

A New York man who arrived in Seat- 
tle from St. Michaels reports the proba- 
ble loss of the schooner Annie Rowe in 
the North sound and the drowning of 
11 passengers. When the Roanoke left 
St. Michaels a party was preparing to 
go in search of the missing schooner. 

T. Jcfferson-Coolidge, treasurer of the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing company of 
Manchester, has resigned and has been 
succeeded by C. W. Amory. Mr. Cool- 
idge became the treasurer of the Amos- 
keag company in 1876, succeeding C. 
W. Amory’s father, who held the posi- 
tion for 40 years. 

The students of Tufts college, Medford, 
Mass., have voted unanimously to 
abolish hazing and to do away with the 
Greek letter organization which hus 
been a terror to the freshmen and has 
been in disfavor for years. The unique 
custom of the “sophs” entertaining the 
“freshies” will be established. 

Charles Washington Lapham of Sand-+ 
wich, Mass., the oldest manufacturer of 
glassware in the country, died yesterday, 
aged 88 years. He was born in Campo- 
bello, N. B., and was apprenticed to a 
glassmaker in 1825, following the calling 
until a few years ago, when injuries 
caused him to give up his business.

| Topic For the Week Beginning Oct. 23. 


Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 

Topic.—‘Go or send."’—Acts xvi, 1-10. (A 
missionary topic.) ‘‘And they * * * came down 
to Troas, and a vision appeared to Paul in the 
night. There stood a man of Macedonia and 
prayed him, saying, ‘Come over into Mace- 
donia and help us.’ And after he had seen the 
vision immediately we endeavored to gointo 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering that the Lord 
bad called us to preach the gospel unto them.”’ 
—Acts xvi, 8-10. 

This incident in Paul's life is very 
instructive from a missionary stand- 
point. He is at Troas, in the western 
part of Asia Minor, on his second great 
missionary journey. In a vision an in- 
habitant of historic Macedonia of Eu- 
rope calls to him for help. He sees in 
the vision also a call from God. Imme- 
diately he obeyed it. He went to Mace- 
donia, and his preaching produced bless- 
ed results. The Christian's duty toward 
missions is here pointedly illustrated. 
It says, ‘‘Go or send.’’ 

Why should we go or send? Three 
reasons moved Paul to action, and these 
three reasons appeal tous today: 1. The 
call from Macedonia for help. Paul 
must have been greatly touched by this 
pathetic appeal for the gospel. He was 
intensely anxious to take the gospel to 
all who wanted it. Macedonia—heathen- 
dom—is calling to us today. Not one 
man, but millions of human beings in 
Africa, India, China and the islands of 
the sea are calling for help. They need 
Christ and they want Christ. Can we 
refuse their cry? 2. The call from God. 
Paul saw in the vision a call from God. 
Every cry for help in this world isa 
call from God. God has opened the doors 
of the heathen world and commands us 
to goin and win the lands for Christ. 
God calls us to missionary work. Can 
we refuse to obey God? 8. Paul could 
go. He went immediately because it 
was possible for him todo so. We can 
goorsend. This should decide for us. 
Perhaps wecan go. If our church boards 
cannot send us, perhaps we can go and 
pay our own expenses. No young man 
or woman who has the means and the 
way clear to do so could use both self 
or means to a better purpose. Butif we 
canhot go we can send. 

A wealthy young man in one of our 
colleges, studying to bea missionary, 
supported a man actually on the field as 
his substitute until he himself was pre- 
pared to go. If as individuals we may 
not be able to have a missionary repre- 
senting us on the field, perhaps as so- 
cieties we could doso, A number of 
societies have their representatives on 
the foreign field, and many, many 
others could support at least a native 
worker or educate a boy or girl for fu- 
ture missionary work. The cost is not 
great. The secretary of your denomina- 
tional missionary board could give all 
the information desired upon this sub- 
ject. If, however, we cannot do this, 
all of us can give something, and we 
should liberally and systematically, for 
sending those who can go if we cannot.

Its Good Work and Teachings 
Are Spreading. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
In the matter of schools, 
you so kindly give much space in your 
columns, may I ask further indulgence 
in saying that I deem the portion of 
a letter from a graduate of the Wood- 
ward Institute now at college, which

Sketch of the West Quincy 


Methodist Episcopal Chureh. 

A sketch of the West Quincy Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, which cele- 
brates its 25th anniversary Sunday and 
Monday will be of interest: 

Regular preaching services, under the 
auspices of the Methodist) Episcopal 
church were begun April 28, 1872, by 
the Rev. Samuel Kelley, who, at that 
time was chaplain of the National 
Sailors’ Home. A Sabbath school on 
Sunday afternoon had been held for 
four or five years by persons connected 
with the Congregational church at the 
center of the town. An occasional 
sermon had been preached, or a lecture 
given, but up to that time no stated 
public services had been conducted by 
any Protestant denomination. 

A Class meeting was established on 
Sept. 6 ,1872, and on January 1, 1873, 
the Sunday School was formally trans- 
ferred to the care of the Methodist 
pastor and congregation. Until the 
church edifice was erected the services 
were held in E. H. Doble’s hall. 

On July 13, 1873, church 
organized as a separate society by Rev. 
W. R. Clarke, D. D., Presiding Elder 
of the. Boston District. Two weeks 
later, about the first of August, 
Mr. Kelley drew up a subscription 
paper, for the purpose of raising funds 
to build a church edifice for the society 
in West Quincy. A building which 
could be removed and remodeled into a 
church was given for that purpose by 
Mr. Nathaniel Beal, and Joseph W. 
Robertson, Esq., deeded to the society 
for one dollar, the lot gn which the 
church and parsonage now stands. 
Owing Xo the depression of business, 
but little was done toward raising the 
necesary funds for the erection of the 
church, until the spring of 1874. Work 
was pushed forward as rapidly as funds 
could be gathered, and in September of 
that year, the society commenced hold- 
ing services in the vestry of the new 
church. The audience room was com- 
pleted and the building dedicated 
December 15, 1874. 

The dedicatory sermon was preached 
by Rev. Samuel F. Upham, D. D., and 
the church was dedicated by Bishop 
S. W. Wiley. 

Rev. Samuel Kelley familiarly known 
as ‘*Father Kelley’’ continued to act as 
chaplain of the National Sailors’ Home 
and also to supply the pulpit of the 
West Quincey church till April 1878.

President McKinley's Trip From Chi- 
cago to Columbus, 


Rain Without Effect on the 
People’s Ardor. 


Addresses at Various Places Along the Route 
Before Large Audiences. 


Cincinnati, Oct. 22.—Defying the wind 
and rain of a most disagreeable October 
day, the citizens of Indiana and Ohio yes- 
terday congregated in great numbers at 
every station along the line of the presi- 
dential journey, and never were they dis- 
appointed, for the president appeared at 
every point to speak a few words to his 
constituents. 

Perhaps the most imposing demonstra- 
tion of thte day was in Indianapolis, where 
the streets through which the president 
was driven to the state house were 
jammed with cheering people. Here, on 
the steps of the capitol, Mr. McKinley 
delivered one of the most striking and 
eloquent addresses of his western tour. 

At Connersville, Ind., a two months 
old baby was handed over the railing 
from the rear platform into the arms of 
Secretary Wilson, who presented to the 
president his youngest namesake—Will- 
iam McKinley. Another humorous in- 
cident was when Secretary Wilson was 
introduced after the president had fin- 
ished his remarks at Connersville. Twice 
Mr. Wilson commenced to speak, and 
twice he was interrupted by the starting 
of the train. Then Secretary Gage 
shouted: “The eloquence of the secre- 
tary of agriculture starts the wheels 
going.”’ Amid great laughter Mr. Wilson 
then concluded his brief address. 

The president in his speech in Nobles- 
ville said: ‘“‘Rejoicing as we do over the 
victories of war, let us be careful in jus- 
tice and right to gather the triumphs of 
peace. The soldiers have done their 
part; the citizens must now do theirs; 
and I pray God that wisdom may be 
given all of us to so settle this vexed and 
vast problem as to bring honor to our 
country, justice to humanity and the 
general good of all.” 

The last stop before Cincinnati was 
reached was Hamilton. Here the presi- 
dent addressed a great crowd. He said: 
“T trust that when we come to write the 
final conclusions of this struggle into the 
permanent forms of treaty, they shall 
be based on justice and right and hu- 
manity.” 

The presidential train reached Cin- 
cinnati at 4:30. The president bowed 
his acknowledgment to the crowd in 
waiting, but made nospeech. Congress- 
man Shattuck and a party of citizens 
boarded the train and shook hands with 
the president, but the stop was only long 
enough for railroad officials and news- 
paper men to board the train to accom- 
pany the president as far as Columbus. 

The chamber of commerce telegraphed 
the executive, asking if he could not stop 
here for a reception, but the engagements 
in Columbus and elsewhere prevented 
the president from leaving his train. 


Don’t Know the Future, 

Columbus, Oct. 22.—The presidential 
train arrived at Columbus about 6:30. 
Notwithstanding the heavy downpour 
an immense crowd had assembled at the 
depot and the building resounded with 
cheers. Seven thousand persons heard 
the president say in the Auditorium 
among other things: “My countrymen, 
the pastis secured. We know the extent 
of our country now. Some additions 
have been made since I left you. Our 
flag floats triumphantly over Porto Rico. 
Our troops are in unquestioned posses- 
sion of thatisland. Thesame flag floats 
over Hawaii. We know what our coun- 
try is now, know its history, but we do 
not know what it may be in the near 
future; but whatever it is, whatever ob- 
ligations shall justly come from this 
strife for humanity, we must take up 
and, as free, strong, brave people, accept 
the trust which civilization puts upon 
us.” 


Politics In the Bay State. 

Boston, Oct. 22.—The time allowed by 
law in which to file independent nom- 
ination papers of candidates for con- 
gress, the state legislature and other 
State offices expired yesterday after- 
noon, and the result promises an in- 
tensely interesting campaign all over 
the state. The Socialist Labor party 
has been more active than heretofore, 
and has extended itself into districts 
left untouched in previous years, 

The ballot law commissioners un- 
doubtedily will have a busy time in 
Straightening out the situation. Chief 
among the contests promised is that in 
the Tenth congressional, in which Har- 
rison H. Atwood will run against Con- 
gressman Barrows as a Republican in- 
dependent. Av the same time Torrey 
E. Wardner will run as an independent 
Democrat against Naphen. In the Ninth 
Congressman Fitzgerald will have 
James A. Gallivan as an independent 
opponent. In senatorial and represen- 
tative districts in and about Boston in- 
dependent candidates are numerous. 
In the Sixth congressional district Al- 
bert L. Gillen of Haverhill runs as a 
“Democrat-Socialist.” J

New York, Oct. 22.—Professor Irving 
W. Fay lectured on liquified air at the 
Brooklyn polytechnic institute Friday, 
and illustrated its great freezing power 
with experiments. Professor Collins 
and eight students were watching the 
experiments when four or five ounces of 
red phosphorous, which Professor Fay 
had frozen in the liquified air, exploded 
with force. Fay's face and eyes 
Were severely burned, and it is probable 
he will lose his sight. Lincoln Bur- 
reughs, a student, was badly burned 
about the face.

NOW IN ALABAMA, 


Bhort Session of the Investigators In the 
Capital of Georgia. 

Atlanta, Oct. 22.—Only two witnesses 
were examined by the war investigat- 
fr comm after they had made 
un inspection of Cort McPherson. Ma- 
Taylor said he had difficulty 
in securins supplies, as he had been 
given carte blanche to purchase them. 
This authority, however, had not been 
given until the first of August, whereas 
it had been asked for as early as the 25th 
of June. In the beginning of the camp’s 
history he had considerable difficulty 
in getting requisitions filled, though he 
had nv diflicuity in having them ap- 
proved by the authorities in Washing- 
ton. One requisition made on the 16th 
of May and another on the 24th of June 
had not been entirely filled until recent- 
ly. These requisiticus had been made 
upon the New York supply depot, while 
all that were made en the St. Louis 
depot had been promptly filled. One 
hundred and sixteen cots ordered in the 
beginning of the season had only arrived 
a day or two since, and they were not 
now needed. Dr. Taylor, on account of 
delay in filling these requisitions, had 
been compelled to call upon the surgeon~ 
general for a portion of his special fund, 
and had thus prevented any suffering 
among patients. Among the articles in 
which there was delay was bed linen. 
Dr. Taylor said he had found the 60 
cents a day commutation fund more 
than sufficient to furnish food for the 
sick men, and expressed the opinion that 
40 cents per day would be sufficient for 
the purpose of supplying food. 

Rev. Mr. Nave had visited every pa- 
tient who had been in the hospital, and 
he had never heard a single complaint

Chaplain Nave 
had seen some of the surgeons at the 
hospital under the influence of liquor, 
but not to a sufficient extent to inter- 
fere with the proper performance of 
their duties.

President Eliot’s Eloquent Words. 
Cambridge, Oct. 22.—President Eliot’s 
address at the students’ meeting to de- 
cide on a memorial to the Harvard men 
who died in the war was one of the most 
eloquent that he has given. He spoke 


in substance as follows: “Colonel 
Roosevelt's phrase, ‘Gave their young 


lives,’ is a most common one, but how 
much it means. These men who have 
died in the Cuban war have given what 
you are now hopefully looking forward 
to. Human life has gone for them. 
What did they go for? Sometimes we 
get an adverse answer. Sometimes it 
is said that war is not worth fighting; 
that educated men in particular should 
know better than to enter it. These 
views seem to me unsound. 

“What does this hall say to the men 
who have sat here? It says that they 


shall be remembered who gave their 
lives for their country. Shall we de- 
prive them of that- What did they 


know, what did the young men of ’61 
know of the issues of the war in which 
they entered? So long as war is the 
inevitable method of settling disputes 
arising from human passion and ignor- 
ance, men are bound thus to answer the 
call of the government. Is not the rea- 
son of our success in arms as 2 nation 
that when there was a need our young 
men sprang to arms? Foreign nations 
knew that when the government called 
for troops they would be forthcoming. 
If in the future our country can get 
along without the standing armies and 
navies that are such a burden to Euro- 
pean countries it will be because this is 
s0.”’ 


Some of the Spoils. 

Washington, Oct. 22.—The board of of- 
ficers of the ordnance department which 
was directed to inquire into the condition 
of the Spanish small arms captured in 
Santiago finds that the Spanish arm 
consists of two patterns, the Spanish 
Mauser of seven milimetre calibre and 
the Turkish of 7.65 milimetre calibre. 
The cartridges for these arms ar&not 
interchangeable. There is only a small 
percentage of the latter arm, however, 
not enough to take into consideration 
the subject of restoring them for use in 
the army. Of the Spanish Mausers it 
was found that about three-fourths of 
them could be utilized by taking parts 
of the remainder and supplying de- 
ficiencies in the best arms. This would 
make, at a rough estimate, 7000 Mausers 
available for use in the army if needed. 
No decision has been reached as to the 
feasibility of introducing them into the 
American army, and it is possible that 
for the present they will be held to await 
an emergency. 


Report Was Untrue.

Malden, Mass., Oct. 22.—The Kernwood 
club, a social body well known through- | 
out the state, held an army and navy 
night a® its clubhouse last night, enter- 
taining Colonel E. P. Clark of the Second 
Massachusetts regiment and Chaplain 
George A. Crawford of the navy.

They 
have ‘not received the credit due them 
because they did not have the corre- 
spondents with them that the state 
militia regiments had. 

“We remained in the vicinity of El 
Caney until July il, when we encircled 
the city of Santiago. On the _next day 
we were in our earthworks ready to fire 
upon the enemy, and a few hours later 
we received word that the city had sur- 
rendered. Three days ijater came the 
formal surrender, and this was one of 
the greatest events of the whole cam- 
paign. It was after this surrender that 
our hardest trials came, and it was then 
that disease setin. From then until we 
reached home came the most heart- 
rending scenes that I ever witnessed.” 


Secretary Gage Sustained. 

Washington, Oct. 22.—Justice Cox sus- 
tains Secretary Gage in his action in re- 
fusing to award certain bonds of the war 
@ssue to those persons who, it is alleged, 
applied for allotments through the 
Produce Exchange Trust company of 
New York. He dwells upon the fact that 
the war loan issue of bonds was clearly 
intended, by the act of congress au- 
thorizing it, to be a popular one—that is, 
that the bonds should be held by the 
people instead of by the large corpora- 
tions in any considerable amount. 

His opinion is that the mere fact that 
the allotment of bonds had been made 
by the secretary of the treasury to the 
persons named in the petitioner's bill, 
even though they had been so notified 
and had made part payment, does not 
constitute a binding contract between 
the government and the applicants for 
bonds, were they real persons and the 
subscriptions genuine. He also held 
that the secretary of the treasury had 
not exhausted the discretion vested in 
him by congress authorizing fhe =

Horses For Food Purposes. 


Boston, Oct. —A petition was filed 
with City Clerk Galvin Friday by 
Charles Weiss of Somerville for a li- 
cense for himself to carry on the busi- 
ness of slaughtering horses at Brighton 
abattoir for food purposes. In his pe- 
tition Mr. Weiss states that the “busi- 
ness is to be carried on and the product 
to be sold or used for food, packed in 
barrels for export. The estimated num- 
ber of animals to be slaughtered every 
week is 120 horses, slaughtering to be 
on each day, except Sundays, and at all 
times of the day.” 

The health commissioners will next 
be called upon to act, if the board of 
aldermen grant the license, as the final 
decision rests with them. One of the 
commissioners states that there is no 
law in Massachusetts against the 
slaughtering of horses for food, but that 
this is the first time that it has come be- 
fore the health department for consid- 
eration. He also states that there is 
quite an export business carried on by 
concerns outside of the commonwealth, 
a very large portion of the horse meat 
going to Germany. 


Thirteen on the Committee. 

Washington, Oct. 22.—The Episcopal- 
ian deputies yesterday disposed of the 
question of marriage and divorce for 
this general convention by adopting a 
resolution creating a special committee 
of 13 members, to whom is referred the 
entire subject, with instructions to re- 
port prior to the next general conven- 
tion. 

A discussion on the christianization of 
Jews occupied the greater portion of the 
morning session of the bishops. It was 
started by the report on the society for 
the promotion of christianity among the 
people of that race. There was consid- 
erable difference in the views of the 
speakers as to the result of the work of 
the society. The bishop coadjutor of 
Minnesota said the history of the asso- 
ciation was that of a shriveling cause. 
Bishop Potter of New York thought that 
the true agency for the Israelites was 
in the parish church, while Dr.Hunting- 
ton of New York said the Jews were 
being gradually absorbed into the chris- 
tian world through different channels. 
A resolution was finally carried recom- 
mending the society to the sympathy of 
the clergy.

Frederick Hayden and Daniel Fitz- 
gerald, the two men who it was al- 
leged caused Michael Saville to loose 
his life while guarding a railroad cross- 
ing at West Quincy, can count them- 
selves as fortunate in getting out of 
the affair, and it should be a good les- 
son to them to remember in the future. 

The two men are alleged to have 
been intoxicated and to have driven 
about West Quincy in that condition, 
and while doing so, came upon the 
railroad crossing guarded by Michael 
Saville, who in order to prevent their 
driving in front of an approaching 
train, grabbed the horse by the head 
and was forced against the train, re- 
ceiving injuries from which he later 
died, while the two men escaped un- 
injured. 

Hayden and Fitzgerald were arrested 
by Officer Bradley and first arraigned 
for assault and battery. Later, a war- 
rant for murder was issued which was 
afterward changed to manslaughter.

time an inquest was held. 

When called this morning before 
Judge Cook, His Honor stated tbat he 
had received a letter from the district 
attorney, to the effect that the result of 
the inquest was that sufficient evidence 
to convict the two men was lacking 
and they were therefore discharged for 
want of probable cause.

HAS AN OMINGUS LOOK 


Gravity of the Fashoda Situation 
Admitted by London Press, 


No Negotiation Until Mar- 
chand Leaves. 


Conditions Upon Which an Amicable Settle- 
ment Is Possible. 


London, Oct. 24.—The French yellow 
book on Fashoda seems to indicate an 
intention on the part of the French gov- 
ernment to utilize the Marchand affair 
a means of raising the whole 
question. 


Egyptian 
This impression is confirmed 
by the comments of most of the Paris 
papers this morning. 

The London press admits the gravity 
of the situation revealed by the yellow 
book, but the papers are unanimous in 
declaring that it is impossible for Lord 
Salisbury to consent to any negotiation 
until Fashoda is evacuated. As, how- 
ever, the French foreign minister, Mr. 
Delcasse, with equal firmness declines 
to withdraw Marchand without previous 
negotiation, the situation has an ominous 
look, 

Baron Courcel, having represented 
that it would be impossible for Major 
Marchand to retire until it was settled 
where he should go and how the evacua- 
tion was to be effected, Lord Salisbury, 
after reflecting very seriously, said he 
was not sufficiently acquainted with the 
geography of Africa to reply for the 
present regarding delimitation, and 
moreover, that he ceuld not enter into 
projects of that nature without consul 
ing with his colleagues. 

Baron Courcel concludés the dispatch 
of Oct. 12 by saying: “I quitted him on 
these explanations, which were pro- 
nounced in a conciliatory and friendly 
tone.” 

The Salisbury government has yield- 
ed and retreated so many times in the 
past two years that the country is ®ager 
to support it in a policy of resistance, 
now that it has found a question where- 
on it-is detérmines oo. defend British 
rights and The ‘3 
certainly carrying public sentiment too 
far. It is by its bullying attitude fast 
making it impossible for France to re- 
cede gracefully from a position which 
she almost certainly would abandon if 
she could do so without open humilia- 
tion. 

The second danger is the French do- 
mestic ‘situation. This is really the 
dominant factor, and it is as uncertain 
as next week's weather. The French 
people are far more anxiousas to what 
may happen in Paris within the 10 days 
after the chamber meets than over any 
possible outcome of the Fashoda dispute, 
The genera belief in Paris is that the 
Brisson ministry will fall. This would 
really be a calamity at the present mo- 
ment, for tle return of the Meline cab- 
inet or its Rateatent would simply mean 
all manner of complications to prolong 
the elucidation of the Dreyfus and other 
army scandals. 

It would, of course, be an unpopular 
act for any ministry to settle the Fas- 
hoda deadlock in the only way Great 
Britain will permit it to be settled. The 
withdrawal of Major Marchand would 
be equally dangerous to the present 
cabinet, trembling in the balance, and to 
anew one justinstalled. Lord Salisbury 
cannot ignore this fact in putting pres- 
sure upon France, unless he is willing 
to incur war, which is hardly conceiv- 
able. France certainly is in the midst 
of a grave crisis, but she is threatened 
far more from within than from without. 

The Times, in its editorial, says Lord 
Salisbury has not replied to Baron 
Courcel’s pretensions with the decision 
which might have been hoped for. 
Courcel, after a long conference wi-h 
Delcasse, left Paris for London Sunday. 
It is said that he had an important con- 
versation with Lord Salisbury before he 
left London, and will have another on 
returning. Another dispatch from Paris 
says it is rumored there that he is bring- 
ing to London definite proposals for the 
evacuation of Fashoda on condition that 
France be granted a good outlet on one 
of the tributaries of the Nile, entering 
it about 150 miles southwest of Fashoda 
at Mekrem-El-Bohur. 

The Fashoda yellow book is volumin- 
ous, but it does not include Major March- 
and’s report, which will be published 
later. The dispatches were largely 
ticipated by the English Fashoda blue 
book. The diplomatic conversations re- 
corded show a curious endeavor on the 
French side to represent that March- 
and’s mission was quite as important 
as General Kitchener's, on the ground 
that the struggle was against the 
khalifa and barbarism. Sept. 18 Mr. 
Deicasse, the foreign minister, informed 
the British ambassador to France, Sir 
Edmund Monson, in explicit language 
that France did not regard Lord Salis- 
bury’s claim to the Soudan by virtue of 

conquest as applying to Fashoda, on the 
ground that the expedition under Cap- 
tain Lieotard, which dated from a 
period long before the declaration in the 
house of commons by Sir Edward Grey, 
under-secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs in Lord Rosebery’s cabinet, as to 
the policy of the British government 
toward the Soudan and at a time when 
the equatorial provinces were lost to 
civilization. In fact Deleasse argued 
that unless Great Britain possessed the 
sultan’s mandate as well as_ the 
khedive’s, to acquire all former Egyptian 
provinces, France considered herself 
equally entitled with England to posses- 
gion of any point occupied by French

The subsequent dis- 
patches appearing in the yellow book re- 
late to conversations between Baron 
Courcel, French ambassador in London, 
ahd Lord Salisbury, the latter contend- 
ing that the capture of Khartoum en- 
titled Egypt to possession of all the 
mahdi's daminioms, and the French am- 
bassador arguing that Major Marchand 
had captured Fashoda before General 
Kitchener took Khartoum, figs that 
France had for a long time held several 
a in the Bahr-el-Gazal.

GOLD BRICK GAME. 


Two Englishmen Saved $10,000 by the 
Arrest of a Swindler. 

New York, Oct. 24.—The fact that two 
wealthy Englishmen escaped a costly 
experience with a swindler is due to 
the keenness of the detective bureau 
under Captain McClusky. The English- 
men are $10,000 better off on this account, 
and Robert Roe, allas Morton, alias 
Martin, 52 years of age, recognized by 
detectives as an old time crook, is under 
arrest charged with attempt at grand 
larceny. 

About the middle of July, J. Algernon 
Wood received a letter at his home in 
England, addressed to his father, and 
postmarked Astoria, Ore., U. 5. A. Major 
Wood had been dead nine months. He 
left a large fortune, and his son is one 
of the executors of the estate. The let- 
ter was signed “Edward Martin,” and 
detailed to Major Wood movements of 
a party of miners in British Columbia 
and near the headwaters of the Peace 
river. Major Wood was addressed as 
“Dear Major,” and the letter was seem- 
ingly to an old friend. It reported that 
the miners last season cleaned up nearly 


£40,000 worth of gold. 

As a result of the enticing terms of the 
letter the younger Wood came to New 
York. Later he went to a_ hotel in 
Niagara Falls, where he ‘eas to meet 
Martin and complete negotiations. The 
latter was shocked when informed of 
the death of Major Wood. A number of 
interviews regarding the disposition of 
Major Wood's share in a bar of gold fol- 
lowed. Under the terms of his father’s

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dmiral Sampson Tells Why fle Didn't 
Finish the Job. 

Washington, Oct. 24.—Regarding his 
action in bombarding San Juan May 12, 
Adreiral Sampson says in a report on the 
work-of his fleet before the encounter 
with Cervera’s ships: “It was clear 
to my own mind that the squadron would 
not have any great difficulty in forcing 
the surrender of the place, but the fact 
that we should be held several days in 
completing arrangements for holding it; 
that part of our force would have to be 
left to await the arrival of troops to 
garrison; that the movements of the 
Spanish squadron, our main objective, 
were still unknown; that the flying 
squadron was still north and notina 
position to render any aid; that Havana, 
Cervera’s natural objective, was thus 
open to entry by such a force as his, 
while we were 800 miles distant, made 
our immediate movement toward Ha- 
vana imperative. I thus reluctantly 
gave up the project against San Juan 
and stood westward for Havana.” 

It appears that according to a dis- 
patch to Secretary Long dated June 26, 
the channel at Santiago not having been 
obstructed by the sinking of the Merri- 
mac, Admiral Sampson was preparing 
a torpedo attack to hasten the destruc- 
tion of the Spanish vessels, though he 
regretted resorting to this method be- 
cause of its difficulties and small chance 
of success. He would not do this, he 
says, were the present force to be kept 
there, as it then insured a capture, 
which he believed would terminate the 
war. In a letter to General Shafter 
July 2, the admiral sald: “It is not so 
much the loss of men as it is the loss of 
ships which has until now deterred me 
from making a direct attack upon the 
ships within the port.” 

It is apparent from the following dis- 
patch from Acting Secretary Allen to 
the commanding officer of the fleet that 
the department felt some apprehensions 
regarding the movements and designs of 
the Austrian gunboat, Maria Teresa, 
which appeared in the West Indies dur- 
ing the war: “Austrian gunboat, Maria 
Teresa, in the West Indies is thought to 
regularly visit various blockades to see 
if effective. Upon the arrival of our 
troops send without delay as many as 
consider necessary of the convoy to 
Commodore No. 10 off Cienfuegos, Cuba; 
and as there is some similarity between 
Austrian and Spanish flags, caution 
your ships against possible mistakes.” 


Alarmed by Carlists. 

Washington, Oct. 24.—Information re- 
ceived here -ndicates the excited condi- 
tion of the Icyal citizens of Spain, par- 
ticularly thoge of the governmental 
party, over the latest reported move- 
ments of the Spanish pretender and his 
followers. 

The Spanish public is deeply stirred 
over the disclosures made by the secret 
officials of the government that the Car- 
lists have recently succeeded in ship- 
ping 10,000 modern rifles and an abun- 
dance of ammunition from France into 
the Pyrenees mountains, where they 
have been stored in the convents of the 
Franciscan monks, and can be obtained 
at any time when the word is given to 
strike a blow against the government 
and depose Alfonso. 

Notwithstanding that 
forts have been made to prevent the 
concentration of arms along the fron- 
tier, the Carlists have been too shrewd 
for the officials, and have succeeded in 
establishing a base of supplies which 
will be of easy access.

A Clamorous Mub. 

Havana, Oct. 24.—There was a demon- 
stration of the displeasure of the city 
officials at the non-payment of arrears 
of salary Saturday, when about 200 en- 
tered the city hall, a clamorous mob, and 
demanded payment. The regular guard 
being unable to disperse the crowd and 
fearing to take drastic measures, the 
civil governor was advised of the situa- 
tion. He appeared on the scene, ad- 
dressed the crowd and ordered immediate 
dispersal under threat of a loss of present 
position in the municipal service. His 
energetic stand had the desired effect, 
but unless back salaries are paid, there 
will be serious trouble. 


Radical Division of Sentiment. 

Madrid, Oct. 24.—Lieutenant General 
Correa, minister of war, threatens to re- 
sign unless the government upholds the 
action of General Chinchilla, captain 
general of Madrid, who last week im- 
prisoned Editor Figuera of The National 
for publishing an article not previously 
submitted to the censor, the imprison- 
ment being resented in certain quarters 
as an infringement of Figuera’s alleged 
immunity from arrest as a member of the 
chamber of deputies. 

Friday the minister of public instruc- 
tion and prblic works resigned as a 
protest against the arrest. His resig- 
nation, taken with the threat of General 
Correa, indicates a radical division of 
sentiment in the Sagasta ministry on the 
subject. 

The Madrid editors have addressed a 
complaint to the supreme court against 
Chinchilla’s action. The captain general, 
on the appearance of the uncensored 
article, ordered the suppression of The 
National, but the order was eventually 
annulled. 


Flimsy Excuse of the Spanish. 
Manila, Oct. 24.—The steamer, San 
Nicholas, whith left Manila flying the 
American flag, was compelled to return 
by a Spanish gunboat, whose com- 
mander offered as a plea for his action 
that the crew consisted of Filipinos, who 
might smuggle contraband articles. The 
San Nicholas, after reporting her ex- 
berience, sailed again, followed by the 
McCulloch. 

An insurgent schooner entered Ma- 
nila harbor flying the insurgent flag, 
which was promptly hauled down by 
the Arnericans. 

The attitude of the rebel troops has 
become very menacing. Their supplies 
are growing scarce and they are becom- 
ing desperate.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal} 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to N, and today’s 
instalment gives the O's :

He said all were anxious to see the 
completion of the splendid park and 
bonlevard system around Boston. The 
commisssion has done right in turning 
down the Quincy boulevard under ex- 
isting conditions. It is the duty of 
Quincy to remove those conditions. He 
believed they could be changed, and 
asked the board to appoint a committee 
of five or six Quincy gentlemen to see 
the land owners personally. He him- 
self did not believe there should be. 
anything left for the courts to settle. 

City Solicitor McAnarney spoke on 
the desirability of developing the 
shore, and also of extending into 
Quincy the driveway in the park which 
had its outlet ina farm.

SINKS WERE SHALLOW, 


Chief Trouble at Chickamanga At- 
tributed to That Cause, 


Drinking Water of Very Poor 
Quality. 


Privates Said to Have Fared Better Thar 
the Officers. 


Anniston, Ala., Oct. 25.—The war in- 
vestigating commission set from { 
o'clock to 5:30 Monday, and examine¢ 
about a dozen witnesses, includifig ¢ 
number of volunteer officers. Majo 
David Vickers, who was inspector gen- 
eral for the second division of the Third 
corps at Chickamauga, attributed the 
troubles in that camp to the shallowness 
of the sinks. He said also that some 
of the regimental officers insisted or 
making poor selections of camp sites 
and in one instance a Mississippi colonel 
who had put his men in a swamp, ha¢ 
insisted upon remaining, on the groun¢ 
that a Mississippian had a natural af- 
fection for swamps. Nevertheless, his 
men were taken sick. Major Vickers 
also complained that the drinking wate 
was poor. He thought the camp site 
unfit for so large an army, but so far as 
food wenj the privates were few bette: 
than the officers. He said that at ont 
time the beds of all the patients were 
on the floor, and that there were some 
cases where they were on the ground. 

Asked as to the competency of the 
surgeons at the hospital, he said there 
was one man in the hospital whose 
proneness to profanity unfitted him for 
the service. This man was Major Hub- 
bard of the Ninth New York. “His 
profanity was of such a villainous char- 
acter,” said Vickers, “as to pretty nearly 
make me sick, and I know it could not 
have had a pleasant effect upon pa- 
tients.”’ 

Replying to charges made by a signal 
corps patient in the Chickamauga hospi- 
tal, Dr. Drake said he had seen maggots 
on one occasion in a box in the hospital, 
but never on patients. Often the men 
went there lousy, but they did not re- 
main so. 

Meeting the charges concerning the 
furloughing and shipment of membere 
of the Eighth and Fourteenth New York 
regiments, he said that the men of the 
two regiments had not wanted to travel 
together, and that the delay in shipping 
those of the Eighth had been due to the 
fact that, after he had secured trans- 
portation for them over the Pennsyl- 
vania line, a major in their regiment 
changed the order so as to secure trans- 
portation over a more circuitous route. 
Dealing with the insinuation that he 
tried to favor the Southern road because 
he had been the chief surgeno of that 
line, he said that he had not been con- 
nected with the road since August, 1897. 

Major Heatwole, chief commissary of 
subsistence, said the quality of the ra- 
tions had been excellent. As for the 
quantity, a man would have to be a gor- 
mandizer to eatit. 

After Major Heatwole was excused, 
General Dodge read a letter from Dr. 
Seaman of New York, who was before 
the commission in Washington, in which 
he corrected an error in his testimony. 
He had stated that he had received only 
the regular army rations for the conva- 
lescents on the Obdam, from Porto Rico 
to New York. He says that such sup- 
plies as had been received up to the night 
previous to sailing had been received 
from the relief societies during the night, 
and he continues: ‘‘The hospital ship, 
Relief, arrived, and early the next morn- 
ing I boarded the Relief and personally 
secured without any requisition the ad- 
ditional supplies enumerated in the re- 
ceipt signed by me. Until my confer- 
ence yesterday with Major Bradley I 
believed these supplies, like many others, 
were brought by outside contributions, 


| and were not government supplies.’ The 


letter is dated Oct. 16, and is directed to 
the surgeon general of the army. 
Food Question In Santiago. 
Lieutenant Colonel Bispee, in com- 
mand of the First infantry, told the story 
of the transportation of his regiment to 
Santiago, described the fighting about 
Santiago; spoke of his experience in 
Cuba, of the return to Montauk Point, 
and of the stay at that place and the 
transfer south. Asked If the landing at 
Santiago could have been accomplished 
if opposed, he replied: “The facilities 
were so poor that I think not; at least I 
should say if I had been on shore, no 
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north. He said that a distress signa 
had been put out for food while they lay 
out at sea, and when some vessel al 
alongside he said he had called out tc 
those on board to bring them food. He 
stated in explanation that the food was 
wanted for the officers’ mess. “Themen 
had enough, such as it was.” After this 
and while at Montauk Point they got 
more than they needed. “We got it 
from the people, from New York relief 
associations and citizens. They sent us 
everything, including whisky and cham- 
pagne—far more than we wanted.” He 
knew of no deprivation at Montauk. “The 
raw recruits were howling to getintua 
house, but that was all.” 

Major Dempsey of the Second regular 
infantry covered very much the samé 
ground as Colonel Bisbee. His command 
had never during the Santiago campaign 
suffered for want of supplies. Men haé 
sometimes at night felt the want of cov- 
ering, but not of food. No more than 
half the men in the regiment were fit for 
duty at the time of the surrender of San- 
tiago. He had heard a doctor say that 
quinine and castor oil were the only med- 
icines he could get. Major Dempsey satc 
the only deficiency he had discovered at 
Montauk was in the matter of trans- 
portation fac ilities. He had also heard 
a doctor say there were not sufficient 
beds in the regimental hospital for the 
accommodation of the sick. 

Other witnesses testified that, 
there was a deficiency in the rations is- 
gued while the troops were in the trenches 
rear Santiago, there was no real sufter- 
ing on the part of the men on this ac 
but for the rest they expresse¢

ENGLAND’S BLUE BOOK. 


Another Chapter In the Controversy Ove: 
the Control of Fashoda. 


London, Oct. 25.—The British govern- 
ment has issued another blue book, the 
most important feature of which is a 
dispatch dated Oct. 12 from the Marquis 
vf Salisbury to the British ambassador 
In Paris, reporting the previous inter- 
view with Baron DeCourcel, in which the 


latter wished to ascertain what solution | 


of the Fashoda question was possible 
and in which the marquis says: “I gen- 
erally insisted that the Nile valley had 
belonged and still belonged to Egypt, 
and that whatever diminution that title 


had suffered by the mahdi's conquest) 
had been removed by the victory at Om-|} 


durman.” Lord Salisbury then pointed 
out the helplessness of Major Marchand’s 
position, which the baron denied, and 
finally the British premier, in response 
to DeCourcel’s suggestion, offered to sup: 
ply Major Marchand with food and am- 
munition in order that he might be able 
to reach French territory. Baron De 
Courcel then said France wanted an out- 
let to the Nile, and the Marquis of Salis- 
bury requested that the whole proposi- 
tion be made in writing. This was the 
last interview between the ambassador 
and the premier on this subject. 

The Salisbury dispatch in conclusion 
said: “The extreme indefiniteness of 
Baron DeCourcel’s propositions made it 
impossible for me to express or form an 
opinion relative to the territory claimed 
by France in the Bahr-el-Ghazal region. 
Under the circumstances the discussion 
has been fruitful of misapprehension. I 
informed him that it was in no way my 
duty to discuss the French claims now, 
but that in abstaining therefrom I must 
not be understood as in any degree ad- 
mitting their validity.” 

The book also contains interesting let- 
ters from Moustapha Fehey, the regent 
of Egypt, to General Kitchener and Lord 
Cromer, the British diplomatic agent, 
respectively, showing Egypt's attitude. 
He wrote to General Kitchener, warmly 
thanking him for taking possession of 
Fashoda and thereby reconquering for 
Egypt the provinces which assure her 
existence and from which ehe only re- 
tired provisionally. The regent, in writ- 
ing to Lord Cromer, protested against 
“the French violation of Egyptian terri- 
tory,”’ adding that Egypt had never lost 
sight of the reoccupation of the prov- 
inces of the Soudan, which are the actual 
sources of the vitality of Egypt and from 
which she only withdrew owing to 
greater force. He also said that the re- 
conquest of Khartoum would fail to have 
its effect if the valley of the Nile was not 
to Egypt.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to N, and today’s 
instalment gives the O's :

Nigger on a Pond. 

Weymouth should adopt the Quincy 
system in its schools and not make 
itself so ridiculous.

Ina school, not many miles from

GREELY SEEKS GLORY, 


Asseris His Right to Recognition For 
Signalling Service, 


General Shafter Subjected ‘to 
a Mild Rebuke. 


Blamed For Ordering the War Balloon to the 
Skirmishing Line. 


Washington, Oct. 26.—General Greely 
is confident that during the single month 
of July the line of comunication main- 
tained by his corps in Cuba was worth 
more to the nation than has been the cost 
of the signal corps of the army from its 
inception to the present day. He refers 
to the ease with which the major gen- 
eral commanding the army communi- 
cated with Washington, giving impor- 
tant information and receiving tmpor- 
tant orders. He then adds: “In addi- 
tion; it is not pleasant to surmise what 
might have been the fate of the fever 
stricken army in Santiago had its for- 
tune and movements been directed by 
mail instead of by electrical communica- 
tion.” 

General Greely strongly commends 
the use of the war balloon and declares 
that its utility was thoroughly demon- 
strated. Concerning the criticism made 
of the balloon operating at Santiago he 
says: “The forcing of the signal corps 
balloon to the skirmish line, where its 
position is reported to have caused seri- 
ous loss to the troops by disclosing their 
movements and attracting the enemy’s 
fire, was the action of Major General 
Shafter, through his chief engineer, Col- 
onel G. M. Derby, in the face of the pro- 
fessional advice given by Lieutenant Col- 
onel Maxfield of the United States volun- 
teer signal corps, who was charged with 
the practical operation of the balloon, 
and who, besides sharing absolutely 
every danger to which Colonel Derby was 
subjected, in addition had his horse shot 
under him in a previous reconnoisance 
of the ground.” General Greely says 
that “‘the signal corps failed to receive 
from Major General Shafter in his origi- 
nal report even a notice that it partici- 
pated in the Santiago campaign.” 

The Press Censorship. 

An interesting part of General Greely’s 
report is that which relates to the tele- 
graph censorship. Upon this feature he 
says: “There has been a misapprehen- 
sion on the part of many that the signal 
corps exercised a press censorship dur- 
ing the war, an opinion that is entirely 
unfounded, as the chief signal officer ig- 
nored all suggestions looking to an in- 
terference with the free and untram- 
melled publication of press matter, even 
by the most sensational and unpatriotic 
of journals. It may be added that the 
Associated Press and many of the lead- 
ing journals, in a most patriotic spirit, 
expressed freely and frequently not only 
their willingness but also their desire to 
refrain from the publication of any in- 
formation that would embarrass the ad- 
ministration or be detrimental to the suc- 
cess of military operations. These offers 
were not pickwickian, for in more than 
one instance information of the highest 
interest to the public has never been pub- 
lished to this day, being held secret by 
press associations, newspaper corres- 
spondents and editors as calculated, if 
given publicity, to injure the national 
cause.” 

Located Cervera’s Fleet. 

General Greely’s report indicates that 
the credit for the location of Admiral 
Cervera’s fleet in Santiago harbor be- 
longs to the signal corps, and says that 
“in the interest of history, let alone jus- 
tice to the signal corps of the army, the 
truth should be told. The location of 
Cervera's squadron at Santiago was first 
made by Colonel James Allen, and later 
verified independently by Lieutenant 
Colonel J. E. Maxfield, both officers of the 
signal corps. The blockading of Cer- 
vera’s squadron was due to the con- 
servative action of the president and sec- 
retary of the navy, based on reports and 
representations made personally to them 
by the chief signal officer of the army. 
Secretary Long, alive to the situation, in 
an official dispatch says: “All military 
and naval movements depend upon that 
point” (the presence of Cervera in San- 
tiago harbor.) On May 19 Admiral Cer- 
vera entered the harbor of Santiago with 
his squadron. That very day Colonel 
Allen telegraphed in cipher to the chief 
signal officer: ‘Five Spanish vessels 
arrived at Santiago de Cuba. Have no- 
tified admiral commanding (Sampson)’. 
The Spanish flagship arrived at Santi- 
ago. The admiral (Cervera) hastily 
wired Madrid. On the following morn- 
ing he added the following information: 
‘Pelayo and four cruisers in Santiago. 
No destroyer or torpedo boats arrived 
there. This information was communi- 
cated immediately to the president and 
by his orders to the secretary of the 
navy, who, being impressed by the assur- 
ance of the chief signal officer of the 
army as to the entire reliability of this 
report, proved himself equal to the emer- 
gency, and on that very day gave such 
prompt and effective orders as resulted 
in the blockade of Santiago and the ulti- 
mate destruction of Cervera’s fleet.” 

The report says that Colonel Allen fur- 
nished cipher advices of the most valu- 
able sort from Santiago daily. He first 
reported that the Spanish squadron was 
short of coal and could not renew its 
supply at Santiago, and also that the un- 
armored American cruisers off the Cu- 
ban coast “were mistaken by the Span- 
ish for the main American fleet,” prov- 
ing, says General Greely, “the wisdom 
and efficacy of Admiral Sampson's or- 
ders by cable that the fast unarmored 
eruisers of the navy should perform 
scouting duty off Santiago.”” The report 
then adds: “A cipher message of the 23d 
stated correctly that Admiral Schley was 
that day at Cienfuegos and Cervera was 
at Santiago. Meanwhile, the navy had 
been unable to verify the fact of Cerve- 
ra’s presence at Santiago, and asa re- 
sult the correctness of the information 
furnished by the signal corps was sharp- 
ly questioned. The chief signal officer, 
being informed that the whole campaign 
was conducted upon his representations, 
was asked to verify this information 
from other sources if possible. Prompt 
action was taken by the chief signal offi- 


cer, who adopted such lines of opera- 
tions that thereafter there was scarcely 
a day he was not in possession of infor- 
mation coming over one or more of the 
six cables leading out of Santiago. ‘It 
is an interesting anti-climax that when 
Cervera’s squadron was destreyed on 
July 3, Colonel Allen, the same officer who 
originally reported the arrival of the fleet 
on the very day it reached Santiago, 
likewise reported by telegraph to the 
chief signal officer the fact that the en- 
tire fleet had been destroyed, which in- 
formation was conveyed to the presi- 
dent and the country four hours in ad- 
vance of any other official advice.” 


The News of Beantown, 

Boston, Oct. 26.—A service in cele- 
bration of the 250th anniversary of the 
adoption of the Westminster standards 
was held yesterday by the presbytery 
of Boston. The chief address upon 
“The Shorter Catechism” was by Rev. 
David Gregg of Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Pomeroy, mother of Jesse Pome- 
roy, the murderer, appeared before Gov- 
ernor Wolcott yesterday and pleaded 
for an extension of privileges accorded 
her son at the state prison. The gov- 
ernor declined to act in the matter. 

Lizzie Frazer, alias Boland, alias 
Southerland, who has a refo.matory 
record, was arrested yesterday for the 
alleged larceny of jewelry valued at 
$1000 from Catherine F. Harriman. The 
woman was identified by Mrs. Harriman 
as her former servant, and a stolen dia- 
mond ring was found on her person. 

The Single Tax league tendered a re- 
ception last evening to the representa- 
tives of the state Y. M. C. A., at which 
interesting papers were read by Rev. S. 
S. Craig of Toronto and William Lloyd 
Garrison on the doctrines advocated by 
the league. Both speakers were closely 
questioned by the guests. 


Examinations Twice a Year. 

Washington, Oct. ?4.--Charles G. 
Dawes, comptroller of the currency, has 
ordered that the system of semi-annual 
examinations of national banks in effect 
in the country shall extend over all cities 
without any exception, as heretofore 
in the cities of New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore but one examina- 
tion by national bank examiners has 
been had yearly, and the custom had 
grown up of special examinations by the 
examiners made for the benefit of the 
bank and not for the government, for 
which the examineis were compensated 
by the banks. One of the first acts cf 
the new comptroller last January was to 
put a stop to this practice, 9n the ground 
that if an examiner accepted employ- 
ment in the examination of the same bank 
for both the government and the bank, 
ft had a tendency to interfere with the 
rigid impartiality which should charac- 
terize his work as a government official. 


Great Britain Would Fight. 

London, Oct. 26—The Capetown cor- 
respondent of The Times says: “Cecil 
Rhodes, addressing an open air meeting 
here Tuesday afternoon, said that four 
years ago he saw Baron De Courcel, the 
French ambassador to Great Britain, 
and told him on the authority of Lord 
Salisbury that Great Britain would fight 
if necessary to prevent the French 
reaching the Nile and cutting the con- 
nection the British intend to make be- 
tween the ngrth and the south. § Mr. 
Rhodes added that he knew the French 
government was then advised that such 
would be England's action.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The house and tobacco barn of Philip 
Jubenville of North Hatfield, Muss., 
were burned Monday night. I.oss, about 
$4000. 

It looks now as if the proposition to 
organize a glass manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation would have a_ successful out- 
come. 

A dynamite bomb of the fireworks 
sort exploded at a Democratic meeting 
in New York, and Peter Rowen was in- 
stantly killed. 

Fire in East Sautucket, L.I., de- 
stroyed the works of the Empire State 
Rubber company, the postoffice and other 
buildings. Loss, $1,000,000. 

Thomas S. Boyce and James Craig, 
Carpenters, were thrown from the top 
of a 4-story building in Walden, N. Y., 
by the fall of a scaffold, and died within 
two hours. 

The navy department is disposed to 
aid as far as possible in floating the 
Colon, in addition te the Maria Teresa, 
which is already under steam and 
about to start for the United States, but 
not to go to further expense. 

Advices from Matanzas, Santa Clara, 
Pinar del Rio and the interior of Havana 
Say that serious damage was caused 
by the flooding of rivers. Traffic on ail 
railway lines has been delayed, and 
many of the recently planted tobacco 
beds have been destroyed. 

Josiah A. Hunt, keeper of the New 
Bedford jail and master of the house of 
correction, died suddenly last night of 
apoplexy, aged 53. He was a native of 
Fall River. Mr. Hunt was prominent 
in Odd Fellowship and in the Royal 
Arcanum. He leaves a widow and five 
children. 

Chief of Police Lee and Detective Mc- 
Vey, the representatives of Delaware, 
have appealed to the postal authorities 
to take some action in the matter of the 
extradition of Codrelia Botkin, accused 
of murdering Mrs. J. P. Dunning and her 
sister, Mrs. Deane, of Dover, by means 
of poisoned chocolates sent through tg 
mails. 

The Missouri supreme court has grant- 
ed the middle-of-the-road Populists a 
writ of mandamus to compel the seci@- 
tary of state to place their ticket on the 
Official ballot. The regulars claimed 
that the middle-of-the-roaders were 
bolters from the regular convention, but 
the supreme court holds that this fac- 
tion had a majority of the delegates. 

At a meeting of the wire nail man- 
ufacturers it was decided to reduce the 
price of wire nails 6 cents per keg, and to 
advance the price of galvanized wire, 
both smooth and barbed, 5 cents per 100 
pounds. This latter action was taken 
on account of the enormous rise in the 
price of spelter, which is now worth $30 
per ton more than at this time a year 
ago. 

Clara Kluge, who claims to have been 
the contract wife of Adolph Sutro of 
San Francisco, has begun a legal fight 
for some of the Sutro millions by filing 
an application for letters of guardian- 
ship over her two children, who are 
named in the application Adolph New- 
ton Sutro and Adolphine Charlotte Sut- 
ro. The petitioner claims that the chil- 


dren are the legal offsprings of the dead 
millionaire. - 
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wie«sness Through Politics. 

eet N. C, Oct 26.—Governor 
Daniel L. Russell has issued a proclama- 
tlon dealing with the situation in this 
state. He declares “that the political 
canvass now going forward has been 
made the occasion and pretext for bring- 
ing about conditions of lawlessness in 
certain counties in this state. The 
proclamation also cites ‘that certain 
counties lying along the southern border 
of this state have been actually invaded 
by certain armed and lawless men from 
another state,” and that political meet- 
ings have been broken up and threats 
and intimidation use@ to prevent regis- 
tration of voters, and that citizens have 
been fired on from ambush, and others 
whipped. All Ctizens are enjoined to 
observe the law and all civil officers to 
enforce the law, and lawless men from 
other states are ordered to leave on pain 
of arrest and punishment. 


Something Lacking In Catholic Men. 

Washington, Oct. 26.—Several hundred 
delegates are attending the convention 
of the Catholic Young Men's National 
union. zxev. William T. McGuire of 
Brooklyn, the president, in his annual 
report, referred to the service of Catho- 
lics in the war and said that Father Chid- 
wick of the ill-fated, but well avenged, 
Maine, had especially immortalized him- 
self for calm courage, zeal and tremen- 
dous selfsacrifice. 

Rey. D. J. Stafford of this city, in an 
address, said that there was something 
lacking in the Catholic young men of 
today, religious indifference that should 
give way to activity, loyalty and inter- 
est in the church. He sald that if the 
young men had the ambition of their 
sisters this country would be theirs 
within 50 years, 


Anti-British Se ntiment Aroused. 

Montreal, Oct. 26—The French-Can- 
adian papers are freely criticising Eng- 
land over its coursein Egypt. The gov- 
ernment organ stated that, though they 
were loyal subjects of the empire, they 
were Frenchmen also. The Minerva 
says: ‘The English do not admit either 
discussion or arbitration. They simply 
order the recall of Marchand, and if this 
demand is not complied with they are 
ready to make war. This reminds one 
of the procedure of the United States 
against Spain. Right is nothing to the 
Anglo-Saxon from the moment that he 
is certain that he is the stronger.” 


A Call For Rifles. 

Carson, Nev., Oct. 26.—Governor Sad- 
ler has received a call for rifles and am- 
munition from citizens in and around 
Midas, Nye county. The Shoshone In- 
dians near that city are planning an out- 
break. All the able-bodied white men 
for miles around are congregating on 
one of the ranches and have armed 
themselves as best they can to repel an 
attack. The trouble arose over the ar- 
rest of an Indian, the leaders having 
incited their followers to resist the law. 
The Indians are well armed, and other 
tribes are expected to come to their aid. 


To Play Ball In Cuba, 

Cincinnati, Oct. 26.—If everything con- 
nects as intended, Manager Bancroft will 
repeat this winter his trip of'79 to Cuba, 
Then he was backed by a medicine con- 
cern in Rochester, and this time, if he 
goes, he will be backed by one of the 
largest tobacco concerns in the United 
States. His plan is to organize a base- 
ball team composed of the stars of the 
National league, play several games 
through the south during the holidays, 
landing in Havana on Jan. 1, when the 
city is under American control, and play 
a series of games with the Cuban club. 


Cut His Throat. 
Corning, N. Y., Oct. 26.—David B. Win- 

ton, president of the bank of Addison, 
committed suicide yesterday by cutting 
his throat with a razor. He had been 
in ill health, and was shaving prepara- 
tory to going to a sanitarium when he 
committed the act. Despondency on 
account of his illness seems to have been 
the only cause for the suicide. He was 
60 years of age.

Oct. 27.—Massachusetts Re- 
publicans last night honored the distin- 
Suished son of Massachusetts, ex-Gov- 
ermnor Jo of the 
« dimmer of the Massachusetts 
Republican club was designed to show 
the appreciation of the party and of the 
Slate lor the services of the secretary, 
as the head of the navy. It was a wel- 
come coming from the hearts of the 
thousands present that caused the sec- 
retary’s to quiver when he arose 
to speak. le said in part: 

“I cannot stand in this generous pres- 
ence and not be keenly alive to the 
fact that it emphasizes, not the kind- 
ness cf personal friendship, not even the 
spirit of partisan zeal, but the warm, 
enthusiastic pride of the American cit- 
izen in the administration of the Ameri- 
can government; pride in his country; 
and pride especially, I am sure, from 
your welcome tonight to me, in the glory 
of the American navy. Were there 
ever such pages as that navy has writ- 
ten, not in water, but in letters of light 
on the firmament of history? Why 
shouid I speak for it, when the navy 
speaks for itself? Is it not enough to 
Say that it has maintained the glorious 
standard to which it rose in the war of 
the American revolution, and in the war 
of 1512, and in the war of the Union? 
Its achievements during the last six 
months have been one blaze of unpre- 
cedented triumph, not only the tri- 
umph of battie, but the finer triumph of 
the highest professional skill, of scien- 
tific achievement and of that prepara- 
tion and foresight which make the pub- 
lic service efticient, accurate and suc- 
cessful. It has added new names tothe 
already glittering constellation of he- 
roje stars. 

“But why dwell on the navy, when 
that is only a part of the triumphant, 
responsive and glorious administration 
of resident McKinley. Is there an 
American who is not proud of that ad 
ministration? Is there an American 
who will not sustain it? What were 
you all saying six months ago—you Ke- 
publicans; you Democrats; you re- 
formers; you sound money men; you pa- 
triots everywhere? What were you 
saying then, except words of praise for 
the president and his performance of 
his duties; for his firm stand for the 
improvement of the civil service; for his 
confirming and assuring words of praise 
in behalf of sound money; for his gen- 
erous efforts at reuniting, in the bonds 
of a union of heart as well as of form, all 
sections of the country; for his efforts to 
avert the grim visage of war and to 
maintain peace? Where then was the 
failure’ What did you mean when 
you crowded about him with congrat- 
ulations; when in editorial and press 
dispatch you had no word too cordial in 
his behalf; when if you saw him or any 
member of his cabinet, you had only ex- 
pressions of satisfaction with his course? 
Is it possible that now in the meaner 
zest of a political campaign any of you 
wiil forget all this? Does he deserve 
less at your hands, because, reluctant 
to prosecute the war which congress de- 
clared, he has prosecuted it with the ut- 
most vigor, with unflinching perse- 
verance, and with a swift, sure triumph 
of your arms on land and on sea; or be- 
cause on the first intimation of the pos- 
sibility of peace, he has led the way to it 
by the most generous terms that ever 
conqueror granted to the conquered? 
Ther chave been faults and shortcom- 
ings; mistakes here, and mistakes there, 
but when you sweep the field from the 
hilltop of fairness and good sense, and 
not from the swamps of partisanship, 
what cancer of corruption or dishonesty 
has been disclosed, and what is the re- 
sult but the most complete success won 
at the expense of the least possible ex- 
travagance and failures? 

“A vote is not in this election the ex- 
pression of a mere personal preference. 
Nor is it the handcuff of a party shackle. 
It is an expression of an intelligent 
weighing of principle. It is the ap- 
provai or condemnation of existing gov- 
ernment; and, looked at in that light, 
there is but one way in this campaign 
in which it should be cast, and that is 
for the candidates of the Republican 
party.

CITIZEN’S SUPiaMi DUTY. 
Must Aid In Achieving « Genuine Unity 
of the Races, 

Concord, N. H., Oct, 27.—The subject 
of President Lamson’s address at last 
night's session of the American Mission- 
ary association was “The Work of the 
American Missionary Association for 
a United State.” He said that the as- 
Sociation, aside from its mission of giv- 
ing the gospel to those who need its con- 
solation and authority, has another pur- 
pose, namely, to make the Chinese, In- 
dians and negro races, so far as they 
exist within the limits of our countzy, 
Americans, Said he: ‘“‘We take no time 
to inquire if this is the noblest or most 
christian motive; it is certainly suffi- 
ciently noble for all intelligence, energy 
and altruistic devotion. We are labor- 
ing to make men christians; yes, but 
patriotic christians. The supreme duty 
of the citizen—the christian citizen, 
for the citizen who is not a christian has 
not a sufficient reserve of permanent 
wisdom and national love to support a 
patriotic ideal—is to unite the states and 
interests and races. A genuine unity 
must be achieved to save the country 
and that which the country holds dear. 
There must be a union, not only of gov- 
ernment, but of ideal patriotism, 

“The war, by uniting all interests, pre- 
pared us for the results of the war, the 
increase of interests; but the question 
of questions remains. How are we to 
unite all these diversities of tradition, 
locality, advantage, race, and intensify 
the oneness of our national life? Relig- 
ious patriotism cannot find the answer 
in any interest or law, or element of so- 
cial life or church. It cannot be accom- 
plished by commerce or education, or 
any historic continuity. The unity of 
interests will be secured and conserved 
not by fastening all together, but by 
fastening each to the same center. The 
unity of the United States is the unity 
of a system where each planet is held by 
the gravity and illumined by the light 
of the same central sun. The uniting 
center is the one Lord. Varied interests 
are united by an undivided devotion to 
one supreme, and on earth there is but 
one supreme, Jesus Christ. If all the di- 
versities of American life are loyal to 
one supreme, there will be unity. There 
will be the fusion of one patriotism and 
the guidance of one authority. Weneed 
not be fastened together to move tp- 
gether; if every interest, in its eye and 
will follows Christ, the nation will be 
One. For the sake of unity the nation 
must be a christian nation.” 


Mourn For the Dead, 

Washington, Oct, 27.—At Wednesday's 
session of the convention of the Young 
Men's Catholic union resolutions were 
passed expressing a renewal of fealty 
to the mother church, and congratulat- 
ing the president and people on the suc- 
cessful termination of the war with 
Spain, honoring and respecting those 
who fought so valiantly and mourning 
the loss of the brave patriots who gave 
up their lives for their country. A res- 
olution was also adopted calling atten- 
tien to the small number of Catholic 
chaplains in the army and navy, and 
recommending that steps be taken look- 
ing to an increase of the same. 

The following officers were elected: 
President, W. T. McGuir! of Brooklyn; 
first vice president, B. M. Bogan of 
Rahway, N. J.; second vice president, 
D. P. Toomey of Boston; secretary and 
treasurer, E. P. Gallagher of Philadel- 
phia. All of these officers were elected 
on a ballot cast by the secretary. Mr. 
Gallagher is the only new officer. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Mrs. Levina Short, aged 45, who had 
been despondent on account of ill health, 
hanged herself in Bridgeport. 

Dr. Nancy A. Guilford and the others 
who are under indictment for causing 
the death in Bridgeport of Emma Gill 
will not be tried until February. 

Mrs. Burrell of Toronto, who, while in- 
sane, strangled her three chiidren, has 
been formally committed for trial. There 
are three charges of murder recorded 
against her, 

St. Aloysius’ church was dedicated in 
St. Johnsbury, Vt., with the impressive 
services of the Catholic church, Bishop 
Michaud of Burlington officiating ,and 
preaching a dedicatory sermon, 

In response to the demand off the Brit- 
ish minister, the dowager empress has 
issued an edict directing the punishment 
of the Chinese soldiers who attacked a 
party of English railway engineers. 

The United States evacuation commis 
sioners in Havana are daily visited by 
Spanish officers who wish to enter the 
United States service. All such re- 
quests have been met with a negative. 

Various geologists to whom samples 
of gold-bearing rock found in Malvern, 
O., have been sent report that it contains 
gold in paying quantities. The gold, 
it is estimated, will run from $14 to $40 
per ton of rock. 

Wesleyan defeatedAmherst at foot- 
ball yesterday afternoon for the second 
time this season, the score of the game 
being 28 to 0. Amherst was completely 
outclassed, both in weight and class of 
play, the tactics of the team being en- 
tirely unfitted for the slippery ground. 

At the opening of the annual conven- 
tion of the American Society of Munici- 
pal Improvements President VanDuyne 
of Newark said that he knew of no rea- 
son why the companies owning fran- 
chises should not contribute their share 
to the support of the schools and other 
city expenses. 

A member of the Spanish chamber of 
deputies, having been imprisoned for 
publishing a paper in Valencia in de- 
fiance of the censor's interdict, the gov- 
ernment has decided to consult the su- 
preme court and the council of state re- 
garding the interpretation of the laws 
relating to the privileges of deputies.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to O, and today’s 
instalment is the second of the Ps:

Chureh Incorporation. 


A meeting of the Wollaston Congrega- 

tional society was held at the church 
vestry on Tuesday evening. Mr. 4. 
T. Whitman was moderator and Mr. 
C. A. Campbell was clerk, pro tem, It 
was voted to become incorporated and 
request the standng committee to take 
the necessary steps to incorporate. 
Three committees were appointed,— 
By-Laws, Creed and Nominations. 
These will report at the meeting which 
will be held on Friday evening, 
No. 11. 

As this is quite a radical step for 
this old society to take the Rev. R. B. 
Tobey, who has taken great interest in 
the matter, was interviewed, saying: 

The history of the Congregational 
churches is unfamiliar to many of the 
members of the denomination, who 
do not know that at the outset the 
parish or society was unheard of. It 
may not be necesary to state how the 
parish came into existence, but it is 
generally conceded that a mistake was 
made when it was attached to the Con- 
gregational churches. Our church 
leaders, as a whole, have always 
frowned upon it, and after losing much 
valuable property in different States 
through the power of the parish, an 
effort was made to limit .the member- 
ship of the parish or society to church 
members. The idea prevailed that 
members of the church in their 
spiritual work should act in their 
special and peculiar relation, and that 
these same persons should either com- 
pose entirely the parish or society, or 
should absolutely control it. 

When this plan was put into practice 
the experiment for the most part 
failed, and a quarter of a century ago 
the opinion among such men as Dr, 
Henry M. Dexter and Dr. A. H. Quint 
was that the parish or society in any 
form was a failure, and that the only 
proper and Christian method of con- 
ducting church affairs was through the 
incorporation of the church, giving to 
it and it alone, the control of all its 
affairs, spiritual and temporal. 

This is simply a return to the early 
usage of the churches. The evils of the 
parish system have been written upon 
freely and it need only be said here 
that experience has shown the parish 
to be unnecessary. As a matter of fact 
confusion results from the attempt of 
any church to do a part of its business 
throngh one organization and another 
part through a second organization. 
Business is retarded rather than ex- 
pedited by two distinct sets of officers 
representing different organizations, 

All newly organized churches are 
being incorporated, without thought 
of the parish. Within the last ten 
years 147 Congregational churches, 
new and old, have been incorporated 
in Massachusetts alone, and the Con- 
gregationalist, the organ of our de- 
homiation, which is thoroughly in 
sympathy with this forward movement, 
has issued a Handbook of Chureh In- 
corporation in response to numerous 
calls from the churches of our faith 
and order.

Cubay Patriots Suffering From a 


-Hunger For Spoils, 


Offer of Armed Assistance Re- 
fused by Wood. 


Moderates Regret the Attitude of Their Radi- 
cal Brethren. 


Santiago, Oct. 27.—Major Pettit, in 


command of the United States troops 
in Manzanillo and military governor of 
the city, telegraphed yesterday that 
General Rios offers 2000 armed Cubans 
to assist the Americans in preserving 
order, merely asking rations in return. 
General Wood sent the following reply: 
“Certainly not. The only conditions on 
which rations are to be given are com- 
plete disarmament and disbandment of 
the Cubans.” 

Some of the Cubans consider that the 
United States is treating its allies badly 
in not allowing the Cuban forces to 
remain armed. They contend that the 
Cuban soldiers, who have been fighting 
for three years, who speak the language 
of the country and who know its condi- 
tions, are better fitted for garrison duty 
than “untrained volunteers.” General 
Rodriguez virtually voices the senti- 
ment of the Cuban army when he says: 
“We thank the United States for the as- 
sistance it has given us; but the time 
has now arrived when Cubans should be 
placed in the highest offices, and should 
prepare to take over the island on the de- 
pariure of the Spanish.” 

Cuban extremists are jubilant over the 
reported attitude of the Cuban as- 
sembly. The delegates, while express- 
ing their gratitude to the Americans, 
practically demand a distinctive Cuban 
government The Cuban moderates, on 
the other hand, regret the stand, think- 
ing it best for the United States au- 
thorities to continue in charge of affairs 
for a year at least so as to set things 
going and to prevent any complications 
with foreign governments. Those who 
advocate annexation are extremely anx- 
ious as to the outcome. A prominent 
Cuban, now employed under our gov- 
ernment, himself a moderate and well 
able to judge of the feeling in Santiago, 
Says these three parties are well de- 
fined and would probably poll about 
equally, but that, in the event of the 
extremists endeavoring to force the is- 
sue, a majority of the moderates would 
join the annexationists. 

The foreign consuls are considering 
the advisability of appealing to the 
powers to prevent a too hasty recogni- 
tion of the Cuban government. 

General Wood is fully resolved to al- 
low no more paupers to land here, es- 
pecially ne more from the West Indies, 
a class entirely unwilling to do hard 
work. One schooner from Jamaica 
and one from Hayti, loaded with colored 
emigrants, have been ordered to return 
their passengers to the ports of embark- 
ation. 


No Man Was Hungry 

Huntsville, Ala., Oct. 27.—A number of 
ollicers who served in the Santiago cam- 
paign and in Florida were examined 
yesterday by the war commission. G. 
S. Carpenter said the sick in Santiago 
had suffered somewhat on account of 
deficiency of medicines and medical sup- 
plies, but this was the only deprivation 
of which he spoke. ‘The troops did not 
receive the entire ration while in the 
field, kut he was quite sure that no man 
in the command had gone hungry. 

Charles M. Gandy, the surgeon who 
was in charge of the medical supply depot 
in Tampa, said he had been able to fill 
reasonable requisitions for medical sup- 
plies with promptness, but many bulky 
articles for which substitutes could be 
had were not supplied. Regular troops 
were easily satisfied, but the volunteers 
wereexacting. Still there were some de- 
and he mentioned one instance of 
supplies ordered from New York that 
were not received for two months. He 
had fitted out the Shafter expedition for 
Cuba, and thought that in the main the 
expedition was fairly supplied. This 
was especially true of the first requisi- 
tion. Half of the supplies he had on 
hand had been packed for Cuba, and he 
had afterwards made a supplementary 
shipment of two wagonloads, He had 
afterwards heard that many of snose 
stores came back to Tampa in the hold 
of the Iriquois. He gave the name of 
Captain Munson as authority for this 
latter statement, and he was sure that 
Captain Munson would testify willingly 
and fully 

Captain Cartwright, who had been aid 
to General Kent in the Santiago cam- 
paign, said that doubtless some of the 
men had been hungry at times, but he 
thought the excitement of battle had 
sustained them. On the night of July 
1 he had half a hardtack for supper 
and the remaining half the next morn- 
ing. He thought that under the circum- 
stances the commissary department had 
been quite efficient in Santiago. 

Lieutenant Farnsworth, General Law- 
ton’s quartermaster in Santiago, gave 
the details of forwarding supplies, and 
Lieutenant Grierson, chief commissary 
at Tampa, and Captain Thompson, who 
had held the position at Fernandina, 
told of the supplies at these two points. 
Mr. Farnsworth said that for a time it 
had been impossible to get full rations 
to the front Messrs. Grierson and 
Thompson said the principal complaints 
they had heard about supplies concerned 
the bacon furnished. 

Major H. 8S. Thomasson, surgeon of the 
Thirty-third Michigan, who had served 
in the general hospital at Montauk Point 
after Aug. 1, said that in August there 
were 600 patients in the hospital, and that 
there were often eight inatent. In the 
beginning of his service there were not 
sufficient cots, and some of the men had 
to sleep on blankets. He had known of 
but one instance in which hospital refuse 
was thrown out on the ground beside the 
tent. There were times when there were 
not a sufficient number of attendants. 
As a rule the surgeons were capable, but 
when he went into the institution there 
was a sad deficiency In numbers. He had 
heard no complaint of ill treatment from 
patients, but there was criticism from 
outsiders. He thought death was caused 


lays, 


by the removal of patients before they 
Were in condition to be moved; yet the 
removals were made to make places for 
others who were still sick and who oth- 
erwise would not have found a pace in 
the hospital. In one instance he had 
been told to get 300 ready for removal, 
but when going through the hospital he 
had found only 70 fit to be moved, and 
had demanded a written order. This 
order he did not get, and therefore re- 
moved only the 70. He estimated that 
from 200 to 500 had been thus prema- 
turely removed. 


A New Proposition. 

London, Oct. 27.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Timessays: “At Wed- 
nesday’s sitting the Spanish peace com- 
missioners presented a counter memo- 
randum, declaring their readiness pro- 
visionally to accept an article of a pre- 
liminary treaty stipulating that ‘Spain 
shall relinquish all rights to sovereignty 
in Cuba without formulating any other 
claim,’ and to leave in suspense all re- 
maining questions, especially the Phil- 
ippines. The Americans asked time un- 
til today to reply. This Is regarded as 
a favorable sign, being a slight rf&ax- 
ation of the rigidity the Americans had 
hitherto shown. They are probably 
aware the Cuban and even the Spanish 
bondholders are becoming alarmed at 
the strargsc turn of the financial side of 
the discussion, in which Spain, the 
United States and Cuba, with extraor- 
dinary unanimity and carelessness, all 
repudiate the Cuban debt. Nobody will 
be able to force Spain to accept the debt, 
for, apart, from bankruptcy, she could 
only meet the liability at the expense 
ef her foreign bondholders, who, by a 
strange anomaly, would thus have te 
pay for the independefice of Cuba.” 


Carrying Away Guns. 

Havana, Oct. 27.—It had been agreed 
by the Spanish authorities, in view of the 
protest of the United States commis- 
sioners, to leave the matter of the sale 
of alleged obsolete ordnance in abeyance 
until the question could be decided at 
the peace conference in Paris. Yeste- 
day afternoon, however, two six-inch 
guns were carted away before the very 
eyes of the American commissioners, 
presumably for shipment to Spain. 


Presented Ably and Adroitly. 

Washington, Oct. 27.—There are indi- 
cations that the peace commissioners in 
Paris are approaching the end of the 
consideration of the subject of Cuba and 
Porto Rico. The Spanish case has been 
presented with an ability and adroit- 
ness that commands the admiration of 
diplomats without regard to nationality. 
Even our own officials have been com- 
pelled to yield a tribute of respect to the 
arguments produced, but they have been 
of no avail in effecting a substantial 
change in the first attitude of the Amer- 
ican commissioners. It is expected here 
that henceforth, after the courteous in- 
timation has been conveyed to the Span- 
ish commissioners that it is time to re- 
gard the Cuban and Porto Rican matters 
as settled, better progress will be made 
toward the conclusion of a treaty of 
peace. 

Persuaded by Sugasta. 

Paris, Oct. 27.—A Madrid correspond- 
ent, in confirming the report that Pre- 
mier Sagasta and the queen regent have 
prevailed upon the minister of war, Gen- 
eral Correa, to indefinitely postpone his 
resignation pending the conclusion of 
the peace negotiations, says that they 
represented to the generai that his with- 
drawal might entall not only the fall of 
the cabinet, but cause the resignation of 
certain members of the Spanish peace 
commission, including Montero’ Rios, 
and thereby gravely compromise the 
issue of the peace negotiations. Thenet 
result is that an open crisis’ seems to 
have been avoided until the conclusion 
of the treaty of peace. In any case, this 
has done away with the necessity foran 
ad interim government, which was lately 
suggested as likely to be the only solu- 
tion of the present difficulties. 


The News of Beantown, 

Boston, Oct. 27.—The attention of the 
Republican state committee, the Repub- 
lican city committee and the board of 
election commissioners was called yes- 
terday to the alleged unconstitutionality 
of the use of voting machines, an order 
for the purchase of four of which now 
awaits the signature of Mayor Quincy. 
To test these machines it is proposed to 
use them in four precincts of the city in 
the state election. It is claimed that 
their employment in the election is a 
breach of the federal laws governing the 
choice of representatives in congress. 

Egbert E. Austin, who had just been

term in the state prison in Charlestown 
for a similar offense committed in this 
State. Austin is charged with obtain- 
ing $5 from Herman S. King of Shel- 
burne Falls by pretending that he was 
acting under the authority of the pen 
sion bureau.

being written. During the past few 
days, or since the dispute between France 
and England has been noticeably acute, 
risks have been taken out on vessels fly- 
ing the British and French flags. The 
rate is said to have been one quarter and 
one eighth of one percent for British ves- 
sels bound to other than French ports. 
Edgar E. Eude of this city was shot 
and decapitated by the natives in French 
Congo. Mr. Eude left a year ago to take

the west coast of Africa for a London 
firm. He went ashore at Pantah with 
the engineer of the steamer to obtain 
provisions, when both were attacked by 
natives and massacred. 

The Fifth Southeaster. 

Boston, Oct. 26.—Nearly every point 
along shore from Nantucket to East- 
port reports a stiff gale yesterday, while 
all over the section, especially in this 
city, the rainfall was very heavy. The 
Storin is the fifth southeaster of the 
month, all of which have been attended 
by heavy rainfall, so that the precipita- 
tion for the month in this city is far 
above the average and bids fair to ex- 
ceed any month this year, even of 
April and August. Up to 8 o'clock last 
night. nearly an inch and a half of rain 
had fallen in Boston, the heaviest in 
New England, although Portland re- 
ported 1.34 inches; Eastport, 1.12, and 
Nantucket .44 of an inch. 


The wind, except at exposed points, 


was not especially severe except in Ver- 
mont, which was near the storm center, 
and as most of the shipping had received 
sufficient warning there were very few 
coasters caught off shore, 


WOUNDED FIVE TIMES. 


Woman the Vietim of Her Husband’s 
Deadly Rage. 


Too Slow In Escaping, and 
Shot Down. 


Suicide of the Assailant After Setting the 
House Afire. 


Blackstone, Mass., Oct. 27.—Michael 
Bartholemi shot and probably mortally 
wounded his wife, Delia, then set fire 
to the house in which the family lived, 
and ended the deplorable affair, as far 
as he was concerned, by killing himself 
yesterday afternoon, 

Bartholemi was evidently crazy when 
he planned to commit murder, and the 
arrangements he had made, and which 
for the most part miscarried, showed 
that he intended to make the deed a 
certainty. He set fire to the home in 
five places, but the quick arrival of the 
officers prevented the destruction of the 
house. 

Emoiel Bartholemi, aged 15 years, who 
was with his parents at the time the 
shooting began, says that the trouble 
was of recent origin, and grew out of the 
ownership of a farm two miles from 
Millville village. Azidor, the oldest son, 
aged 21, claimed to own the farm, but 
his father wanted it, and the contention 
led to the mother siding with the gon. 
Azidor worked in the Blackstone mill 
witn Hilias, another son, but neither was 
present when the shooting occurred. 
Emoiel says that his father got angry, 
and, pulling out a revolver, fired one 
shot without definite aim. Mrs. Bar- 
tholemi grabbed Emoiel by the hand and 
started to run tothe door. Then {it was 
that the father turfied the revolver to- 
wards the mother and emptied the wea- 
pon, the five shots taking effect. 

When Mrs. Bartholemi fell wounded 
outside the house, the son, in his fright, 
ran to a neighbor's house, and then went 
back to help his mother. He moved 
her some distance, but she was pros- 
trate on the ground, in the pouring rain, 
fur over an hour, the people summoned 
having devoted their attention to the 
condition of the house. 

The police went at once to Barthol- 
emi's chamber, but the man was not 
found. A spare room was opened, and 
smoke poured out. A bed was found to 
be on fire. In the burning mass were 
the clothes and gold watch of Azidor. 
Going upstairs, the officers found an- 
other bed afire, and with pails of water 

| this blaze was extinguished. A few 
minutes later, a third bed on the lower 
floor was found ablaze and burning 
briskly. After vigorous efforts, this 
fire was putout. Bartholemi's chamber 
| was found locked. They burst in, and 
‘on the biazing bed was the lifeless Bar- 
!tholemi. The officers seized the body 
and dragged it out of the room, and then 
threw the bed out the window. At the 
| same time the fire broke out in another 
leon on the same floor, and for a time 
there was great activity to make sure 
the house would not burn down. 

He had shot himself once in the left 

‘ear. In each hand he held a revolver. 
A fire had evidently been set on the par- 
lor table, as a number of books had 
burned. Dr. Melifant reported that 

‘Mrs. Bartholemi had little chance of 

‘life. While he had extracted a bullet 

' froin the left shoulder, he had not lo- 
cated the others. 

A member of the family says that four 
years agoa physician who was attending 
on the family had told them that the 
father was liable to go insane, and in 
such an event he would be violent in his 
actions. Bartholomi was 60 years old, 
and a native of France. His widow is 
55 years old, and was born in Canada. 
The couple had been married 35 years. 


Escaped by Marriage. 

Boston, Oct. 27.—Grace Barron of North 
Adams, who was indicted by the United 
States grand jury for using the United 
States mails to defraud, and who de- 
faulted her bail of $600, has again been 
heard from. It was claimed that the 
woman advertised in matrimonial pa- 
pers for a husband, and after carrying on 
a correspondence through the mails for 
some time, induced correspondents to 
send her money enough to enable her to 
go to their place of residence, where she 
pretended to be willing to go through 
,a marriage ceremony. . Upon receipt of 
| the money, it was alleged, her corre- 

spondents would never hear anything 
! further from her. The indictment was 
brought upon a complaint of W.A. Vést 
of Beaumont, Tex. 

Postoffice Inspector Snow has received 
hletter from Vest stating that Grace Bar- 
ron had gone to Beaumont, and that 
they had been married. He enclosed a 
letter addressed to him from Mrs. Vest, 
in which she told her husband that she 
married him to clear herself of the 
charges In the indictment, and was going 
| to leave him and return to Massachu- 

Setts. Mr. Vest desires her arrested and 
sent back to him if possible, 

Pardon of a Forger. 

Boston, Oct. 27.—By recommendation 
of the executive council Governor Wol- 
cott pardoned John F. McKay, confined 
in the Suffolk house of correction for 
forgery. McKay’s four years’ sentence 
i would have expired April 22, 1901, but his 

physical condition was such that he was 
pardoned without consideration of the 
merits of his case. He has been in the 
hospital ever since his commitment, has 
been compelled to sit in a reclining chair 
night and day, has frequent fainting at- 
tacks, and the prison physician said he 
could not leave the hospital probably 
until his sentence expired. His left leg 
and thigh were amputated

Omaha, Oct. 27.—A rear-end collision 
on the Union Pacific resulted in the death 
of three men and the serious injury of 
oneother.

No tanger For the Present. 

Austin, Nev., Oct. 27.—The reported 
Indian outbreak at Midas is greatly ex- 
aggerated. There is no danger for the 
present. On the 2ist, an Indian named 
Ballard and a white man named Me- 
Leod took a load of hay to Midas; the 
Indian got drunk and was carrying a 
bottle of whiskey on the way home. 
The bottle broke, and the Indian accused 
McLeod of breaking it. In his anger 
he cut McLeod about the head and face 
with a knife, and threatened to kill him. 
On reaching the river the Indian wanted 
to borrow a rifle from John Schmalling, 
gaying that he wanted to kill three men- 
He could not get a rifle and ptarted after 
McLeod again with the knife. John 
Schmalling held the Indian while Mc- 
Leod got away for a time. Later he 
found McLeod again, and the latter in 
self-defense gave the Indian a terrible 
beating. The Indian was placed in 
jail, and is now in a dangerous condition. 
The Indians are greatly worked up over 
the affair, and Ballard’s brothers say 
that they will kill McLeod, but do not 
threaten others. 

The deputy sheriff at Midas asked the 
governor at Carson for arms and am- 
munition at the request of the people on 
the upper Reese river, who fear that the 
Indians may do mischief. The people 
in Midas and Austin are not worried 
ever the matter, and there is no appre- 
hension of trouble.

Crowds Everywhere to Greet 
the Soldier Boys.

Shortly after arriy- 
Thursday the Sixth 
regiment broke up into 
each, being made up of 
men trum city or town, de- 
parted tor its individual headquarters, 
where a much and heartfelt 
greecuirg was accorded by those who were 

dearer to everyone of the 
gallant The homecoming in 
each of the towns differed but little one 
from another. Every citizen seemed to 
have a personal interest in the company 
and the men. In every town the men 
marched to the town hall to be formally 
welcomed, escorted by the local band, 
the loca! G. A. R., in many cases the fire 
department, and without exception 
through crowded streets resonant with 
cheers, glowing with redfire, while the 
celebrations were almost a counterpart 
to those which mark the fourth of July. 

Company A went home to Wakefield to 
find nearly the whole town at the rail- 
road station. Companies B and D of 
Fitchburg were received by over 15,000 
people, including hundreds from sur- 
rounding towns. 

In Lowell half the city turned out to 
greet the heroes of companies C andG 
as they marched to the city hall headed 
by Lieutenant Colonel Butler Ames. 

The entire business section of South 
Framingham was illuminated as com- 
pany E magsched up to the armory from 
the train. 

At Marlboro the city government, 
headed by Mayor Hoyt, met company F 
at the railroad station, and escorted the 
men to the city hall. Company H at 
Stoneham was also warmly greeted, and 
at Thanksgiving time the members will 
enjoy a banquet. 

Historic Concord fairly outdid itself in 
the welcome to company I. There were 
many vacant places in the ranks, and 
two of its men lay dead on the transport 
which brought the company. 

The colored people at the west end in 
this city gave company L, the only col- 
ored company, not only in this regiment 
but in the entire Massachusetts quota, 
a grand greeting, the celebration lasting 
well into the night. 

It was announced soon after the regi- 
ment landed that the officers had all 
signed a document, addressed to Gov- 
ernor Wolcott, declaring that they would 
not serve under Colonel Woodward, late 
commander of the regiment, after the 
regiment is mustered out and taken 
back into the state militia.

WITHOUT STOVES. 
War Commissioners Provided For the 
Comfort of sick Soldiers. 
Huntsville, Ala., Oct. 28—The in- 
specting commissioners who visited the 
general hospital here found the institu- 
tion without stoves. They took the mat- 
ter in hand, and by night the depot quar- 
termaster had secured 30, with the prom- 

ise that they should be put in today. 

Dr. Connor and Governor Beaver found 
an interesting patient there in a man in 
whom life had been kept for three weeks 
by keeping him immersed in water 
heated to 99 degrees. The man’s leg had 
been amputated at the hip joint because 
of the severing of the femoral artery. 

Major Dobe, in command of the Sixth 
cavalry, complained of the difficulty of 
securing lumber, firewood, horseshoes 
and stoves in the camp here. Thetents 
were of poor material and leaked. He 
also said there had not been sufficient 
medical supplies in Cuba, and that the 
transport, Gate City, in which the com- 
mand came north, was poorly suited for 
the purpose. 

Captain Stretch of the Tenth infantry 
gave in detail the hardships of that 
regiment during the San Juan fighting. 
There was no time when the men had 
nothing to eat, but he did not remember 
having drawn a full ration while in Cuba. 
The sick of the command were fed at 
Montauk better than they ever had been 
before in their lives. 

The principal witness at the night ses- 
sion was Dr. Charles N. Lee, who was 
executive officer at the detention hos- 
pital at Montauk Point. He said the 
hospital was crowded; that on occasions 
when large numbers of new men were 
received it was necessary to remove 
men from their beds and put them on 
the floor in order to make room for them 
all. He said there was a deficiency of 
medical supplies, and he did not think 
their treatment was such as the patients 
should have had so near New York city. 


Our Pacific Territory. 

Washington, Oct. 28.—The report of 
General Merriam, commanding the de- 
partment of the Pacific, regarding the 
facilities for a camp at Honolulu, has 
been received at the war department. It 
is not favorable, as he finds the ground 
on the higher levels is covered with rocks, 
while the lowlands and valleys are 
swampy, the lands being used chiefly for 
rice cultivation. There are no good drill 
grounds, and he advises that as few 
troops as posible be sent to Honolulu. 
Camps cannot be established to any ad- 
vantage, and it will be necessary to con- 
struct barracks for troops statione?

TO FIGHT FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


London, Oct. 28.—The Madrid corre- 
Spondent of The Standard says: “The 
government has good reason to believe 
that the United States intends to retain 
the Philippines on the ground that Presi- 
dent McKinley must satisfy public 
opinion. The government believes that 
the American commissioners will argue 
the necessity of thus deviating from the 
spirit and text of the protocol on the 
ground that the condition of things in 
the island of Luzon and the archipelago 
renders it impossible for America to 
abandon her native allies, or for Spain 
to re-establish her rule, without heavy 
sacrifices of men and money; and finally, 
because Spain could not be allowed to re- 
tain possession except under conditions 
unpalatable to Spaniards and to their 
colonial traditions. 

“Spain, however, cannot yet believe 
she will be deprived of the Philippines 
without pecuniary compensation, in ad- 
dition to a recognition of the. Philippine 
loan of 1896. Therefore, upon the ques- 
tion of the Philippines, the Spanish com- 
missioners will make even a stronger 
resistance than they have made over the 
Cuban debt.” 


Grecting to Kitchener. 

London, Oct. 28.—The crowd at the 
Victoria station of the London, Chatham 
and Dover railway station was so dense 
Thursday when General Kitchener ar- 
rived from Paris that the police were 
unable to cope with it. The barriers 
and the police cordon were carried away 
together and the multitude surged into 
the reserved portion of the station. As 
the general issued from the waiting 
room, expecting to step inte his car- 
riage, he found himself confrented with 
an impenetrable mass, cheering, ges- 
ticulating and shouting “Brave Herbert; 
God bless you my boy,” “Cheers for the 
avenger of Gordon,” and kindred cries. 
His face beamed with pleasure at the 
popular greeting. 

When he attempted to make his way 
through the crowd his hat was “bashed 
in’ and the police had to save him fore- 
ibly from the attentions of enthusiastic 
guardsmen, who desired to carry him on 
their shoulders through the throng. All 
attempts to clear a passage were futile. 
Kitchener was forced to retire, and was 
finally smuggled out of the station 
through a distant corner of the building. 

Tie American Defeated. 

Birmingham, Eng., Oct. 2%8.—In a 
featherweight contest, arranged for 20 
rounds between Jabez White of Birm- 
ingham and Michael Sears of Boston, 
Mass., the Englishman beat the Amer- 
ican in 12 rounds. 3oth men entered 
the ring in splendid condition, White be- 
ing the favorite. He had the advantage 
in reach and height to the extent of three 
inches. Sears was wonderfully game 
and had the Englishman dazed in the 
sixth round, but the latter recovered, 
and soon gained the upper hand. 

NeWS IN BRIEF). 

It is believed that the Cubans might 
disband were arrangements made to 
give them $100 or $200 each. 

Hiram F. Gerrish, ex-deputy state 
treasurer of New Hampshire, has been 
sentenced to two years at hard labor for 
embezzlement of state funds. 

The steamer L. R. Doty of Chicago, 
with her crew of 15 men, is believed to 
have been lost in the great storm in 
mid-lake off Kenosha, Il. 

John Buckley of Fitchburg, 14 years 
old, who rode to South Framingham on 
a freight train, in attempting to jump 
off, fell under the wheels and was killed. 

The postoffice department has ordered 
the establishment on Dec. 1 of stations 
in Cuba at Daiquiri, Guantanamo, Bara- 
coa, San Luis, Manzanillo, Gibera and 
Holguin. 

Hugh Martin of Providence was 
knocked out after one minute and 30 
seconds of fighting in the fourth round 
by Dan Murphy of Waterbury last night 
lin New London. 

In Richmond, Tex., Manuel Morris and 
Peter Autre, negroes, were hanged from 
a double gallows. Morris outraged and 
murdered .a 6-year-old blind girl, and 
Autre assassinated his mistress. 

An asylum for the insane in Santiago, 
which is a municipal hospital, appears 
to have ben disgracefuly managed. The 
records of the last 15- months show there 
were 632 deaths there out of iu 

The French consul in Santiago has 
written to General Wood protesuuy 
strongly against the order prohibiting 
the landing of negroes from Haytl. Gen- 
eral Wood replied that he would not 
allow any more paupers to enter, as 
there were too many of them. 

The award of the chief justice of Can- 
ada, to whose arbitration was submitted 
the claim of Victor H. McCord against 
the government of Peru for damages 
sustained by reason of imprisonment 
during one of the revolutionary out- 
breaks there, has been received at the 
state department. McCord is awarded 
$40,000. 

The board of army officers appointed 
to select camps and landing places for 
the United States troops in Cuba has 
definitely selected one site for a camp 
east and the othsr west of the Vento 
aqueduct, close to the springs. The 
landing place selected, Marianao beach, 
six miles from the camp sites, can be 
easily reached by road. The camp sites 
will accommodate from 12,000 to 15,000 
troops. 

The national convention of the whole- 
sale saddlery dealers adopted resolu- 
tions for uniform numbers indicating 
the measurements of horse collars, re- 
quiring congress to put hides on the 
free list and to buy no goods manufac- 
tured in penal institutions. The as- 
sociation spent $18,000 to dispose of a 
plant in Joliet, Ill., and is after the plant 
working under contracts in the Maine 
penitentiary. 

Eight seamen, comprising the crew of 
the brig, Starlight, bound from Hayti 
to New York with logwood, were picked 
up from two open boats last Saturday 
and landed in Baltimore yesterday 
by a fruit steamer. Captain Rhodes of 
the Starlight said that he and his crew 
had been afloat in the boats for 18 hours. 
The Starlight had grounded on Hogsty 
reef four days previously. All had re- 
mained by the brig until she began to 
break up.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
vaiue of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to O, and today’s 
instalment is the third of the Ps :

Animated Debate Continued - 


TO STIFLE THE TRUTH, 


Such Appears to Be the Purpose of 
French Authorities, 


Dreyfus May Be Released 
Without a Trial. 


Evidence of a Shorthand Reporter Before the 
Court of Review. 


Paris, Oct. 28.—Although the proceed- 
ings at the court of cassation thus far 
are favorable to Dreyfus, it must not 
be assumed that there will besa real 
clearing up of the mystery. It looks 
rather as though an attempt is being 
made to stifle the real truth by liberating 
Dreyfus without a new trial. Itis asked 
by the Dreyfusites, if the secret dossier 
exists, as alleged, what good purposes 
can be served by the court of cassation 
giv ing a decision without seeing it, since 
that is the only real proof, if any, of the 
guilt of Dreyfus. 

During the session of the court, an 
anti-revisionist mob, numbering about 
100 people, shouting “Live the army” 
and “Death to the Jews,” attempted to 
enter the room, but the passage of the 
mob Was barred by the police, and large 
reinforcements to guard the 
approaches. 

Lawyer Bard cited facts favorable to 
the revision and expressed astonishment 
at the manner in which the whole affair 
had been conducted. He referred to the 
fact that the residence of Colonel Piz- 
Guart had been searched, while the resi- 
dence of Major Esterhazy, who was di- 
rectly accused, was not searched. He 
also severely criticised Major Ravary’s 
report on the charges against Major 
Esterhazy, and he further said that the 
handwriting experts, Balhemme and 
Varniard, were lunatics, whose testi- 
mony was unreliable. After referring 
to the fact that the handwriting experts 
who examined the bordereau differed 
widely in opinion, Mr. Bard conciuded 
with expre the belief that if the 
bordereau was the principal factor in 
the condemnation of Dreyfus on the tes- 
timony of experts his condemnation 
ought to be revoked. 

Great stress was laid by Mr. Bard on 
Colonel Piequart’s letter of July 14, 1898, 

minister of justice, in which he 
principal arguments against 

» probability of the guilt of Dreyfus, 
including tl Dreyfus 
procuring fortresses and pro- 
movements of troops un- 
ted, Esterhazy had.fres 
thereto This letter also cites 
interviews which Colonel Picquart had 
with Generals Bilot and Gonze and Says: 
“With the proof in my hands I have es- 
tablished the innocence of Dreyfus.” 
To this General Gonze replied, according 
tu the letter to the minister of justice: 
“What is it to you if Dreyfus is on 
Devil's island?” 

Colonel Picquart—But he is innocent. 

General Gonze—You know’ Mercier, 
former minister of war, and Saussier, 
former military governor of Paris, are 
mixed up in this affair. Do you wish 
to compromise them? 

The letter then continued that on 
leaving General Gonze, Colonel Pic- 
quart declared he was convinced of the 
innocence of Dreyfus, and he proposed 
to fight the matter out and reveal what 
he knew. These statements upon the 
part of the reporter caused a sensation 
in court. 

After further reference to Colonel Pic- 
quart’s charges that the minister of war 
and general staff had tampered with 
documents and had manufactured evi- 
dence in the Dreyfus case, and a pres- 
entation of the contradictory state- 
ments of Colonel Picquart and the min- 
ister of war relative to the secret doc- 
uments alleged to have been communi- 
cated to the courtmartial, the hearing 
of the case was adjourned. The court- 
house was emptied quietly. There were 
no demonstrations and no cries of any

These notes 
showed that the confession of forgery 
was only obtained with the utmost dif- 
ficulty, Henry stoutly denying, then 
prevaricating to the effect that he only 
added one phrase to the genuine letter 
and then, when driven to the last corner, 
protesting that he acted for the coun- 
try’s good. The drift of Mr. Bard's con- 
clusions was that Count Esterhazy was 
the real culprit, but that his condemna- 
tion would have meant the ruin of the

FIVE LESS REDSKINS, 


Desperate Battle In Which Indians 
Were Outnumbered, 


The Combatants Only Forty 
Feet Apart. 


Trouble Started Over the Charge of Steal 
ing Horses. 


Baker City, Ore., Oct. 28.—A special 
from Canyon City states that a mem- 
ber of the sheriff's posse has just re- 
turned to Canyon City with a report of 
a desperate fight between the whites 
and a band of Indians. The 19 men 
and five warriors were 40 feet apari 
when the battle began. George Cut- 
tings was shot in the arm and lungs. 
One of the Indians who were shot and 
killed fought with desperate courage. 
Cuttings, after he received his wound, 
started for Izee, but died on the way. 
The posse, after a running battle, killed 
all five Indians. 

Settlers have sent to Canyon City for 
more ammunition, stating that the In- 
dians are gathering around Izee in large 
numbers. The trouble arose over the 
Indians accusing the whites of stealing 
horses. 


Denial of Charges. 

St. Paul, Oct. —United States Mar- 
shal O'Connor said: “My attention was 
called to the report of what purported to 
be an interview with Indian Commis- 
sioner Jones relative to myself and dep- 
uties. Thinking that»the head of an 
honorable department of the United 
States could not be guilty of such an 
unbecoming act, I wired Commissioner 
Jones, asking if his statements were 
correctly reported. They are absolutely 
false, and Commissioner Jones has 
either been egregiously imposed upon 
by the Indians or has maliciously made 
statements which he knew to be false. 
I shall answer him at a proper time and 
in a proper manner. I have referred 
the whole matter to the attorney gen- 
eral, and have requested a full investi- 
gation of the charges made by Mr. Jones. 


Weber's Law on Smelling. 

Ithaca, Oct. 28.—Professor M. B. Titch- 
ener of the psychological department of 
Cornell yesterday announced to his 
classes that a new and very important 
psychological discovery had been made 
in the laboratories at Cornell. The re- 
lation between “intensity of stimulus” 
and “intensity of sensation” in the sense 
of smell has been demonstrated to be 
one-third to one-fourth. The difference 
between these exponents is one-twelfth. 
Thus it is shown that the sense of smell 
appreciates 11-12ths of the intensity of 
the substance applied. This is a new fea- 
ture of “Weber's law,” of which, until 
the experiments at Cornell were com- 
pleted, nothing definite was known. To 
determine this experiments have been 
carried on at Cornell for three years. 
Dr. Titchener was assisted in his work 
by Miss Gamble, now an instructor in 
Wellesley. She graduated from Corneil 
last June, and it was due to her efforts 
more than to Dr. Titchener’s that suc- 
cessful results were reached. Fourteen 
different people and 30 different sub- 
stances were experimented upon. 


President En‘ertained. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 28.—President Mc- 
Kinley was the guest of honor at the 
peace jubilee banquet of the Clover club, 
where he met nearly all of the distin- 
guished visitors to the city and the lead- 
ing citizens of Philadelphia as well. In 
response to the patriotic introduction of 
Colonel McClure, the president of the 
club, the president said: “It has been es- 
pecially gratifying to me to participate, 
not only with the people of Philadel- 
phia, but with the people of the great 
west, where I have recently visited, in 
doing honor to the American army and 
the American navy. No nobler sol- 
diers or sailors ever assembled under 
any flag. I ask you, gentlemen of the 
Clover club, to unite with me in toast- 
ing the army and navy of the United 
States, without whose valor and sacri- 
fice we could not celebrate the victory 
we have been celebrating. Not only the 
men at the front, not only the men on 
the battleships and in the battle line, but 
the men at home with ambition to go to 
fight the battles of American civiliza- 
tion, should be the recipients of the grat- 
itude of the American people.” 


Accused of Embezzlement. 

Boston, Oct. 28.—At the instigation of 
the French consul in Boston, Alert Caste 
was arrested yesterday on a complaint 
charging him with being a fugitive from 
justice. Caste is wanted by the French 
authorities. Up to a year ago he was 
employed as receiver in the postoffice 
on the island of St. Pierre, off Newfound- 
land. This position is similar to the 
office of postmaster in the United States. 
The defendant came to Boston to evade 
arrest on the charge of embezzling sev- 
eral thousand dollars from the govern- 
ment funds entrusted to his care. He 
was tried and convicted, but before sen- 
tence was passed he escaped from the 
island. Since then the authorities were 
ignorant of his whereabouts. Evidently 
detectives in the employ of the French 
government finally located him. Caste 
has consented to go back to the island 
without opposition, or putting the au- 
thorities to the expense and trouble of 
an extradition. 

Avoided Adjudicating a Doubt. 

Wilmington, N. C., Oct. 28—In the 
United States district court in Newbern, 
fi the case of the United States against 
the Southern Express company, brought 
by several fish shippers on the ground 
of violating the revenue act because the 
company required them to pay for a 
i1-cent stamp necessary to be affixed to 
each receipt issued, Judge Purnell dis- 
missed the suit, holding that as the tax 
had been paid the government was sat- 
isfied; and as to who should pay the tax 
was a@ matter to be settled between 
shipper and express company. 

Suicide After Shooting. 

Chicago, Oct. 28.—Clara Dumont was 
shot through the left breast by Paul 
Vincent, with whom she was living. 
Vincent then shot and killed himself. 
The woman will probably die. The 
couple quarrelled because Vincent was 
tardy in getting home to dinner. 


FEVER IN NEW YORK. 


Former Commissioner of Street Cleaning 
Contracted the Disease In Cuba. 

New York, Oct. 28.—Commissioner 
W. T. Jenkins of the health department 
states that Colonel George E. Waring, 
Jr., who recently returned to New York 
from Cuba and went to his home ill, has 
yellow fever. 

It was supposed at first that Colo 
Waring had malarial fever. Yesterday 
his physician reported to the health 
board that the colonel was suffering 
trom a suspicious disease. Inspector 
Blauvelt of the hospital department, and 
Dr. White of the Marine hospital, who 
was formerly in charge of the yellow 
fever camp at Fontainbleau, Fla., at 
once went to the Waring abode and 
made an examination. They returned 
at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and made 
another examination. They diagnosed 
the case as yellow fever. Colonel War- 
ing’s temperature in the morning was 
193 1-3 degrees, and in the afternoon 
102 4-5 degrees. In the opinion of the 
physicians the case is not 4 malignant 
one, and Colonel Waring’s chances of re- 
covery are good. There is no danger 
of the spread of the diseese in this city 
on account of the cold weather. 

Colonel Waring’s wife, his step-son 
and maid servant have been with him 
since his arrival at his home. They 
were given the privilege of remaining 
with him, or leaving the house. They 
elected to remain. Mrs. Waring is im- 
mune, but the others are not. An in- 
spector from the board of health was 
at once placed on guard at the house. 

Colonel Waring was sent to Cuba by 
President McKinley to inspect the san- 
itary condition of Havana. He spent 
sometime in the city and collected a 
vast amount of information, which he 
intended to submit to the president. 
Colonel Waring was taken ill on board 
the Yucatan on the return voyase. He 
apparently was not seriously ill. 


Eight or Ten Perished. 

Rochester, Oct. 28.—A special from So- 
dus says: “Thursday noon, about five 
miles northwest of Sodus, the three- 
masted schooner, St. Peters of Cape Vin- 
cent, sank with all on board save one, 
the captain, who was rescued in an un- 
conscious condition. The schooner 
showed signals of distress early in the 
morning as she drifted past Charlotte. 
A tug put out after her, but after cruis- 
ing about for four hours returned with- 
out getting a glimpse of the distressed 
vessel. During the forenoon the people 
at Pultneyville sighted the St. Peters 
and telegraphed to Sodus for help. A 
tug started out, but the great seas near- 
ly swamped her, and she was compelled 
to return to the harbor. Word was sent 
to Charlotte, and a tug started from there 
with the lifesaving crew. When within 
a mile of the St. Peters the crew saw the 
distressed ship sink. In 10 minutes the 
tug was cruising about the spot where 
she went down. The captain was picked 
up unconscious. After spending half an 
hour looking for the other members of 
the ill-fated crew, the tug started for 
Sodus, where medical assistance was se- 
cured for the captain. It is known that 
the wife of the captain was drowned, and 
that eight or ten persons at least per- 
ished. The captain will recover. 


Smelling Salts"In His Eves, 

Yonkers, N. Y., Oct. 28.—The Brod- 
erick-Connelly fight last night, as far as 
it went, was a terrific battle. For the 
first four rounds the men fought like 
demons, with honors even. Broderick 
displayed rare science in avoiding his 
opponent's rushes. In the fifth Brod- 
erick beat Connelly’s face raw with a 
series of straight left and right hooks. 
In the sixth Connelly scored a hard left 
on Broderick’s chin which staggered the 
Yonkers man; and then he followed it 
up with two hard swings, bringing Tom 
to the boards. By clinching Broderick 
stayed the round out. 

The seventh was all Connelly’s, and 
Broderick was a trifle wobbly from the 
effects of the punishment he had sus- 
tained. In the eighth and ninth, how- 
ever, Broderick freshened, and sailed in 
and fought Connelly to a_ standstill. 
During the round Connelly fouled his 
man time and time again in an en- 
deavor to turn the tide in his favor. 

When the men went to their corners it 
loéked like Broderick at 10 toone. Im- 
mediately before the bell Broderick’s 
second accidentally threw smelling salts 
into Tom's eyes. Broderick, however, 
was unable to see and was writhing with 
pain. It was then that the referee gave 
the decision to Connelly. 


Press Agent Killed Himself. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 28.—Nathaniel 
Childs, press agent of the “Way Down 
East" company, which is playing ata 
local theatre, died yesterday at the 
Jeffersen hospital. He had swallowed 
45 grains of morphine, after which he 
shot himself in the head. The act was 
committed Tuesday, but through the 
efforts of friends the affair was kept 
secret and Childs was taken to the hos- 
pital. 

Childs was one of the best known men 
in the theatrical world. His home was 
in Boston. He graduated from Har- 
vard in 1869, and the following year he 
entered the newspaper business. For 
severa! years he was editor of the Bos- 
ton Traveler. He entered the theatri- 
cal profession in 1876, and wrote a num- 
ber of plays. At one time he was aa- 
vance agent of Henry Irving, and for 
10 years acfYed in the same capacity for 
Abbey, Schoefel & Graw. 

The failure of “Little Miss Nobody,” 
in which he was interested, made him 
very despondent, and he began to drink. 
He was about 50 years of age, and leaves 
a widow. 


Strikers Go Back to Work. 

Brockton, Oct. 28.—The lasters’ strike 
in this city and in this entire district has 
been declared off, and all the men re- 
turned to work this morning. This de- 
cision was reached at a protracted meet- 
ing of the conference committee, which 
is composed of the executive boards of 
all the unions in the district, and was 
reported by that committee to a mass 
meeting of lasters which was awaiting 
the result of its deliberations. This ends 
the strike not only of the lasters against 
their employers, but also the war of the 
unions agaifist the machine companies, 


Hanging Yrom a Door. 

Leominster, Mass., Oct. 28.—The body 
of Leonard J. Billings, 50 years of age, 
was found by his son hanging from a 
door in an attic over the son's shop. 
The cause of the suicide is said to be the 
result of a leve affair. Mr. Burrage 
leaves three sons and one daughter.

CIVIL SERVICE ORDER, 


Category of Spoils to Be Enlarged 
Considerably. 


Eight Thousand Positions Will 
Be Affected. 


Examining Surgeons and Revenue Deputies 
the Most Numerous. 


Washington, Oct. 28.—It is understood 
that a presidential order exempting a 
large number of govermental officials 
from the operation of the civil service 
rules will be promulgated, probably 
shortly before Thanksgiving day. The 
order is one which has been in contem- 
plation for many months, having been 
deferred from time to time owing to 
pressure of war business. As at pres- 
ent determined upon the order will affect 
upwards of 8000 places. It will include 
deputy collectors of internal revenue wha 
are authorized by law to become act- 
ing collectors actually serving in that 
capacity. There are about 2000 of these 
deputies. 

The largest class affected is the corps 
of examining surgeons of the pension 
bureau, of whom there are in all over 
4100. Over 3000 of these surgeons are 
stated at the civil service commission- 
ers’ office nevér to have been classified 
under the civil service law. The order 
will clear the misapprehension as to the 
actual status of the whole corps and 
place them all outside. 

About 50 oftice deputy marshals here- 
tofore reported as classified, but con- 
cerning whose status there has been 
some doubt, because of their being in the 
judicial branches of the service, are ex- 
pected to be placed in the exempt class. 
There are other scattering positions, in- 
cluding some of a fiduciary and con- 
fidential character, which will aggre- 
gate possibly several hundred. This is 
the scope of the order as now outlined 
in official quarters, but it is subject to 
further modification before being finally 
passed upon. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Oct. 28.—In the superior court 
yesterday, Robert Walker was sentenced 
to not more than five nor less than three 
years in state prison for passing a 
worthless check in this city in 1895. 
Walker had just finished a sentence in 
Sing Sing of four years, with time off 
for good behavior, for a similar offence. 

At the annual conclave of the grand 
commandery of Knights Templars of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, the

A verdict of $5500 against the Dorches- 
ter Gas company was rendered yester- 
day in a peculiar action of tort. W.H. 
Hook, the plaintiff, was seriously burned 
by a brown liquid which issued froma 
jet he was attempting to light at his 
home last March, and so sued to recover 
for his injuries. 

To the music of a dozen bands and by 
the light of flaring torches, the Ancient 
Order of Unéted Workmen, some 5000 
strong, marched through the streets of 
Boston last night in celebration of the 
30th anniversary of the organization. 


Sentence of Mere Boys 

St. Joseph, Mo., Oct. 28.—In the crimi- 
nal court yesterday Herbert Donovan, 
Alonzo Arteburn, Charles Cook, James 
Hathaway and William Hathaway were 
sentenced to the penitentiary for 10 
years for robbing a Burlington passen- 
ger train near St. Joe Aug. 11. The rob- 
bers are mere boys and of good families. 
On this account the railroad and express 
officials’ consented to the assessment of 
the minimum fine upon their plea of 
guilty. 

The robbery was successfully executed, 
but no booty was obtained. After throw- 
ing the safe, containing a large amount 
of money, from the train, the boys be- 
came frightened and ran away without 
opening it. They proceeded to their 
homes in this city, and next day James 
Hathaway made a confession. 


The Virden Battle. 

Carlinville, I!ls., Oct. 28—The coron- 
er’s jury which held an inquest on the 
bodies of the victims of the riot in Vir- 
den, Oct. 12, between miners and guards 
of the Chicago-Virden Coal company, 
returned a verdict last evening.

From Presumptuous Sins. 

There is a good old prayer in the 
Bible to be kept from presumptuous 
sins.

DREYFUS CASE. 
Faure Has More Sympathy For the Army 
Than the Truth. 

Paris, Oct. 29.—Yesterday’s proceed- 
ings at the court of cassation were de- 
void of sensation. The only emotion 
caused ensued upon the reading of pa- 
thetic letters from Dreyfus. A signifi- 
cant point was the revelation of the fact 
that General Deboisdeffro gave orders, 
after the Dreyfus case was supposed 
closed, for the dossier, containing the 
bordereau, to be burned, and expresseé 
turprise afterward to find that his or- 
ders had not been executed. 

Thus far the war office has not been} 
represented in the present proceedings, 
and there is still but little hope of the 
Secret dossier being produced, espec’ally 
if, as looks somewhat doubtful, Mr.

Haverhill Buiidings Burned. 

Haverhill, Mass., Oct. 29.—Two four- 
story buildings in the cenier of the busi- 
ness district of this city were totally de- 
stroyed by fire last night, causing a loss 
of about $50,000, which is wel! covered 
by insurance. 

Within 15 minutes after the drygouds 
store of T. W. Jacobs & Son had been 
closed for the night an explosion took 
place in the basement from some cause 
at present unknown, and in a short time 
the building was on fire from basement 
to roof. The adjoining building, cecu- 
pied on the first floor by Edward A. 
Mitchell, druggist, and on the upper 
floors by Jacobs & Son and A. Tilden, 
photographer, quickly caught fire and 
was wholly consumed. 

These buildings were shut off from the 
surrounding structures by fire walls, ard 
the flames were held within these limits, 
although W. P. Melzard and Warren Em- 
erson, who occupied stores next to the 
burned property, will suffer considerable 
loss by smoke and water. 

The individual ios#s, as at present es- 
timated, are: T. W. Jacobs & Son, $20,000 
on stock; Herbert B. Newton, owner of 
the Jacobs building, $10,000; Edward A.

Scheme Yor Lifting the Maine. 

Washington, Oct. 29.—A ~ wrecking 
company of San Francisco has made 
a request upon the navy department sor 
authority to raise the battleship Maine. 
The company has had experience in rais- 
ing vessels on the Pacific coast, and rep- 
resentations have been made to the de- 
partment as to its ability to accomplish 
the task in Havana harbor. It proposes 
to blow the mud from under the wreck 
by means of streams of water and then 
to pass under chains and attach them to 
frame work connected with a system of 
steel barrels. These barrels will also 
be placed in the wreck and utilized wher- 
ever they can be available. 

The company simply asks authority to 
raise the Maine and bring her to this 
country. f the government wants the 
ship after she reacnes the Unitea States 
the company will want to be paid sal- 
vage money through condemnation pre- 
ceedings. It is prubab!le that incase ihe 
government did not want the ship the 
company would exhibit her in different 
seacoast cities in the United States, No 
money is demanded of the government 
by the company. It is stated at the de- 
partment unofficially that in case the 
company is found reliabl the authority 
asked for will no doubt be given.

I feel 
sure that his death was due to the lack 
of proper stimulants to bring him over 
the chasm between the time of the 
fever’s leaving and the return of nat- 
ural vitality. Iam nota trained nurse, 
and did not know at the time what he 
should have had, and because of the} 
inefficiency or drunkenness (or both) of 
the attending physician, proper restor- 
atives were not administered in time. 
Longer experience here has taught me 
that such drugs as caffiene, strychnine 
and digitalis, rightfully used, would in 
all probability have tided him over and 
saved his life.”

WOLLASTON FENCE. 


Railroad Soon to Make Impor- 


tant Changes. 

Charles P. Clark, president, and 
William E. Chamberlain, general 
manager, of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, visited 
Wollaston again Friday in relation to 
that famous fence at the Wollaston 
depot. It is announced that plans 
have been devised to remedy the evil, 
which have been submitted to the 
officials mentioned above and it is 
probable that they will be adopted and 
put into effect immediately. The 
nature of the improvement cannot be 
made public, however, until adopted. 
Great credit for the coming improve- 
ment is due to Mayor Sears, who has 
been very persistant in his efforts to 
have the present unsatisfactory ar- 
rangements changed, and scarcely a 
day has passed that he has not person- 
ally seen the railroad officials or com- 
municated with them by telephone. 

To the above the Wollaston 
spondent adds: 

At last the famous Wollaston fence 
is togo. General Manager Chamber- 
lain of the New Haven road in a letter 
to our correspondent says: ‘In an- 
swer to your favor of the 25th, I beg to 
advise you that the General Superin- 
tendent of the Eastern District and 
myself have this day (Oct. 28) been to 
‘Wollaston looking over the situation, 
and we have proposed plans for im- 
proving the existing condition of 
things, and as soon as our plans are 
perfected the matter will have prompt 
attention.”

Large Attendane 
of Unity Chureh. 


The regular meeting of the Unity | 


Club was held in the vestry of the 
Wollaston Unitarian church last even- 
ing. There was a large audiepce. 
Mr. Charles E. Finch, Jr., the president 
of the ciub, was in charge of the 
papers. 

At the business meeting Mr. Avery 
Bennett was appojnted librarian. 
few appropriate remarks were made 
by the Rev. James E. Bagley, 
owing to sickness was unable to be 
present at the previous meeting. 

Mrs. John O. Hall, Jr., had the

Giotto, the regenerator of Italian 
art, was treated upon in a paper by 
Miss Georgianna Lane. It was he 
whom Pope Boniface XIII summoned 
to Rome, where he designed the fa- 
mous mosiac of the Navicella, repre- 
senting the disciples at sea in a temp- 
est and Christ raising Peter from the 
waves. He executed in the chapel of 
the Madonna dell’ Arena at Padua, 
his 42 paintings representing the life 
of the Virgin. He also excellea in 
sculpture and architecture. The fa- 
mous Campanile at Florence was from 
his designs. 

Mrs. H. W. Lull presented an able 
paper on early Italian music, which 
was illustrated by Mrs. Alma Faunce 
Smith on the piano, and Mrs. F. A 
Page with a vocal solo. 

Miss Turner read an interesting 
article from the Woman’s Journal on 
‘* Famous Women of Bologna.”’ The 
list included such historical names as 
Sainte Caterina Vigri, Anna Mangolini, 
Mea Mattugliani, Clotilae Tambroni, 
Laura Bassi, and Novelle D’Andrea

NEW CAR BARN. 


And Other Q. & B. Improve- 
ments for Boston Travel. 


The Harbor and Land Commissioners 
gave & hearing Thursday on the 
petition of the Quincy & Boston street 
railway to erect a building on piles 
near the Neponset river at Neponset. 
There was no opposition and the peti- 
tion will probably be granted. 

It is the intention to build at once a 
large and modern waiting room and 
car barn, and plans. for the same have 
been made and the contract has been 
awarded to Peter J. Williams, and calls 
for its completion of 
months. 

The building is to be located on the 
west side of Neponset avenue near the 
bridge. The main building will have 
a frontage on Neponset avenue of 110 
feet and a depth of about 60 feet. 
Back of and joining the main building 
is the car barn which is about 30 feet 
wide and has a depth of 100 feet, mak- 
ing the total depth 160 feet. At the 
north corner of the building will bea 
room for a store which is about 25 by 
30 feet. Onthe southerly corner the 
waiting room which will be fitted 
with every convenience for the comfort 
of the pnblic. This waiting room will 
be about 20 by 30 feet and from it there 
willbe a retiring room and _ separate 
toilet room for ladies and gentlemen. 

There will also be a large boiler and 
coal room adjoining. On the south 
and west sides of the waiting room will 
be a broad covered piazza making an 
exceptionally fine and comfortable wait- 
ing place in warm weather. 

Between the waiting room and store 
there will be a large arch through 
which the cars enter the car barn from 
the street.

War Commission Inspects the Site of 
Camp Thomas, 


Improbability of Infection by 
Water Supply. 


fiegiments Too Near, and Sinks Too Close to 
the Tents, 


Chattanooga, Oct. 29.—The war inves- 
tigation commission spent the entire day 
yesterday in inspecting the site of Camp 
Thomas in Chickamauga park, under 
the guidance of General Boynton. The 
inspection covered all points of interest 
in the park and near its borders which 
have been involved in the controversy 
concerning the sanitation of the camp, 
including Sternberg and Leiter hospi- 
tals, with the various springs from which 
water was secured by the troops, and 
the point on Chickamauga creek at which 
the water of the pipe line supply was 
taken out. Special attention was given 
to this latter place because of the criti- 
cisms that have been made upon this 
source of the camp's supply. 

The commissioners found the intake 
pipe submerged about 20 feet above tite 
mouth of a tributary creek, known as 
Cave Spring creek, which drained the 
camp. The charge had been made that 
the water from the tributary stream had 
contaminated the pipe water, being car- 
ried back into it by means of eddies and 
in one case by afreshet. General Boyn- 
ton and Engineer Betts, both of whom 
had been concerned in locating the pipe 
line, admitted that Cave Spring creek 
had once overflowed and broken a dam, 
thus throwing its water into the main 
stream above the intake; but they ex- 
plained that this freshet occurred at 
night when the pumps were shut down 
and no water was being takenin. They 
called attention to the rapidity of the 
flow and to the depth of the stream and 
urged the impossibility of infection from 
this source. General Wilson gave es- 
pecial attention to the question as an 
engineering problem, and it was evident 
from the expressions he dropped that he 
was impressed with the strong improba- 
bility, if not the impossibility, of infec- 
tion from this source. It was also equally 
evident that a majority of the commis- 
sion formed the same opinion. 

There were many expressions of com- 
mendation of the methods followed at 
Sternberg hospital. They found only 38 
patients in the hospital, and most of 
these were convalescent. Major Giffen, 
in command of the hospital, said it would 
soon be abandoned. 

The commission also gave attention 
to the proximity of the various camps to 
one another and the depth and location 
of the sinks. The conclusion seemed 
quite general that many of the regiments 
were thrown more closely together than 
they should have been, and that this 
fault could have been avoided by mov- 
ing. Many of the sinks were also found 
to have been nearer to the tents than 
proper ideas of sanitation encouraged, 
and in some cases the character of the 
surface was such as to warrant the con- 
viction that the sinks were shallower 
than they shouldihave been, but this’was 
true only of parts of the camp. 

After concluding the inspection of the 
camp, Major Giffen was asked to make 
a statement concerning criticisms of the 
hospitals made in Vermont newspapers 
by Frank A. Builey, who had spent six 
weeks in the hospital nursing his brother, 
When he returned home he wrote an 
article saying, among other things, that 
he had heard physicians in the hospital 
tell attendants to give their attention to 
patients who had a chance to recover 
and not nurse those who were sure to 
die, in the presence of those designated 

or the latter class, afd that he haa 
heard other physicians instruct their 
helpers to give ice cold baths with the 
view of “finishing” their patients. Dr. 
Giffen pronounced as false all the state- 
ments made. 

Dr. Craig, bacteriologist of the Stern- 
berg hospital, was questioned especially 
with reference to the water Supply of 
the camp, and expressed the opinion 
that the water taken from Chickamauga 
river through the pipe System was purer 
,than that in the wells and springs. He 
had found sewer baccilli in one or two 
of the wells, though no typhoid germs.

He also said that from a number of flies 
which had been placed in sugar impreg- 
nated with the germ, he had procured a 
pure typhoid bacillus culture,

Boston, Oct. 29.—The sudden death of 
Mrs. Daniel Sullivan of Brighton under 
peculiar circumstances has led to the 
arrest of her husband, who is held pend- 
ing the result of an autopsy. Thursday 
night Mrs. Sullivan was found by a 
physician, who had been called by her 
husband, lying dead in the floor, On 
the back of her head were two large 
abrasions, and traces of blood were 
found in the hallway, on the stairs and 
in the kitchen. Sullivan claims that 
his wife received the injuries to her 
head by falling downstairs, and that 
he attended to them the best way he 
could.

Means Business In His Plan For 
Disarmament. 


He Ignores Cold Douches of 
Skepticism. 


American Enthusiasm Would Be of Benefit In 
a Business Way. 


London, Oct. 29.—W. T. Stead, in a let- 
ter from St. Petersberg, says: “The 
action taken by the czar on his own in- 
itiative in summoning a conference of 
all the nations to consider whether any- 
thing can be done to secure an arrest 
of armaments affords an opportunity 
for the friends of peace in the United 
States to do a stroke of good business 
both for the cause and their country. 
The czar has been plentifully plied with 
cold douches of scepticism, ridicule and 
scorn. The diplomatists, the sovereigns 
and the ministers of the old world have 
no faith in the humanitarian enthusiasm 
of the young emperor. Even among 
his own ministers there are many who 
have little sympathy with his chival- 
rous crusade of peace; but Nicholas IT 
means business, and he is going through 
with this business as best he can with 
such support as he can command. 

“If there be any real enthusiasm of 
humanity anywhere in the new world} 
it ought to be easily evoked and strongly 
expressed in support of his valorous 
declaration of war against the ruinous 
armaments of the modern world. Of} 
one thing Americans may be sure—the 
more enthusiastically they make man- 
ifest and effective their response to the 
appeal of the young emperor, the better 
it will be for the future relations of the 
two countries. The United States, af- 
ter the Russian empire, is the greatest 
human aggregation that will rep- 
resented at the conference.

| and down Russia and Siberia would let 


in a flood of light into many dark places 
and help to roll the czar’s chariot along 
a little more rapidly than it moves at 
present. A point upon which the Rus- 
sians, or rather some Russians, see im- 
pending danger, is the certainty, which 
the American ambassador here never 
loses an opportunity of emphasizing, 
that the United States will stand no in- 
terference with the open door policy in 
China. In Mr. Hitchcock, the United 
States had been fortunate to find a 
thorough business man who has spent 
years of his life in the Chinese trade.

More Yellow Fever. 

Louisville, Oct. 29.—The impression 
that yellow fever had been practically 
blotted out by the cold weather and 
frosts was dissipated by reports from 
the far south that the epidemic had taken 
a new lease of life in two localities. The 
weather has again turned warm, and to 
this the new state of affairs is charge- 
able. Four deaths have occurred in 
Natchez in the past few days, being 
those of prominent citizens, and new 
cases are developing daily. The fever 
is now in every ward and on almost every 
street in the city. Madison, Miss., re- 
ports six new cases of fever.

The next house is liable to be close 
and it may be decided by one vote. 

The next speaker was Hon. Samuel 
J. Barrows, who was introduced as 
our candidate. He must have your 
zealous support. This caused Mr. 
Faxon to remark, ‘‘If he is honest.’’ 

In opening Congressman Barrows 
said it was somewhat of a trial to come 
here when he thought of the great 
representatives that Quincy had had in 
this nation—the Adams,Secretary Long 
and others. 

Mr. Barrows said that Quincy was 
entitled to know of his stewardship, 
and he briefly outlined his votes in 
Congress. His first vote was for Mr. 
Reed as speaker and if sent back again 
he would again vote for him. There 
were now two important questions 
before us, the first was the sound 
money question, and the second was 
whether we shall stand by the President 
of the United States. He had been 
asked that evening if he favored an 
alliance with England and to this he 
could answer that he did not favor 
alliance with any country in the world. 
(Great applause). He was however in 
favor of a treaty, but wanted the 
United States to be free and not bound 
by any other nation. It was the duty 
of every one without reference to 
party to stand by President McKinley 
and he asked the people to stand by 
McKinley as Charles Francis Adams in 
England stood by Lincoln. Mr. Barrows 
spoke interestingly for forty minutes. 

The last speaker was Col. Albert 
Clark, who confined himself to tariff 
figures and facts and the conditions of 
business, paying particular attention 
to George Fred Williams who had 
made false statements in his recent 
speech at Braintree. Williams had no 
business to claim that business was not 
better now than three years ago. It 
is true that prosperity has not revived 
as much as we hoped, because the war 
has interrupted, and there has been a 
great underproduction due to the 
Wilson tariff. He then showed how 
business has revived since McKinley 
had assumed office. In closing he 
urged his hearers to support Mr. 
Barrows for Congress.

CHILDREN'S BYES. 


Report of an Examination at 
Braintree. 


Dr. Franklin P. Virgin makes the following 
report to the Braintree school committee : 

At the request of your committee, 
I have lately made an examination of 
the eyes of the school children in the 
Jonas Perkins school. Before entering 
into any detailed account of that ex- 
amination, or its results, may I be per- 
mitted very briefly, to call your atten- 
tion to some of the defects of eye-sight 
which exist among school children, to- 
gether with the symptons which result 
from them and the discomforts which 
they cause to those so afflicted. 

In order that we may gain a_ better 
understanding of the eye whichis de- 
fective in its function, let us consider 
for a moment, the normal or in other 
words the eye which performs all of its 
functions in a perfect manner. 

The eye may be looked upon as an 
optical instrument, a sort of photo- 
graphic camera designed to produce by 
means of its refracting system, a small 
and inverted picture of surrounding 
objects upon the retina or nervous 
membrane situated at the back part 
of the eye. This picture is conveyed 
through the optic nerve to the braia 
and it is here that the object seen 
comes within the domain of conscious- 
ness and the brain is enabled to in- 
terpret correctly the impression trans- 
mitted to it. 

Our eye are never at rest during our 
waking hours; there is not @ moment 
of the day when we are not acquiring 
visual impressions of some kind. 
Fortunately for our nervous system, 
the normal eye takes pictures of sur- 
rounding objects without any muscular 
effort when the object is more than 
twenty feet away: hence during the 
larger part of each day, the normal eye 
is practically ut rest although perform- 
ing its functions. 

If the distance which represents the 
length of the eyeball, is just right the 
rays willcome to a focus upon the 
retina, and there and nowhere else will 
be formed a clear picture of the object 
at which the eye is directed. Such an 
eye is said to be Emmetropic. The 
Emmetropic eye has a range of vision 
from infinito its near point. No glass 
improves distant vision and spectacles 
are not required for reading until 
the age of forty-five or fifty years 
has been reached. 

Let us now consider the first and 
by far the most common defect of 
vision. It is commonly known as the 
far-sighted eye. 

In this case the distance is too short. 
In other words the eyeball is too 
short and the rays of light instead of 
being focused upon the retina come to 
a focus behind it and a confused indis- 
tinct picture the result. Such a 
condition is known as Hypermetropia. 
In the Hypemetropic eye, all objects 
have to be focused by muscular effort 
irrespective of their distance from the 
eye. Such aneye is never passive. 
It has no rest while the body is awake 
it is always straining more or less in- 
tensely to bring properly upon che 
retina the images of the objects seen. 

It is a congential defect and will never 
be outgrown as many people think. 
A hypermetropoic child, from the days 
of babyhood suffers from a variety of 
symptoms which indicate the strain on 
the eye. Its eyes are likely to becume 
easily suffused when it plays or looks 
steadily at near objects. As the child 
grows older it complains that after 
working reading for some time, 
especially during the evening, the type 
becomes indistinct and the letters run 
together after resting a while the work 
can be resumed the eyes ache, feel weak 

jand frequently severe headaches come 
on. 

When the hypermetropia is of high 
| degree, the child may be said by his 
| friends to be near-sighted because when 
| reading he holds the book close to his 
j eyes. A child afflicted with Hyperme- 
| tropia usually prefers and excels in out 
|of door sports. He finds that steady 
'and close application to books brings 
weariness and discomfort. 
| Hypermetropic subjects, when young 
{often have remarkable acuteness of 

sight. They can often read all the test- 

jtypes made for distance without an 
|error. It is often very hard to con- 
| vince a parent that a child needs glasses 
when that child sees distinctly things 
which they themselves cannot see at 
all. The idea that the vision of such 
achild can be defective seems very 
absurd to them and the use of glasses 
very unnecessary so long as the child 
cap get along without them. 

The second kind of defect in sight 
which merits attention is the opposite 
condition to Hypermetropia, the person 
8o afflicted being commonly known as 
near-sighted. 

In this case the antero-postinor 
diameter of the eyeball instead of being 
too short is now too long so that these 
rays of light instead of focusing upon 
the retina or behind it now comes toa 
focus in front. This defect is not 
always congenital. It is otten acquired 
and when it becomes progressive con- 
stitutes one of the most dangerous 
conditions to which the eye can be sub- 
jected frequently resulting in total loss 
of sight 


Such an eye is said to be Myocpic, 
Distant objects are more or less in- 
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distinct in proportion to the excessive 
length of the anter-postinor axis. No 
amount of musuclar effect can Over- 
come or improve this defect except by 
compressing the eyeball slightly by 
squinting ‘hence those individuals are 
helpless without proper glasses to see 
objects at a distance. It is generally 
safe to conclude that a child is near- 
sighted when it avoids out-of-door piay 
in order to gratify a taste for reading 
or indoor amusements. This particular 
defect of vision is more frequently 
corrected by means of glasses than the 
others because it is more apparent to 
al]. Finally there is a third defect in 
refraction known ‘as stigmatism. In 
these cases the cornea or front of the 
eye is more curved in ‘some meridians 
than in others hence the images of all 
objects seen are more or less distorted 
when they fall upon the retina. There 
is no comfort to such subjects in their 
visual efforts. They suffer from fre- 
quent headaches and _ presistent 
neuralgic attacks. I think it is safe 
to say that 90 per cent. of all the head- 
aches are due directly or indirectly to 
Astigmatism. It is the bane of the 
school childs life and often renders the 
schoolroom a veritable chamber of 
torture. 

The tests adopted were substantially 
as follows:—to each and every child 
was put the question,—‘‘Do you have 
headaches ?*’ In an _ astonishingly 
large number of cases, the answer to 
this question was in the affirmative. 

The distant vision of each eye sep- 
arately was then taken and the result 
recorded. This was accomplished by 
means of the metric distance card be- 
before which the child was seated at a 
distance of five metres. The card has 
ten lines of letters of varying size and 
the highest line read with each eye, 
marks the vision of that eye. For in- 
stance, if the child reads the bottom 
line only, the vision is said to be 1-10. 
If it reads the top line it is 10-10 or 
normal and so on. No child with 
normal eyes should fail to read the top 
line on this card and yet a glance at 
the records will show how many failed 
to do so. 

Finally each child was subjected to 
the test of Retinoscopy or the shadow 
test in a dark room a test in which the 
person making each examination is not 
obliged to rely on the statement of the 
child as to how much he sees but can 
determine for himself the condition of 
sight. 

The whole number of children ex- 
amined was 206. This includes all the 
grades from the 9th, down to and in- 
cluding, the 3d. The ages range from 
6 years to 15 and the results arrived at 
probably indicate the average condition 
of eyesight among the children of the 
different schools in the town. 

Of this number (206) 48 or about 40 
percent. were found to be more or less 
defective in sight—42 or about 20 per 
cent. have Hypermetropia—iS or a 
little more than 8 per cent. have 
Myopia and 24 or about per cent. 
have Astigmatism.

Troops For Cuba. 

Washington, Oct. 31.—No definite de- 
termination has been reached as to the 
date when the troops now at Savan- 
nah will be sent to Cuba. <A prom- 
inent administration official says that 
the departure of General Lee's troops 
will be dependent, to a certain extent, 
upon the movements of the Spanish 
forces in evacuating the island. The 
American troops, he says, may sail this 
week, and they may not sail fora month.

So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with-the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land.

Kaiser and Wife Handsomely Treated 
by an Enthusiastic Populace. 


Jerusalem, Oct. 31.—The approach of 
their German imperial majesties to the 
city Saturday was made through tri- 
umphal arches and amid banners, gar- 
lands and evergrowing crowds, display- 
ing in every way their enthusiasm and 
delight. The formal entry through the 
Jaffa gate was heralded by the roar of 
guns at the citadel, where the Turkish 
band played the German anthem. 

From the tower of David the emperor 
and empress proceeded on foot, amid 
wild cheering, to the church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, where they were received by 
the Catholic, Greek and Armenian clergy, 
whose patriarchs presented addresses 
eulogizing the devotion of Emperor 
William, who has since conferred decor- 
ations upon the patriarchs. Their majes- 
ties then proceeded to the German 
evangelical church, where the pastor 
presented an address. 

In the evening a reception was held at 
the German consulate, and later there 
was a general illumination of the city,
